As Touching 


WOUNDS. 


F, according tothe ancient Sentence of the Stoicks, 

Man was bred and born for the publick good 

of his Neighbour: what greater fervice may be al- 

- lowed in reafon to be performed for a Common: 
weale, then to ftudy the health of its People; and 

the preferving their parts in vigour, form and beauty? And 
as the Learned and prudent Plutarch declares, that. man 
had life given him from his Maker for Knowledge fake, the 
which doth as well procure Renown to his Name, as pro- 
duce his Vertues into AGion: fo daily Experience doth 
evince, that the Induftrious hands, and unwearied La- 
bours of men of worth and Learning, have been of great ef- 
fect, ufe, and benefit to all ages. And may we. not well 
grant the fame of Chirurgery? where we may with pleafure 
and admiration view and behold, how varioufly man, being 
either. wounded , incifed, pricked, battered, .contufed, or 
the like, is brought into'a good form and fhape by: this 
excellent Art. It 1s he alone that can check fear in the Pa- 
tient, and banifh danger by his Judgment 5. foretell Sym- 
ptoms, and prevent accidents : he is as-well the Comfortin 
the Field, as a Friend in the City. It is. by his practice and 
Art that divided parts. are united, -it’s- his Skill that keeps 
them thus united. And as Homer faith, we ftand as much

particular, (v7%.) fuch as in

*>yey. And for this reafon was it, that the Ancients taught 
their Scholars this Art of Chirurgery in their Schools, from 
whence alfo they learned their firft- rudiments and Infti- 
tutions. | : 
And fince my prefent task wholly relates to Wounds, ™ 
{hall divide them into general and particular Difcour- 
fs. To thefe alfo have I adjoyned Gun-fhot Wounds, 
and a particular -difcourfé ofall kinds of Wounds of. the 
Head, thence accompanying this Treatife with Wounds in 
their order may be faid to fall. 
from thence to the Foot. And as every of thefe do carry 
with them many differences, forms, {hapes, and habits, it 
fhall be my prefent endeavour to acquaint the Young Chi- 
rurgion, how to provide and arm himfelf againft thefe, 
and with what neceflary Inftruments he may perform this 
task, and to conquer and cure the direfull Symptoms which 
attend many Wounds, which may inflict or accompany fomeé 
parts. of the Body. And that I may place him in his right 
Tract, which may condu& him to the true ‘and well ma- 
nagement of thefe: thefe four things will neceflarily fall 
under our Confideration, being very proper engins im their 
places to be ufed in Wounds, and thefe are Ligatures, Me- 
dicines, Bolffers and Pledgets, of each of which a parti- 
cular refpect is tobe had, for they all require a right Order 
in their applications, both as touching their long or fhort. 
continuance at the part, a flight pafling by of which, doth — 
very often prove detrimental. 
. And firftas touchina Ligature, of this there are propofed 


and its (WO two contrary Species, the one to be made more ftrict, whiltt 


Species. 


the other may be made more loofe. And thefe two have di- 
verfity of parts allowed them, fome parts being properly faidto | 
be thiek, and others called thin or rare. That part is accoun- 
ted thick which is covered both with Bolflers and Roulers, 
thefé appointed both for keeping the part warm, and alfo . 
for making it more firm: that called or faid to’ be rare or 

loofe, 
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as touching Wounds. 
loofé, which onely bindeth, not covereth. And thefe alf) 
are to be confidered according to the Times of the year, in 
which they are ufed or faid to be applyed. Thus Winter 
time does generally allow to make more ufe of thefe then 
the Summer. Three fingers breadth for them is a very goed 
allowance. Thofé Ligatures are generally accounted beft 
which are made and applyed moft naturally, and thofe do 
for the moft part expref$ the greateft honour to the Chirur- 
geon which are moft exquifitely performed by him. This 
made Wife Hippocrates affirm, that good Ligature doth de- 
light the eye, as well as give the Patient fatisfaGion. 


The next two fhall be Seion or Incifion, and Cautery or Incifion and. 
Aduftion; thefe alfo in fome cafes are very ufefull and necef. ater. 


fary; and being either made fooner or later do carry an equall 
praife and eftimate: for in fome cafes Incifion is {peedily re- 
quired, and. in thefe, delay may bring pain and other bad 
Symptoms, and thefe fix or place a new fear on the Patients 
front : But where many Ixciffons are to be made, a more 
deliberate care is to be had and ufed, granting and allowing 
the Patient fome Intervalls of re{t : and thefé are to be fo 
performed, as that they bring no pain to the Patient. To 
the well doing of which, the prompting of convenient In- 
ftruments and Medicines do much conduce, every one of 
which is to be difpofed in its proper Orb and Sphere, not 
hindring or detarding one another. Then are thefe to be ap- 
plied in their tight method and form. The length and 
ihortnefs hereof ought alfo to be confidered ; and what In- 
{truments are moft proper for the performance hereof: for 
fome parts of the body are of a fpeedy flux, and upon the 
flight touch of a thin and finall Inftrument fheweth it felf, 
as Veins and Arteries, the which are not readily obftruéed 
or {topped : thefe parts require {mall ineiftons, and for this 
ufe the Lancet or Incifiow Knife are the beft Inftraments, 
In places which are not fo perillous, where the veflels lie 
- deep, and the bloud not fo apparently contained, we may 


| ‘venture on larger Inftruments. But of thefe afterwards. 
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fes. 
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And becaufe Cxpping-glaffes are generally reckoned a-. . 
mongft the Chirurgeons Inftruments, I {hall difcourfe of thefe: 


here alfO. Thefe although they operate not as other Inftru- 


ments doe, yet in many cafes they are of great ufe. Thefe are: 
called Concave Inftruments, generally ufed for Revulfion, to: 


be applied with, or without flame, by the benefit of which 
Inftruments, the humour is fetcht from many parts of the 
body, and drawn to the part to which they are applied, and 
{o is drawn forth. Thefe alfo are fometimes applied with or 


without Scarification.. When there is occafion to: make 


-ufe of Scarification, begin your Iveifioxs: from the lower: 


parts, and fo pafs upward, for thus the bloud of every Sca- 
tified part will be apparent 5 the which on the contrary be- 


ing made firftin the upper part, the bloud thence ifiuing will. 


choak and ob{cure the fmall Izcifiozs which are made down- 


wards, towards the lower part of the-circle. Here alfo are 


we with Galex to confider the differences of Izczftovs, thus 
properly to be made, for they ought to be either thin, fu- 
perficiall and flender, or deep and large, or ef a fize between 
both. Now fuch as are-made fuperficiall cannot draw from the 
remote parts : thefe are neither faid to revell nor derive, but 
do only extract that humour which is cutaneoutly lodged 


within. Others that are made more long, do educe much 


humour, as Orobafas witnetleth of himfelf; who upon ha- 


ving his, Thigh fcarified when he lay fick of the Peft, had 


- drawn from thence: by the benefit of the Cupping-glafs near 


Cupping-glaf- 
fes very ufe- 
full in three 
Refpe&s. 


two pounds of bloud, for this fetcht it from the remoteft 
parts of his body, and. at length: perfectly recovered him. 
And for thefe three caufés they are accounted very. ufefull 
Inftruments, becaufe they do both Derive, Revell and 
Expurge the redundancy. of humours which are lodged in 
the body, and do difcharge the fame by the fmall Lxciftons 
opened by the Circle of the Glafs, the whieh doth both di- 
{tend them and. force the bloud, to. run more freely. 

And becaufe Extraétion of Weapons, Splinters, Arrow- 


heads, Darts, Bullets,(aperfluous Flefh,Rags.andthe like, are a 


very 
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as-touching Wounds, | 
very neceffary point and Intention in Chirurgery, efpecially 
in curing large and Gun-fhot Wounds, I fhall in the next’ 
place give you the names of {uch Inftruments as are moit in 
ufe with us for the fame purpole, (v7z..) Crows Bills, Cranes 
Bills, Ducks Bills, Terebelum, Forcipes, and the like. But be- 
caufe thefe will appear more properly in their places of Gun- 
{hot Wounds, where alfo their figures are prefented, I will 
{peak no more of them, onely here alluding this Caution, 
That there be not uféd too much violence in ExtraGtion of Ortervar. 
thefé extraneous Bodies, and to give and grant‘a juft time 
for the execution of this Intention. Knowing that mode- 
ration 1s fometimes allowed as advantagious, as remifnefs or 
inconfideratenefS granted infuccefSfull: and in fome cafes it is 
not requifite to extra thefe bodies through the Wound, 
they being fometimes fixed ina bone, or between bones; 
fometimes nature will lend her affifting hand to your work, 
if you give her time and this, various Hiltory makes good, 
and both former ages and our latter times have experienced 
the fame. Albucafis writes of a Woman who having an Ar- 
row fhot near her Belly, and lodged in her body, fhe reco- 
vered of her Wound. Ofttimes, after they have been lodg- 
ed for many years, they frame a way for themfélves and 
there difcharge; by making Abfcefles for their Exition: 
and this you may fee confirmed by thefe following Hiftories: 
Alfaharaviws, Theoric. Frac. 6. cap. 1. writes that he faw a another. 
man who had an Arrow {hot into his Back, the which after 
feven years made its way out. Gilbertws Anglicus-lib.5. Com: 
pend.writesof a man who having an Arrow {hot into his Guts, another, 
had it drawn forth with the, Excrement, and that the man 
_ efcaped : but of thefe expect more plentifully, in Gun- 
{het Wounds. Sometimes it is alfo requifite that the Wound 
it {elf be dilated, for the more ready making way for its Ex- 
ition : and then if you perceive the Extraneous body 
which is to be Extracted to be perfectly loofe, you may: re- 
move it the firft drefling. But if it be only: loofe-at one end, 
and fixed:at the other, {trive not too much for its a 
B 3 eff. 
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left hereby you purchafe fome ill accidents you cannot rea- 
dily overcome and abate ; as fuch a flux of bloud as is not 
{peedily to be ftopt, and therefore in fuch cafes are we to 
‘wait Natures leifure. Having thus fhown you what large 
Inftruments are beft and moft in ufe in Gun-fhot Wounds, 
you will find it a great advantage to gain the figns of thefe 
‘infixed Weapons; for thofe being once known, there can 
-be no place left of doubt which may terrify the Patient, or 
queftion the Chirurgeon; for it is the true Knowledge of 
Signs which do haften and promote the cure. Here alfo ts 
to be confidered the frequent differences of Weapons, and 
thefe are carefully to’ be obferved, and with thefe the vari- 
ety of the parts into which they are infixed, for on thefe. 
‘..two does the difficulty of the cure and Extraction chiefly de- 
pend, as fhall elfewhere more at large appear. Now the 
“Differences differences of Weapons are taken from-their matter, being 
of Weapons. made either of Wood, Glafs, Iron, Steel, Brafs, or the likes 
from their Figure, being either Round, Triangular, Four- 
{quare, having {harp Points, Bearded 5 from their Magnitude, 
being either large,{mall,or of middle fize; from their number, 
being either one or many, Simple or Compound; from their 
habit, fome of which being fharp pointed with Iron heads, 
‘others Concave; fome firmly fixed to the Wood, others 
more loofely fet; and laftly they differ much in their Quality 
and Vigour, fome being venomed, others not. As to the 
parts affected, thefe are evident enough from the property 
-of accidents, which they fhew: and where all thefe are 
found out, the Cure goes on with {peed and fuccefs 5 for 
Galens Proverb is very true, Dimidium faci, qui bene 
cepit, habet. And he that thus foweth the feeds of his Art 
may well expect to reap a plentifull Crop of Honour and 


advantage to himfelf, as well as Eafe and Comfort to his 
Patient.

Evpl. de 
Mucilaginibws, this partly Mollifies, and partly Digefts, and 
in fome meafure does Suppurate, and ts generally reckoned 
amongft the Emollients and Suppuratives.- Ewzpl. de Beto- 
nica 1s generally ufed in Wounds of the Head, it reftoreth 
Flefh being loft, it Digefteth and Cicatrizeth. Empl. de 
minio doth the fame things as Diapalwa. Empl. ad Herniam 
does both Strengthen and Conftringe the loofe parts, good in 
Obftructing of Fluxes, for Ruptures and the like, for which 
reafon it had given it the name of Rupture Playfter. Ep. 
de Ranis cum %, this is very refolving, being applied to ve- 
nereal Buboes or Nodes, it atts its part very well in difcuf- 
fing them. Expl. Stiptice Paracelfi an ufuall Emplafter, ap- 
plied to Pains and Aches, Contufions and Colds: for it 
warms and comforts. 

Having given you thus a brief account of Emplafters:

is made no great difference between ‘a Simple and a Com- 
pound Wound yet that there is a very vaft difference, no 
man that ever practifed his Art with Judgment can de- 
ny. The truth is, the Scale ftands in this cafe, as in others, 
with fuch kind of fluggifh Droans and ignorant Pretenders, 
whofe Cures may more. properly be called Corruptions, 
and: whofe pretended Judgments may as confentaneoufly 
be owned onely as Ignorance plumed out and fet forth 
with the beft advantage of Impudence. But to. leave 
thofe as Idle‘Companions, we fall to our prefent Task. 
A wound is called a recent divorce, or folution of The crue De. 
Unity 5. or a divifion of Parts formerly united, without motos 
: D Matteriee 0 
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Of Wounds in General. 
Matter: Tagaultivs offereth it to be anew Cruent Solu- 
tion without Matter or Putridnefs, happening in the foft 
parts by fome outward caufe.’ Haliabbas declares, that a 
Wound may be made by an animate or inanimate Body. 
Pareys writes, that’1t may happen froma blow or a fall. 
Aquapendens, by or from fome outward Inftrument : this 
offering it {elf with fome violence in the foft parts. But 
there are other Solutions in other parts as well as in thefe 
foft parts, and every of thefe have allowed them their 
proper Names; the which I have already fet down in my 
general Difcourfe of Wounds. And after thefe be plea- 
fed to take this as.a true definition. of a Wound, That it 
és a Solution of Continuity blondy or cruent, and recent, 
made newly in the Flefh by fuch an Infirument as hath a 
power to eccafion a divorce of parts forneerly united. There 
are feveral differences of Wounds, and thefe are either 
taken from their caufes by which they are occafioned, or 
from their accidents wherein they are {cituated. The Cau- 
fes may be allowed:to. be with; or without life: with 
life, as occafioned by the biting of fome venomous Beatt, 
or other fuch ike Creature ; without life, happening by 
fome Sword, Stone, Blow, Arrow or the like. The Scitu- 
ation doth afford and allow various Differences, as fome 
Wounds happening in the Simple parts, others in the Or- 
ganick. Under the Simple parts may be reckoned boththe 
Sanguine and Spermatick, and to thefe do relate Mu- 
fcles, Nerves, Veins and Arteries. _Thofe we more pro- 
perly call the Organick parts, which are nearer related to 
the whole bulk. Others thereof belonging more dire@tly_ 
to fome particular Member thereof. Now Wounds. of. 
the whole Trunk are generally allowed thefe, (viz.) as. 
being of the Head, Neck, Breaft and Belly. Wounds of . 
the Articulations are thofe which are of. the Joynts, as. .

confidering either their Impreffion, Time, Figure, or 
Parts wherein they are made and fixed, as falling in 
fome noble part, being made either fooner or later; with, 
or without lofs of Subftance 5 in a large, middle or {mall 
‘Pigureand the like: thefe alfo are to be difcovered either 
by Sight or Probation.

Green wounds, and their neigh- 
bouring Parts, are but {mally inflamed, if Matter may be 
procured : for Wounds do onely then inflame, when they 
do not fuppurate. For they fuppurateby a f{trange Bloud, 
and Heat, untill the-putrefying Wound occafioneth ano- ~ 
ther Matter.’ And if Exition be not made for this Matter, 
it being fupprefled, it excites Inflammation about the: 
wounded part, and breeds and begets an ill Habit therein, 
and rendreth both the Wound and its neighbouring parts 
{fordid and corrupt. 

The chief Intention in curing a Simple wound is Defic- 
cation, this being moft proper for the purpofe: and _ 
whereas the whole Body does abound with moift Hu- 
mours, thefe alfo in fome meafure are to be dried up by 
Abftinence, and a thin Diet. Where any part of the €z- 
tis is incifed , no Oleaginous medicine can take place : 
for this eafily penetrates and entereth the Pores of the skin, 
and does there create a Moifture, in ftead of Deficcation 
or Drinefg; and may therefore be allowed rather to hin- 
der then fet forward-the Cure. But this chiefly belon- 
geth to a Simple wound, and {uch as is fuperficiall : but 
our Difcourfe doth moftly tend to other Wounds, where 
the chief Scope and Intention is to unite thofe Parts which 
are divided; which thing is performed by thefe fix Inten- 
tions : (viz. ) by Stopping the Flux of bloud, and hin- 
dring Inflammation thereby ; Removing all {trange and 
extraneous Bodies; Bringing the Lips of the Wound toge- 
ther; Maintaining their Union 5 Keeping their Subftance 
and Temper entire; and Preventing all future Accidents, 
Every of which expect to meet in their Order. | 

CHAP. 
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: CHAP. V. 
Or Stopping an immoderate Flu. 


S the Heart isthe chief Watch of man’s Life, whofe 
pulfefying wheels do give motion, life and vigour 
to it, by having adjoyned and allowed it its main Spring 
of Bloud which is given it from the Arteries, which Spi- 
tits thence enfuing do operate as the chief Workman 
therein, and without which Man would foon run into dif 
folution; and asthe Bloud is the Treafure of Nature, with- 
out which Life appears but as a dead clod: fo ought we 
to ftudy its continuance with us, and in large Fluxes occa- 
fioned either by Incifion, Ruption, or Divifion of any 
large Veflell, with care and diligence to ftudy its fpeedy 
referve, by applying fuch Medicines as may command a 
quick obftruction of thts Hemorrhagy. The Wound 
which we intend to treat of in this place is not of the 
large Veflells, being either incifed or lacerated : but when 
the {maller Veins are incifed, this Flux is to be fpeedily 
ftopped, unlefs it fpontaneoufly and timely do reftrain 
and check it felf. 

And in obftructing or calling back this Flux, we ought To confider 
to confider thefe two things : (iz.) How much the part two things ia 
may be fuffered to bleed, before it be {topped and then, pits. 
How this Obftructing operation is to.be performed. 

And as touching the Firft ; The Temper, Conftitution, 

Time, Complexion and Habit are to:be confidered. For 
ifthe Patient be of a Sanguine Complexion, corpulent 
Habit, having large Veflells, and it be Summer-time, here 
the Patient may be permitted to bleed plentifully, both 
for preventing Inflammation, and Fluxion, and Fever. — 
And if you meet with a Patient of contrary Qualities, di- 
E 3 so verfify 
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verfify your Intentions, according to-fuch Rules as you 


have prefcribed, contrary to the former. 


As touching the Second 5. There are offered Eight me- 
thods of {topping this Flux of bloud prefcribed by Dr. A- 
lexandey Read, the which I thall here briefly fet down. 

The Firft is performed by Pledgets, Buttons, Dofiills, 
Tents, and the like, being armed with fome Reftrictive, 
that'is, moiftned in the Whites of egges, Vinegar, and 
Water, @e. to which alfo may be added a little Bolearme- 
niack: thefeto be applied warm; for nothing doth greater 
injuries to Wounds then Cold. 

. The Second is Deligation of the Veffell which fendeth 
forth the bloud. But this ofttimes proves troublefome 
and uncertain. And where you intend to ufe this method, 
feparate the Nerve from the Vein ; for they generally keep 
company together throughout the whole Body 5 left by 
unadvifed neglect of this, you.do deprive the Nerve both 
of its motion and fenfe, and hereby purchafe great pain to 
your Patient. ‘Take care alfo that the Ligature be not 
made too ftri@ 5 for this is a ready way to cut and divide 
the Veflells afunder, and hereby create a new Flux. 

» A Third method is performed by Sarcoticks or Incar- 
native medicines, fuch as are Myrrh, Aloes, Frankincenfe, 
Dragons bloud,Maftick, Amber, Okbanuwe, Bolearmeniack, 
Powder of Hares hair, and the like, mixed with the White 
of an.egge, Vinegar and Water, and thus made into a 


good Confiftence, and fo to be applied to the affe@ed - 


part. Before which application cleanfe the Wound from 
all grumous and clotted bloud, and every other excremen- 
titious matters and with a Sponge being dipt in fome Re- 


{tringent Liquous moiften the parts: then’ may you apply 


your Reftrictives. Over which apply convenient Boulfters 
and Rowlers. Ever obférving to begin your Ligature or 
Ligation in the lower part, making it aftend upwards, 
and {9 to pafs. above the Wound 3 both for ftopping the 


Flux .of Humours coming to the Wound, ‘and alfo for

The Fifth is ated by a tranfverfe Incifion’ for this pro- 
cureth a gathering up or fhrivelling of the Veflells towards 
their Originations. This by Galev’s advice is to be atta- 
ched by the Hook, and then-the Veffell to be twifted.: 
The Sixth is performed by Cauftick, and this either ac- 
tuall or potential... This forthe moft part is requifite in 


Amputation, and not to be ufed upon every triviall occa- 


fion : for as it brings fear to the Coward, fo alo its efle@s 
are not alwaies certain. And before you ufe the, be fure 


to cleanfe the Veffells from: all grumous bloud,.that you - 


may perfectly fee to what parts:you apply them:: For by 


an unadvifed miftake of putting this into memory, and fo - 
into aGion, you onely cauterize the coagulated bloud, 
the which falling off, there is made-a fair way for.a new -

The Laft is to cool the whole Body, and hereby thic- 
ken the Bloud, and make it lefs apt'to flow, by inward 
ufing and taking of Rice, Lentils, Aftringents,: Aftrin- 
gent Fruits, and fharp Wines. ..

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CHAP. VI 
Of Removing extraneous Bodies. 


‘T HE next duty and Intention of a Chirurgeon is to 
remove all extraneous Bodies, which may be al- 
lowed to hinder Union and Conjundtion of the parts dif- 
joyned. And that every thing herein may be ated ‘ac- 
cording to Reafon, Judgment and Art, we are firft to en- 
quire into the Shape and form of the Inftrument which is 
thus lodged: and this may be collected and gathered from 
the Contemplation of the nature and diverfity both of the 
hurt Parts, and alfo of the Matters therein fixed. And 
thefé two being confiderately weighed and underftood, 
the third thing, which next doth offer it felf, is the true 
method of Extracting thefé. And becaufe the Matter and 
Subftances hereof may be various, as being made either 
of Wood, Iron, Glafs, Bone, Brafs, Lead, or the like; and 
their Figures as diverfe; being faid to be either Long, 
Round, Square, or Flat; and whereas their Number ts 
different, being One or Many, Simple or Compound 5 
and their Magnitude is various, being Greater or Smal- 
ler; befides thefe, their Habits being as {trange, fome Ar- 
rows made with fharp Iron heads fixed to them, others con- 
cave Inftruments, and thefe alfo differing 1n their vigour 
and faculty, fome being fent with, others without poifon : 
Thefe and every of thefe ought to be well confidered. 
But expect more hereof in Gunfhot-wounds. 

Hippocrates \ays this down as a Maxime, That he who 
would deal with Wounds aright, ought well to under- 
ftand the Diagnoftick part of his Art, before he under-~ 
takes the Therapeutick; and alfo to be well skilled in 
the nature of the Parts, before he prefcribes a Reafon for 
a Cure: it being one of his greateft Ornaments, to goat 

| ftand 
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ftand which Wounds are curable, which are incurable, and 
which are difficult to cure. I fhall thew the Inftruments, 
and farther ‘difcourfe of them, at the end of this Chapter 5 
and proceed for the benefit of the young Chirurgeon. 

He is to obferve and take notice, that in Extra@tion of 
extraneous Bodies, he well confider the Shape and figure 
of the Inftrument or other Body which is to be extracted, 
and how deep it hath penetrated; and being well skilled 
“in Anatomy, he may eafily underftand the frame of the 
Parts wherein the Weapon is infixed : that hereby he may 
with more pleafantnefs, and lef fear, wifely undertake 
the Patient, to his own credit, and the Patient’s eafe and 
comfort. And to every of thefe he is to underftand that 
he hath thefe four things adjoyned : as firft, to know when 
it is moft fit to extract thefe Bodies; next, what Way is 
the belt for their Extraction; then, what Figure is moft 
propers_and then, what Inftruments moft requifite for the 
performing of thefe. I fhall enlarge a little upon each of 
thefe, they being very material] for the young Chirurgeon. 
If the pain be intolerable, and the infixed Weapon may 
commodioufly and with fafety be drawn forth, if it be fo 
loofely fixed as by a {mall moving it will {eparate from the 
Part, draw this forth at the firft, for hereby you will both 
cafe pain, and procure refttoyour Patient. If the Weapon 
be poifoned, deferre not Extraction, for this bringeth the 
whole Bulk into diffolution : and therefore though you 
are forced through Nerves, Veins, or Arteries, to cut your 
Way, yet thisis not to be delayed. And that the young 
Chirurgeon may not miftake herein, he may know the 
Fleth poifoned by a Weapon thus; it is of a ftrange co- 
lour, it appears pale, fublivid, andvas it were dead : in 
thefe cafes he ought to fcarify untill he meeteth with freth 
bloud; and this ‘he is to do untill the Poifon be removed. 
After which he is to apply a Cupping-glafs, which is the 
beft Inftrument...for the calling of this forth., . Befides the 
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Of Wounds in General. 
with extraordinary Pains, with Inflammations and pun- 
gent Girdings, efpecially about the wounded parts, with 
a Heavine® and Torpor of the whole Body, and with Syx- 
cope and Alienation of mind. And befides thefe,the Wound 
hath an odd Smell with it : and the Weapon that was in- 
fixed, (if poyfoned) when drawn forth, and after caft into 
the fire, doth upon its burning turn black, and fend forth 
a foetid Smell. And therefore in thefe cafes, where Dan- 
ger of life is fo much threatned, we ought to ufe all our 
Experience and Reafon to florm the force of this Enemy, 
and batter down and overcome with convenient Medicines 
the vigour of its virulency. But of this expect more alfo 
in Gunfhot-Wounds. Belides this alfo, in the café of a large 
Flux of bloud, which may alfo put the life of man into jeo- 
pardy, here are we to {top our hands: if horrible Pain, 
Syncope or Convulfion appear, delay your Extraction. 

As touching the way and method how to doe and per- 
form all thefe; That in the eye of all men muft be allowed 
to be tranfacted the beft, which 1s done with moft eafe. 

And asto the Figure; If poflible, gain the true figure of 
its Entrance, for this does make the Extraction more eafy. 

Thefe and fuch other matters as may more advantage- 
oufly be here prefented thall appear in Gunfhot-Wounds, 

And fince I have already declared to you how the Bo- 
dy of man may be varioufly affaulted by diverfity of In- 
ftruments, I have here alfo exprefled in this following Fi- 
gure how his Parts may be contufed, punged, incifed'and 
lacerated, by Clubs, Stones, Swords, Pikes, Faulchions, 
Atrows, Shot, and the like : again{t which,on the contrary 
fide,T have alfo delineated fuch commodious Inftruments,as 
are and have been allowed as molt proper for the Extratti- 
on and difcharging of the fame'out of the wounded parts. 
Andthat every thing may be doneand performed according 
to Reafon and Art, as touching the ExtraGtion of Weapons 
or any other extraneous Bodies out of the Body; We are 
firft to enquire after the Inftruments which are to see 
this > 
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this: and thefe ought to be accommodated to the Part, 
the which does require their aptnefs for the occafion, both 


as touching their Figure and Shape.” And becaufe, as we 


have already noted, it is requifite for thef Inftruments to 
be of various and fundry Shapes, we ought to {tudy a moft 
exact Form of them for compleating this Intention. 
And here amongft the reft I fhall prefent you with thefe 
following, whereof im the next Leaf you have the true 
Shapes and Forms. And the firft which does offer it lf 
As Terebeluns, this being an Inftrument, as you may fee, let 
into another, the which having a thin and pointed Screw 
at its end, may take hold of a Bullet, Splinter of Wood, 
Bone, or the like; and having once entered it, it brings it 
away with it. This is marked at the Letter 4. The - 
cond is a Hook to draw forth any Matter or Bone which 
lies fuperficially. This is marked at B. The third isa 
large pair of Forcipes with Teeth, hollowed in the middle, 
the more apt for catching hold of any Bullet, Shot, or any 
other fuperfluous matter. This is marked withC. The 
other pair of Forcipes are made without Teeth, but hol- 
- low alfo; and this is a very ready Inftrument for laying 
hold of a Bullet, having both allowed them {trong Shoul- 
ders, for the more prompt extraCtion of any Body. And 
this ts marked with D. The laft is called a pair of dented 
Cranes-bills, being bent or. bowed, accommodated chiefly 
for deep Wounds; and being more flender then the for- 
mer, may with more eafe enter into the Orifice of the 
Wound. And this is marked at the Letter E. | 
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CHAP. VII. 
* Of Foyning of Parts feparated. 


UR next Intention is, the Uniting and Joyning of 
the feparated and divorced Parts : and this is per- 
formed by bringing the Lips of the Wound together, 
which were formerly difunited. If it happens to be a fim- 
ple Wound made inthe flefh, with which neither Sym- 
ptome or any other evill Accident or Affect is complica- 
ted, this may be united by Ligature, leaving the reft 
to Nature. But if the Waund be fo large, as that it is 
not to be brought to Union by Ligature, here are requt- 
red agglutinative Affiftents, the which are to have in them a 
drying quality,hereby confiming and drying the moift Ex- 
erements and Humidities, and prohibiting their Influxions, 
And therefore in this café give me leave to premife, that 
in large Wounds, Purgation is very proper, and that in 
_ thefe three refpeéts 5 both as touching the Excellency 
ofthe Part, the greatnefs of the Affect, and the Malignity 
of the matter, as Hippocrates writes. Oy! here ought not. 
to be applied tothefe Wounds, for it does. both humect 
and relax: Sarcoticks and Driers being moft proper Me- 
dicines here to be ufed. Befides this, Oyl rendreth the 
Wound more fordid and putrid. After this, we are to {tu- 
dy the naturall Temper of the Part 5, and where it is once 
eftranged by Air, Meats, Drinks, Evacuation and Reten- . 
tion, Sleepings and Watchings, and the like, thefe are to 
be corrected and amended.. As for example, tf a Wound do 
prove very-moift and fordid, and fendeth-forth much Mat- 
ter, here ate we to ftudy its Alteration, drying this up 
by a flender Diet, Purging, and the:like. 
To this alfo. belong the diverfity of Excrements which 
do. ufually accompany Wounds. and thefe are of. three 
| forts, 
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forts, (viz.) Ichor, Pus, Sordes. Ichor isa thin indigefted three forts. 
Lympbhas: and this iffueth either from the Veins, or the of eal 
wounded Part. If from the Veins, it is thin and waterith, wounds. 
and hath no bad Smell; and according to its Colour you 
may guefs of what Humour it does proceed. If it arifeth 
from the wounded Part, its Smell is unpleafant, and this is 
called Sawies : and according to the degrees of its Corrup- 
tion, it fendeth forth:a greater or leffer quantity of its ill 
{mell and favour, The fecond: is called Sordes, being a 
vifcous Exerement firmly adhering to a Wound : and the 
eaufe of this thicknefs is affigned to a dry Conftitutioif of - 
body ; fometimes to the errowrof the Chirurgeons fome- 
times alfo to the Air. The third is called Pus. This is.. 
generally fmooth, white, equall, having no ill Smell, a3 
Hippocrates defcribeth it. The caufes which generate thelé - 
three are held to be the naturall or unnatural! Heat ; the 
firft being the caufe of Digeftion, whereby a laudable Mat- _ 
ter is generated; the unnatural] heat working up moifture 
with it, fo-caufeth PutrefaGion, and .that. ill; {mell we _ 
generally do perceive. 
And having thus defcribed to you the. wanaturall and - 
unkind Subftances which do hinder Union, I next’ proceed» 
to Pain and Fainting : the firft being purchafed in the

pound Wounds, and frequent in fimple Wounds... And - 
that this-istrue, how oft have we feen your delicate La-:- 
dies faint at the cut of a Finger or the like, and the fturdy - 
Plow-jogger to faint at Bleeding > - But of thefé in their - 
proper places: and. to our prefent.

Guido’s three

Stitching-needle is as convenient an Inftrument as any the 
Chirurgeon does carry in his Plaifter-box : for with it he 
may eafé Pains, free the Wound from Inflammation, and 
himfelf from Inconveniencies.. In the ufe hereof, care is 
to be taken that the Lips of the Wound be brought to an 
equall diftance, not violently, but gently bringing them 
together, not extending one more then another, equally 
to anfwer each other in its fuperficies..

moftly ufed when exteriour Beauty docs feem to be im- . 
As touching paired; as a Wound happening in the Face, gc. And 


herein are we advifed, according to Awbrofé Parrey, to 


the Method which makes the Wound joyn, and then the 
Form. As to the firft, the pieces of Cloath mutt be ftrong, 
an{wering each other alike, hemmed about the Wound, 
and loofe at the other fides. It 1s Emplafticks which 
makes them agglutinative. As for their Forms, they are 
to anfwer the Shapes of the Wounds, moft fit for the 
bringing them clofe together. Now if the Wound be 
deep, you are to take up a pretty quantity of flefh with 
the Needle; and if in this cafe you fhould make a fuper- 
ficiall apprehenfion, and the Wound hereby be fuperfici- 
ally agglutinated, in the bottome of the Wound may be 
left remaining fuch a Sazies or Collection of Matter, which 
may frame an Abfcefs or hollow Ulcer. 

Guido propofeth three kinds of Suture. “The firft he 


carnative Suture, the which does make beft for our pre- 
fent purpofe. Suppreflion of the bloud, which is done 
by the Needle drawn through either Lip in form of a Glo- 
ver's Suture, is by fome called Swtura continuata: by 
this the Bloud is eafily deprefied.

The Third fpecies is performed by drawing 

the Needles through each Lip, and then by the fame Ort- 

fice drawing them back again, and fo by degrees bringing 

the Lips of the Wound clofer, by annexing them to fome 

fmall fubftance, the which by twifting-the Silk thereon 


this isthe worft-of the reft... And in all Sutures take this 
Obfervation with you, that before you make any Suture, Obfervat. 
you do deterge all the concreted Bloud im the Wound, 
both fer preventing Inflammation, and furthering Agelu- 
tination. The time of leaving the Sutures off, is, when 
Union is perfected, or Agglutination made : the which 
do vary, according to the largenefs of the Wound, and 
in refpect of the Habit of the body. Jn great and tran 
verfe Wounds they are generally kept for eight days; in 


Iwill conclude this Chapter, with acquainting you of 
the three Ufes of Suture. For it is ufed either for Agglu- 
tination of Wounds; and this is called the Incarnative Su- 
ture: or to‘keep the fuperficial parts of the Wounds in a 
reafonable diftance from each other; and this is called the 
Retentive Suture: or-toftop the Flux’ of bloud 3 ‘and 
this is termed the Suppreflive Suture. -Thus have T en- 
larged upon the Joyning of the Parts feparated and divor- 
ced.

™ 7 E come now to the Fourth and Fifth Intentions: 
| and becaufe it oft falls out that fome Heterogene 
Subftance does happen within the Lips of the Wound, as 
Hair, Dirt, Oyl, and the like, the whichdo hinder Ag- 
glutination, this with care is to be prevented ; and that 
we may truly {tudy the defence of the wounded Part, and 
‘keep it from harms, there is required much care and in- 
duftry. For we may with Union in Wounds, which is 
Nature’s work 5 but may mifs of our aim, ifthe Temper 
of the Part be not found.. The Body alfo’ being, weak, 
Nature does very. readily throw down her Excrements to 
the wounded Part; whence doth arife a Dyfcrafy both 
of temperand humour. Befides which, the Part being it 
felt. much. weakned, there cannot in any reafon be ex- 
pected a good Nutriment, .and hence: mutt follow Excre- 
ments, the which not being well driven out from the af- 
fected Part , there muft confequently be.created. a moift 
Intempereity therein. And befides thefe, by reafon of 
this Intempereity , expe no fair clofure of the Lips of 
the Wound, : this Matter inwardly lodged creating a. re- 
pletion of Szvies, whichhath force,and vigour enough to 
create a.Dyfcrafy. | | 
And that we may therefore be.armed againft all thefe 
troubles, thefeSarcotick. and Incarnative Medicines fhould 
be of acold faculty, that they may repell the Matter 
which flows 5 alfo drying, and that in the fecond degree, 
to 
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tofuck up thefe inward Humidities; and alfo {tiptick, for 
{trengthening the weak parts. And here Guido, after his 
Sutures made, does fprinkle this Powder onthe wounded 
Part: Rk Pulv. Thur. 31}. Sangu. Dracon. 33. Bol. armen. $11}. Powder, 
mix them, and apply them either in powder, or made in- 
to a Cataplafm, by mixing them with the White ofan egge, 
a little Vinegar, and powder of Bean-meal. And this he 
orders to remain on for four days. We of late, accordin 
to a more modern practice, do ufe this method after the 
Suture, firft {prinkling on the reftriGive Powders, then 
covering them with fome drying and agglutinative Empl. 
as Diapalaa, De minio, and the like: upon which we 
apply convenient Boulfters , and conclude the dreffing 
with convenient Rowlers. 

Now ofthis fort of Colletick Medicines we have very 
many, both fimple and compound, fet down for our ad-

| Of Kemoving of Symptoms and Accidents. 


E are now come to the laft Intention, which is 
y \ _ the Correétion of Accidents: and thefé are very 
various, and do as diverfly happen in large and deep 
Wounds, and do keep up Solution cf Continuity. And 
thefe are allowed to be nine in number : as Pain, Inflam- 
mation, Hemorrhagy, Delirium, Fainting, Fever, Crudi- 
ty, Palfey, and Convulfion. And thefé as they are Sym- 
ptoms in refpect of their greatnefs and vehemency, fo alfo 
inmany cafés do they threaten Death. The Corre@tion of 
thefe Symptoms is to be as much regarded as the Cure of 
the Wound. | | 
And Firft therefore, as touching Pain, this by Galen, 2. 
Aphor. 12. Meth. is allowed to be a fad and heavy fenfe 
of change, following a Difeafé as a fhadow doth a fub- 
ftance. This moft generally is the caufe of Fluxion, over- 
throwing the Faculties, be.the temper and habit of the 
Body formerly never fo good: it being Pain’s chief pro- 
perty, to attract Inflammation, by {tirring the Humours 
into a Combuftion : and it falls here as in other cafés, the 
weakeft is {een to go by the wall. For-generally the 
wounded Part is forced to fee whatfoever Pain puts to it. 
And therefore is it accounted a great Intention in the 
Chirurgeon, to allay the fury of this Enemy, and quell 
this troublefome authour of Fluxion. And here ought he 
alfo to remove his Medicines very often, left by their too

long {tay Pain be excited. Then is he to enquire into 
the caufe and accafion of this Pain; and the Species and 
way of the Humour by which it paffeth, and which way 
Nature intends.it; and here with her to join his adjutant 
helps. for its. remove. | 

The Second enemy we meet with 1s Inflammation : 
and this ofttimes is occafioned by Pain, and fometimesby 
the Unadvifednefs, Negle& and Ignorance of the Chirur- 
geon, when by too ftridét Ligatures he maketh a great at- 
traction of Pain, creating an interception of Spirits, and 
an extinction of native Heat, purchafing hereby a fair way 
for a Gangrene and Sphacelws. Inflammation alfo is moft- 
ly.to be feared in Wounds of the Nerves, Cartilages, and 
the like 5. or where but a {mall Flux of bloud does follow 
the Wound. In which cafes the Chirurgeon 1s to. breath 
a Vein, and to.take away.a plentifull quantity of Bloud: 
for hereby. he doth reprefs the Heat, and extinguifh the 
Flame. If Cacochymy offend, correct and amend this by 
convenient Purgings, and lenifying Medicines, a good 
order of Diet, and fuch as may temper the Bloud, orde- 


xing your Patient to fhun all manner of Perturbations, 


which may create or ftir up any Paflions within him. 
If Inflammation happen by the puncture of a Nerve, or 
an incifion thereof, wholly divideit; for it is better that 
Part fhould lofe its motion, then that the whole Body 
fhould be robbed of its life, as well as ofits fenfe and 
motion. 

I have been.very plentiful! in the Third already, and 
fhall therefore remit,you thither for this. Save onely by 
the way, when you come to. Wounds of the Veins 
and Arteries, I fhall there. enlarge fomewhat more 
thereon. | 

As touching Syzcope or. Lipothymia, Galen, 12. Meth. 
cap. §. does thus define it; that it.1s a principal Lapfe of 
all the Spirits, happening by fome hurt of the Heart, or 
injury done to.it, when itis quiet in its PO a 

iftri- 
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diftribution: of its‘vitall Spirits: For then, as Gordoviws 
doth exprefs it, both fenfe and motion are taken from the 
whole Body,. the Pulfe becomes flat and dull, and Death 
appears. in the face. And in thefe cafes the Patients are 
feen to fall down without either fénfeé or motion. © This 
Syucope which does moft commonly intervene in Wounds 
is for the moft part from an Hemorrhagiall caufe, the | 
which does make this diflipation of Spirits:; or Fear,’ the eS 
which does make-a {peedy revocation of the Spirits to:the og 
Heart, whence followeth that every Parts forced to leave — 
work, whilft this Difturbance is thus in action. A Syncope | 
does ofttimes happen, as Gale does obferve, from a ve- 
nenate and putrid Vapour pafling to the Heart through 
the Arteries, and to the Brain by. tts-Nerves... And hence 
by moft Authours are granted thefe three caufes of Syxcope. 
The firft is made by: the -diflipation of: the Spirits and na- 
tive Heat, as in a large Hemorrhagy : then by oppreffion 
or obftruction of thefé Spirits, as in Fear; for thus the Spi- 
rits are called back from the Circumference to the Center : 
and thirdly by Corruption, as in Cacochymick bodies, and 
venenate Wounds... The firft.of thefe are cured; if conve- | 
nient Medicines be fpeedily applied and. adminiftred ;. as i 
by fprinkling cold-water onthe face, laying him on his: 
back, and {topping his Flux. . The fecond by good Cor- 
dialls, by cherifhing and reviving his Spirits, by clapping 
{weet Smells to his noftrills, ftiGtions of his’Temples.. But 
if'a venenate Quality does oceafion this, cure this by. Mi- 
thridate, Vezice Treacle, Actuall Cauteries, application of 
live Pigeons cut in the middle, Cupping-glaffes, for de- 
rivation and interception of this Matter which is.to be 
fetched out. Hy 
Neither is Delirium in Wounds lefs. dangerous, which is : Wt 
a perillous Affect -arifing from fome principall or noble Delirixme- i, 
Part, .as the Nerves, Brain, Heart, Déapbragma, and the 
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Delirium is nothing elfe but a deprivation of Motton, and 
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Of Wounds in General. 
an alienation of Senfe, contained in the wounded’ Brain 
by eflence or confent. Henceis it, that we fo oft {ee in 
fuch as are: bit by a mad Dog, that venomous Vapours do 
afcend upwards into their Heads, and fill the porofities of 
the Brains, which makes them fo frantick and idle. It does 
atife from a vehement Pain and Inflammation; and there- 
fore fuch Medicines as may cure Pain and Inflammation 
aré very proper here. If it arifeth from Poyfon, Alexi- 
pharmicks are the beft engines to remove it. For deriva- 
tion and interception of the matter which doth excite this 
Delirium, alterant and er i Clyfters are here pro- 
per. Phlebotomy, Cupping-glafies, A@uall and Poten- 
tiall Cauteries are here moft requifite. Setons and Fon- 
tinells are fair Orifices for letting out its venome. Cordi- 
alls, Emulfions and good Decottions may defend it from: 
the Heart.. Hordeaceous and Papaverall Decottions may 
banifh it, by procuring Reft. And as it is a deprivation 
of the principall faculty of Motion, fo are we to take 
care of it. 

But becaufe this more properly does belong to a Phy- 
fician to examine and advife about, I fhall briefly fhut up 
this Symptome, onely acquainting you, that Avicen, fer. 1. 
does call that a Fever, which is an extraneous, adventiti- 
ous, accenfive heat in our Heart, by which the Veins 
and Arteries therewith fharing, it’s carried through the cit- 
cuit of our whole Body, and hurteth its actions. Neither 
is there any Fever allowed where the Heart is not affe&ted, 


either primarily, or fecondarily, being a Difeafé in In- 


tempereity. | 

But to come to that which more properly does relate 
to large Wounds : and here, as Hippocrates offereth, untill 
a good Digeftion be procured, both Fever, Pain and In- 
flammation do attend the Part: for whilft the Matter is 
making, the Heat does increafeé. Sometimes a Fever does 
arife from the Bite of a venomous creature; and therefore 
as it does carry this poyfonous quality to the Heart, ae 
endea- 
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endeavouring to infect its Spirits, it very readily runs in=. 
toa Fever and Inflammation.. Now where this happens, 
cool the body by Phlebotomy : if 111 Humous do joynin 
the combate, difpatch thefe by convenient Catharticks, 
And in refpe&t of the Poyfon, you mut uf Alexiphar- 
micks: for the Pain and Inflammation, prepare Anodynés ; 
fhunning all things which may procure a vehement motion, 
difturbance and perturbations of the mind; and ufe your 
greateft induftry to bring every part to its due order, tem- 
per and habit. 

Crudity alfo 1s 4 great enemy to the healing of Wounds; —_7. 
for it does afford no laudable Matter, without which ex... Crudity: 
pect no good new Flefh. And this by many Authours is 

allowed to happen by thefe fix means : by a continuall six things. 
Flux of bloud, where no good Digeftion is; by an Inftru- are Crue.

ment contufing the Part, as happens in Gunfhot-wounds; 
by the nature of the Part, fuch as deep Wounds in the 
Joynts; by coldnef§ of the Airs by applying of unfit Me- 
dicines; and laftly, by too ftrid Ligature. As for the 
firft, this you have already fhown. “The fecond is to be 
digefted as contufed Wounds. Aftringent Medicines are 
to be applied to the Articulations, to preferve their Tem- 
per. The Air is to be corrected ; the Part to be firni- 
fhed with convenient Medicines; and the ftriG Ligature 
to be relaxed. -And thus may you cure thee fix Caufes 
of Cradity. The other two remaining Symptoms I fhall 
{peak of a little more largely, they being of great confe~ 
quence. 
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Of Paffy. 


A_ Palfey by the generall Confent of Authours is allow- 
ed to be a Refolution or Relaxation of the Nervous 
parts, with Deprivation both of Senfe and Motion, on ei- 
ther fide,or both fides of the Body, or in fome part there- 
_ of. And this moft properly is called a Palfey. Now the 
Nervous bodies are refolved, in that the animall Spirits do 
not act in them, neither are they filled or enlightned with 
vigour and brisknefs. The caufes whereof are referred to 
the Obftruction of the paflages, the which does hinder 
their Tranfpiration. In a Palfey, Motion, or Senfé, onely, 
or both may be hurt together. And this may be ated ei- 
ther by Completion, Compreffion, or Solution of Con- 
tinuity. For either their Ductures are filled up with fome 
extraordinary Matter impacted in them, or comprefled by 
extravafed Bloud or fome Tumour, or Solution of Conti- 
nuity made by fome Wound or Concuffion: and every 
of thefe may imprint their feverall reafons and caufes for a 
Palfey.. And_as our Countryman Dr. Wills does obferve, 
as often.as an univerfall Palfey or Hemiplexia does fucceed 
a Lethargy, a Caros,,or Apoplexy, it’s very eafy to con- 
ceive that this change of the Difeafe does happen from a 
Metaftafis or Tranfpofition of the morbifick matter. And 
if it may be enquired why that Senfé and Motion are not 
alwaies equally inhibited in a. Palfey, either of thefe is 
perfected 1n their proper Nerves and Fibres, and either 
Faculty isas the averfion of each other. Juft as the Light 
cafteth its beams through a Glafs, when the Wind is 


excluded : fo ofttimes Motion is abolifhed, the Senfe re-_ 


maining fafe and found. For Senfé is as a Paffion, a fen- 
| fible 
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Of Wounds in General, 
fible impreflion, the which by the continuity of the Ner- 
vous prece{s is carried from the Organ to the common 
Senforys without which the faculty of the Spirits is pro- 
pagated by courfe and {trength. Now Motion.is a labo-. 

‘rious and difficult ation, to the which is required the ex- 
panfion or explofion of Spirits, not onely in the motional 
Organs, but chiefly in the Parts where the beginning of 
Motion and its firft affeCtion does draw its Origination. For 
from hence floweth its whole condué of its explofive en- 
deavours, the which it aéteth through all its Nervous 
parts.. In the Spinall marrow an Interception of the Spi- 
rits, or Cohibition thereof, making a Palfey , very oft 
doth happen, by reafon of Compreifion, or Solution of 

Continuity. The extravafed Bloud, or Matter paffing 
forth from the diftupted “Ab{cef, does very oft thut up 
and obfcure the paflages of the Spirits. Hence Wounds 
of the Head, a or Incifions do not onely fre- 
quently pervert or Jacerate the Medullary tra@s, but alfo 
by their coldnefs do conftipate and bind up theix {piri- 
tuall paflages. 

_ The next thing we propofe is, whether this Difeafe be 
accidental], or habituall. The firft may be faid to come 

from an evident caufe, as being procured by Wounds, In- 

cifions, Concuffions, Excefs of cold or heat : befides which 

it hath no other then a Compreffion and Solution of Con- 
tinuity. An habitual! Palfey hath its dependance from a 
procatarctick caufé, the which is an extraneous Matter, 

and as it were vitriolized, fuffufed into the Organs of Senfe 

and Motion, profligating the Spirits by contaGion. A 

Palfey does much differ from a Convulfion, in that in the The diffe- 
firft, Refolution and Relaxation is its proper quality 5 in fence be. 
the latter, Contention. and Contra¢tion. | fev eda 

We come now to the Caufés of this Paley, which are ee 

generally allowed to be both inward and outward. The male ae 

inward, obftruting: the Ventricles of the Brain, {0 as the 

animall Spirit, which fhould be conveyed to the Nerves Hw . 
aks. ee H sente 
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Senfe and Motion, is wholly abolifhed. The external! 
Caufes being Wounds, Concuflions, Percuffions, Incifions, ’ 


Compreffions, or Conftridions,or violent Colds occluding 
the Spirits. From what Humour a Palfey may be faid to. 
proceed, is hard to tell. For Melancholy drying the 
Nerves cannot bethe Humour. Choler, having allowed 
it a drying quality alfo,:and having an acrimony joyned: 
to it, may rather be allowed to create Convulfion, by 
contracting ané convelling the Nerves. And therefore it 
muft either proceed fiom the Bloud, or Phlegm. It very 
rarely happens from Bloud alone, unlefs by accident. . It’s. 
therefore granted by a generall confent, that it is bred 
from thick Phlegm, bordering upon the Nerves. But I 
rather prefume that it happens from thin Phlegm, which 
flows from the Brain, and therein does create an Obftruc- 
tion through its whole fubftance, abe it more foft, out 


of which foftnef there follows an explofion of the Nerves.: 


A fubftance very contrary to its naturall Conftruction, the 


which does wholly abolifh the motion of the Nerves 


where it is inferted. “Fhus if the whole {pinalh Marrow 
be'affected, there does fucceed a Refolution of the whole 
from the Head; if onely one part, that part onely bears 
the lof. Thus have we given a brief difcourfe of the Pal: 
fey, and its inward and outward caufes : let us now. come 


more clofély to that which chiefly does belong to our: 


prefent difcourfe. 


When therefore a Nerve 1s wounded’ or amputated, | 
there muft neceflarily follow a Palfey upon the part,becaufeé: 
both Senfe and Motion in the aGuonare loftandbanitfhed;, . 


and being thus divided,it’s impoffible to fetch them again : 


for being once cut, they do gather towards: their Origi-: 
nalls. ‘Therefore when any Nerve is either incifed, cut’. 


or punctured, Pain being hereupon a very ready atten- 


dant, Anodynes are here moft proper, defending ‘the: 
Wound from cold and all tharp things, and: ufe comfor- 
table and ftrengthening Medicines. But of thefe more af 


terwards.. Galen

Galen does give all good Chirurgeons this Caution, that Signs ofa 

he ought to underftand the primary Affect hereof and its Boer. is 
place, and from whence this mifchief arifeth, and its dit 
pofition. And he who is ignorant of thefe, may not be 
allowed skilfull enough to cure thofé Parts whofe Senfe 
and Motion are vitiated. The firft we do fetch from A- 
natomy, which is an excellent Schoolmafter, the which 
perfectly learneth us how to know the Nerves which are 
{prinkled about the Face, fent thither from the Brain. If 
fome of thefe with the whole Body be refolved, it cannot 
in reafon be allowed, that this difpofition of Refolution 
fhould confift in the Brain it felf} whereas the parts be- 
longing to the Face do remain unhurt and fafe. If all the 
parts of the Head being found, either of its fides be-cor- 
tepted with a Paralyfis, the caufe is in one of the fides of 
the {pinall Marrow. If the Arms be onely paralytick, the 
‘Caufe is in the fifth, fixth, or feventh Vertebra of the Neck. 
If the Legs, draw the caufe from the Os Sa¢rum, and its 
Vertebre. 

To prefage and judge of a Palfey, and every occafion Prefages. 
which may caufe and produce it, and of every affect of 
the Nerves, as touching their ficknefles or cures, this 
moft properly does belong tothe Prognoftick part. And 
thus according to Hipp. we may prefage that a Palfey is 
hard to cure 1n old men, ‘becaufé their native Heat is al- 
moft extinguifhed. And Galex does affirm, if Fever and 
Trembling have fupervened a Palfey, it's'a good fign: 
for Fevers do partly diflolve the fuperfluous Humours 
which are in Refolution of the Nerves, and do partly di- 
geft their coldnefs. A Solution of the Nerves, as Galez 
doés woithily declare, 1s nevet perfectly cured., «A Pal- 
fey proceeding from an inward caufe is not eafily found 
out, or eafily cured. A Palfey following an Apoplexy 
is fearce curable, the caufe being vehement, andthe Parts 
weak. Where Senfe and Motion do appear to be both 
loft, this does prove very dangerous. If the Paraliféd 
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member do change its colour, expe no Cure, for the na- 
tive Heat is extinguiflied, and the animal Spirits abolifhed. 
Ifit happen from an evident caufe,asby a Blow, a Wound, 
or the like, if it do not.gquickly amend, or give way to 
Medicines, it does prove for the moft part incurable. Such 
as are once cured of aPalfey arifing from an evident caufe, 
are not readily troubled therewith a fecond time. And 
to conclude the Prefages, if Palfeys happen in Aged. peor 
ple, orn Cacochymick or Scorbutick bodies, and in In- 
tempereities,, thefe are very hard to remove. 

And fince, as | have already propofed, we fee that a 
Palfey does confift of manifold Types and divers Caufes, 
its Cure-is alfo to be performed after a various. manner, in- 
flituting. a, proper method to every {pecies of the Difeafe. 
And as there are generally allowed three kinds or forts 
hereof, fo fhould. there be propofed three kinds of Cure, 
Firft, for Refolution, this being,the main Agent, this ts to 
be cured... Secondly, if it happen by Wound, Incifion; 
exceflive Cold, or a Fall froma high place, this alfo muft 
have allowedit its.way of Cure... Thirdly, as it is a, pro- | 
catarctick and primary Difeafe of it felf... I-muft leave 
the firftand.third, and onely take the fecond for our pre- 
fent difcourfe.. | ) | 

And whereas. we here, do. grant,. that this: Palfey dees | 
happen by fome Accident, produced by, fome vehement 
Hurt, there, will-not be required many. Intentions. for 
this, fave onely the Conformity of the hurt Part to be . 
made. into.its priftine frame. And that no Affed, as 
Bloud. or affluent Humours, may, bring detriment to. the 
affected, Part, . Phlebotomy in thiscafe is very {peedily to | 
be made ufe of, if nothing hinders. it 5,.and’ the Body is, 
to be kept open by lenifying Purgings, and. a good. order, 
of Diet, keeping your Patient in.a moderate Sweat in his 
bed,,fo.as all. Superfluities may be.exhaled and. called back: 
fromthe hurt Part. And for this Ufe Pulvis,.ad Cafum.is 
granted a good Medicine, to. be givenin White wine, to 
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the quantity. of a Drachm or.a Drachm anda half. A 
common Decottion of Guaidcum is alfo much commended. 
here, for thisdoes both digeft and difcufs the Matter and 
Caufe. To this may be added many other Cephalick 
herbs and flowers,. to. be bruifed,’ and:boiled'in Beer,. for 
the Patient to drink either at meals,: or morning: and eve- 
ning. And thefeare to have in them fuch faculties as.may 
ftrengthen the Nerves.

nexed Members, as Nerves, Tendons, and Ligaments. 
For no proper animall Motion can be made in any living 
creature without Mufcles, and thefe do take their moving 
Faculty from the Brain. For although the Brain 1t delf 
be not fibrous, the body of its Nerves is fibrous : and 
- thee are the meflengers which do convey this Spirit into 
the Mufeles, and through them, which do give them 
both their fenfe and motion. Now therefore, when by 
any preternaturall affect the Nerves or Tendons are pric- 
ked, inflamed, or otherwife hurt, they do recede from 
their priftine vigour, and do prove incapable Inftru- 
ments : and hence follows Convulfion, or that contractive 
motion we call a Spafm. Gal. 6. Aphor. 39. writes, a 
Convulfion to be a-hurting of the voluntary ’ Function, 
becaufe herein the moving quality 1s as at ‘were tied 
up fiom acting in its proper fphere 5 and thus Motion is 
hindred, the Inftrament thereof not being wanting, but 
hindred in its action by ‘being girt up by the’Diftempe- 
reity of ithe Inftrument.

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. Convulfto Scapulofa. ‘The third is Tetaxos, or Totum ex= 
tenfum: and this Convulfion is made, when all the fore 

_ and back Parts of the body are equally contracted, ‘kee- 
ping them as it were at a ftay, and making them very (tiff 
Cel/#s does declare, that there is no’ Difeafe more outra- 
geous, cruell, and acute, then that which by a Rigor or 
Stiffnefs of the Nerves and Sinews does annex the Head to 
the Scapula’s, the Chin to the Breaft, and maketh the 
Neck right and immovable.. In which Difcourfé he hath: 
both briefly and elegantly fet down the three differences 
of Spafm, which we have been difcourfing of. He hath - 
alfo a fourth Species there of a Spafm, which he calls Spa- 
Jaus Cynicus; as when the Mouth is pulled awry, or one 
or both Hands be contratted. 

All the chief caufes which do produce thefe Convul- 
fions are by him reckoned as three : (viz..) Plethory, In- 
anition, and Sympathy. Of thefe in their Orders. 

I begin with Plethory, {0 called from its copioufnef§ Plethory. 
and plenitude of divers Humidities, the which do replete 
and poffefs the Inftruments of voluntary Motion; as the 
Body being thick and flefhy, the Veffells full, the Pulfé 
ftrong, the Age ripe, the Complexion fanguine, and the 
like. Thus by Plethory or Plenitude Convulfion may be - 
faid tobe made, when the Nervous bodies and their Fi- 
bres are nourifhed with thick and glutinous Matter, and 
are therewith alfo repleted : by which Repletion they are 
diftended 5 and hence, as they fill out in bulk, they do 
fhorten in their length : hence do they become’ con- 
tracted and abbreviated, and fo are they run into Con- 

__vulfion. 

The Second is Inanition : and this 1s made for want of inanition. 
natural] Moifture ; the Nerves being hereof deftitute, do 
foon grow dry and fhort. For they muft needs grow 
fhorter, as does a Cord, when once being wet, and dried 
again, it fhrinks and fhrivells up : fo alfo do the Nerves 
being corrugated. The Difeafe therefore which does fol- 
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low a Convulfion is a perverfe figure of the Mutcles, in 
which they are made fhorter by Inanition as well as Reple- 
tion: Thus every humourall Matter which may be faid 
to fill the Fibres, may alfo be allowed to create a Con- 
vulfion. And this may be confirmed of Inanition, that 
every thing which hath power to make this, hath alfo 
ftrength enough in it to frame a Spafm. | And_ hence 
fometimes immoderate Evacuations or Vomitings, which 
are allowed to dry very much, do fo ofttimes bid fair to a 
Convulfion. 
_ A Third Caufe is called Sympathy : and this isfaid to 
happen by malign Vapours offending the Originations of. 
the Nerves, as it is ofttimes feen in poyfoned Wounds. 
Another is faid to be made by Pain attracting the Nerves 
from their Originations.. A third which may offer it felf 
is from. immoderate Cold, caufing in them a great Stff- 
nels. | | 
What remains in the Caufés of Convulfion is, to fhew 
how this may be made in Wounds. . And here may we 
fee how this may be made out of Plethory, the Nerves 
being filled with purulent Matter, or other Excrements, 
generated either in the wounded. Part, or fent thither 
from other Parts, and fo fucked up by the Nerves 5 .as it 
oft happens when a Nerve is half divided or cut + or by 
reafon of Inflammation, the Part being filled with a large 


- Flux of bloud, and fo diftending the Nervous parts 5 efpe- 


cially if this Difaffection be communicated to the Ori- 
ginall.of them, or the Nerve it {elf be primarily offended, 
And hereby the Mufcles become fhorter, and fo forced to 
contract towards their Originall, neither by Heat alone, 
but alfo by immoderate Cold in Wounds of the Nerves 
and Nervous. parts, hereby fuffermg Convulfion, this 
prohibiting the Excretion of Excrements’, and fhutting 
up and condenfing the Porous bodies.

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Nervous patts. For thus the inflamed Part is convelled, 
and anfwers directly to Convulfion, and hence it com-. 
municates it {elf to {ome principall Part, the which being 
there received, does communicate of its. Diftempereity: 
through the whole Body. Convulfion does ofttimes hap- 
pen in Wounds of the Nervous parts, in refpect of exfolu- 
tion of the wounded Part, which does fend forth its ill 
habits to the Brain, the Origination of them; by which’ 
the Brain it felf is vellicated and irritated:: and being thus 
concufled, that it may clear it felf-from the mifehief this 
portends.it, and give a guéetws to this unhappy compa- 
nion, there muft neceflarily follow.

- If by 
reafon of a Wound TLetazos or Diftention, does happen, , 
the Patient's Mandibles are-conglutinated,. he cannot. open 
his Mouth, his Eyes are filled with tears and contracted,, | 
his pofteriour Parts are convelled, and his Body is bent 
backwards... Hence do arife vehement Pains, and fome- . 
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times the Patient cannot either contract his Thighs, or ex- 
tend his Hands. In Evprofthotonos the Body bendeth al- 
together forwards, and the Parts are contrarily difpofed 
to the former. And this is to be underftood of thofe Parts 
which could bend either way. The Leg cannot be bent 
forwards, or the Thigh backwards. 

Hippocrates faith that Convulfion happening upon a 
Wound is mortall. | A Spafm alfo happening upon a large 
Flux is ill. Aphorif. 3. Such as are taken with a Teéa- 
nos do commonly die within four daies; and if the 


efcape thefé, they are paft the worft of danger. Aph. 6. 


Such as die of a Convulfion do continue their Heat a long 
while, they dying fuffocated, the Mufcles of Refpiration 
being convelled, and thofe of the Neck diftended. Such 
as have Convulfions, a Fever happening, are freed here- 
by from their Convulfions. Every Convulfion may be 
faid to come from Repletion, becaufe it is cured by Eva- 
cuation. A Convulfion bred out of Inanition is both 
If it do communicate its hurt to the 
Mufcles moving the Thorax, it does threaten Death. That 
Convulfion is much to be dreaded which clofeth the Lips, 
and lets fall the Mandible. 

As other Paffions, Accidents, or Symptoms, which are 
wont to arifé from a copioufnels or plenitude of Humours, 
are to be cured by opportune Evacuations ; thus‘alfo isa 
humid Convulfion to be treated, by ordering a good Di- 
et, and application of convenient Topicks, the which 
fhould not onely contain in them a drying and difcuffing 
faculty, but alfo eradicate and extirpate the whole Affect. 
The wounded Patient is therefore to be placed ina Room 
where the Air is hot and dry,. or fo.made by Art. Fric- 
tions of the extreme Parts are beneficiall. Let his Diet 
be thin, for Inanition in this café is an excellent Reme- 
dy, for it dries the Body. Let his Bread be well baked, 
and his Diet be of a light Digeftion. Breath a Vein 
where bloud is much abounding, or Inflammation offers

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itfelf'; for this isa ready remedy to prevent Convulfion, 
Both Galew and Celfus do declare, that in a Cynick Con- 
vulfion to breath a Vein is very proper. And this is to 
be ordered and prefcribed according to’ the ftrength and 
Contftitution of the Patient. Purge frequently with Hier.

Merc. dulci, &c. 

Outward Medicines for the wounded Part may be thus 
ordered. If the whole Nerve be incifed, there is {earce any 
Motion left perceivable. If the head of the Mufle be prick- 
ed, occafioning Convulfion, and cannot be remitted by any 
- force of Medicine, by cutting the whole Mufclestranfverfe- 
ly you cure the Convulfion. But you muft hereby expect to 
lofe part of its Motion.

the benefit of Cupping-glafles and Bleeding was perfeatly | 
cured. 
If Convulfion do arife by Confent or Sympathy, the Of cure 
caufe hereof 1s {peedily to be inquired into: the which if bic 
it prove procatarctick, this is to be removed; if {harp by Sympathy 
and painfull, this is to be aflwaged 5 if it proceed ftom % Soe" 
Cold caufing a Numnefs in the Nervous parts, and making 
them ftiffe, this is to be amended. Now if a malign Va- 
pour do offend the Origination of the Nerves, in this 
cafe the Wound is to be dilated for difcharging of the pec- 
cant and venomous Matter. Flatulencies alfo may create 
many {pecies of a Spafm, not onely {eizing the extreme 
Parts, but alfo forcing themfelves into others : firft taking 
the Head by advantage of furprize ; hence working into 
other Parts, and undermining them by the fenfe of Cold, 
throwing it felf between the Scapula’s, difturbing the Bo- 
dy in its entire Senfés with an Op7/thotonos, executing its 
vigorous influences of mifchief in one fide, firmly con- 
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trating it, and girting it up from acting or performing 
any of its Funétions. From whence may be collected, 
that its chief Caufe 1s not an Humour, but fome cold and 
thick Vapour, the which by fome inclining advantage 
does diffipate the whole; whofe chief Agentin this caufé 
does lodge in the Head, as Ferzelius doth obferve, /7b. 5. 
cap. 3. Patholog. 

The Medicines moft properly here to be applied ought 
to be of a liquid fubftance, and fuch as may penetrate in- 
to the bottome of the Wounds : and thefe ought both to 
dry, and digeft, refolve, and attract this virulent Matter. 
And for this Ufe Vexice-Treacle, Mithridate, Myrrh and 
Aloes, diffolved in Treacle-water, are very prevalent. 
Elixar Proprietat. its drops put into Sack 1s an excellent 
Medicine here. Now as touching Cold and Pain, I re- 
mit you to their proper places, where I have already en- 
larged. I conclude this with fome remarkable Hiftortcalk 
Obfervations. 

Platerus writes, in Obf; fuis, lb, x. fol. 120. of a young 
Maiden, who falling from her horfe by hearing unexpec- 
tedly a Piftoll difcharged, had hereupon a Refolution: 
‘in her lower parts of her body, in that nature that fhe 
could not ftir her hands or feet, neither had fhe any fenfe. 
Being carried in this condition to. her Father's houfe, he 
viewed the Wound, which was almoft in the middle of 
her Back, to which he applied himfelf; the which he 
conjectured: was. oceafioned by her Fall. Upon examina- 
tion of her upper parts, finding no harm or defect there, 
the lower parts remaining {tupid, dull and refolved, the 
Chirurgeon immediately did apply hot Stupes to her 
feet, by which was fufcitated fomewhat of Heat. He be- 
ing called in to advife, examined the whole occafion of 
this mifchief, and inquired into its caufe from the Patient. . 
She replied, the hearing.a Piftol fhot off unawares by one 
viding by her in the road fo affrighted her, that fhe fell 

from her horfé 5 upon receiving of which Fall the felt a 
| grievous 
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grievous Pain in her Back: growing faint herewith, and 
coming to her felf, fhe complained of her Back being 
wounded and refolved. Upon examining the Wound, 
which was on the right fide of her Back, near the eighth 
and ninth Ribs, coming downwards-obliquely towards 
the Spine, he found it exa@ly round : and whereas in its 
Circumference there appeared no fign of Contufion, fut 
pecting it to have happened by theforce of the Shot, he 
ordered her Cloaths: to be: examined, in which he alfo 
found a hole made by the Bullet 5: upon which he fairly 
conjectured, that this Wound was made by this Shot, and 
that it had penetrated the Spinall marrow. Divers Chi- 
rurgeons being called into Confultation, they all did judge 
the fame, and by a generall confent, a Probe being fent 
into the Wound, part of the Vertebre was found to be 
lacerated. Ten dates being expired fince the hurt, fhe 
grew worfe, and troubled with Vomiting and a great 
Heat in the upper part of her Spine, with pain of her 
Head, and Spafm about her Neck. Medicines being appli- 
ed’ to’ thefe with {mall ficcefs, at the twentieth day the 
departed the world. And becaufe a great difpute did a- 
rife at her death, what might be the occafion thereof, 
whether the Fall or the Shot, upon Difledtion, and by 
dilating of the Wound, fome part of the Spine being re- 


moved,’ the leaden Bullet did fhew it felf lodged, the

-was adminiftred, made onely of Milk and Honey, adding 


to a pound of Milk four ounces of Honey : the which 
wrought very kindly, and caufed the Fits fomewhat to 
abate, But whenever the Paroxyf{m feized him, three or 
four men could fcarce keep him in ‘his bed : and thefe 
fometimes happened three or four times ina day. Confi- 
dering thefe Symptoms, it was generally agreed, that this 
Difeafe was an Opi/thotonall Convulfion, made by Coagu- 
lation in the Vena Cava; the which does abound ofttimes 
with thick and vifcous Humours.’ His Drink for the Cure

Agripp. and OL Caftor.. and fome Chicken-broath pre- 
ribed for his Diet; and’by this method he perfectly reco- 
vexed, Fabritivs.

. E eught to deal with all Wounds fo as they may 
an{wer expeCtation : and now coming to Caver-. 
nous Wounds; we may as-readily account that a Hollow 
Wound, which hath not onely loft a part of-its Fleth, bue 
that alfo which happeneth by a fimple Incifion, without. 
lofs of Flefh , the Lips of which: Wound, by reafon of the 
greatnefs and large diftance, cannotbe aptly united in the 
bottome, whence there does remain a Cavity therein. 
And as for the Cure hereof, we are firftto mind the Flux, . 
for avoiding of Inflammation. And if occafion ferve, and: 
the time of the year does require it, we may breath:a- 
Vein, and preferibe cooling Syrups and Decottions, and 
order Purgations, and fuch a thin Diet as may keep the - 
Body in good temper. And becaufe in fuch large and 
hollow Wounds there is generally {een fome preternatu- 
rall Matter to: lodge in-their. bottomes, the which the Part 
of it felf. is not.capable to difcharge 5 wehere ought in 
the firft place to ufe Digeftives, hereby: to-digeft the 
Matter, and to bring it into a laudable fubftance, that is, 
fuch a Matter-as is both white, {mooth, .equall,. and void

The laft Intention 1s made good by Epuloticks; thefe 
to have in them a Skinning quality ; and of this fort are 
Onguent.

De minio, &c. ma- 
king your Cicatrizes of a good temper and colour. 
I conclude this with an Hiftory of Fracazinus, which niftery: 

De Simpl. med. facult, of 
one who received a Wound long and finuous,reaching ftom 
his Shoulders even to his Buttocks, in which part it was 
open: the exteriour Veflells did fend forth much of a 
certain Sanies, neither was it very deep, not penetra- 
ting much deeper then the Mewbrana Carnofa: the 
which could not be confolidated with many Medicines, 
but by the application of Cabbage-leaves boiled in black.

laudable Matter. And becaufe the ordinary entrance up- 
on the Cure of this Wound is ofttimes intercepted by the 
importunity of Accidents, let it be your firft care to re- 
pref§ thefe, and then proceed to the Cure it felf If the 
Accident be Pain or Tumour, allay the Pain by fome A- 


-nodyne Medicine 5 of which fort are O/. Azeth. Chamo- 


mel, Lilior. Rofarum, Crocws, and the like. Abate the 
Tumour by removing both its antecedent and conjunc 
Caufe; the firft being the Humour firft flowing, the lat- 
ter being that part of Humour which hath already made 
its flux. As.to.the firft, if it proceed of Bloud occafio- 
ning Fluxion, this isto be let out or difcharged by the 
place from whence it floweth, or by the place to which 


it floweth.. This Paflion is curbed and bridled by Phle- — 


botomy, and a cooling Diet : and to:keep it from flowing 
further, Revulfion and Repulfion are two proper en- 
gines to effect this; the firft withdrawing and courting 
the Humour into another part, the other repelling it 
when it is once fent.

This therefore 1s allowed a'Solution of Continuity 5 
and in refpec of its profufion of bloud it produceth Pain, | 
and hence fometimes do follow Abfcefies, the which by 
Tranfpiration are to be digefted. A large Contufion 1s 
not without danger, for this does very often not onely 
procure Corruption of the Part it felf, but alfo of the 
whole Body. This is generally reputed an Ecchywzoffs, The true de- 
in the which there is’ both a feparation and dilaceration of pore 
the Mufculous parts, whilft Attrition 1s allowed to be in PARR: 
the head and tail of the Mufcle. It taketh its diverfity 
of figure from its variety of caufé : the Parts about it are 
black, the Bloud being fhut up therein, and cannot be 
difcharged by infenfible or fenfible Tranfpiration, but by 
Suppuration. According to the greatnefs of the hurt 
may you judge of the dangers for great Contufions ac- 
companying large Wounds do run the Part into Cor- 
tuption. 

Now whereas Hippocrates faith , that obtufe Inftru- 
ments are the moft proper engines for Contufion and La- 
ceration, the moft proper Medicine forthe cure of this — 
fhould be guaurmmiv, or Suppurativum : the which ought 
to be temperate in heat and humour, Emplaftick, and 
obftructing the Pores, and fuch as may generate Matter. 
Jt ought alfoto fecond the nature and’ fubftance of the 
native Heat, and by degrees to encreafe it. Hence is it, 
that in-creating of Matter the Humour is fomewhat alte- 
red : and: if.this Contufion does happen: in any Mufcu- 
Jous parts, that Part onely does maintain the Bruife which 
aeceived the Blow or Hurt, whilft. the circumjacent Parts 
do retain their own proper nature. For the Bloud be- 
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ing out of its proper Cavity, does force it felf into fome 
other’; and being in its motion hindred, does change its 
firtt rudiment. And hence was it that Phzlalethws. faith, 
that Bloud, Seed, and Milk, being out-of their. proper 
places, do foon ‘run into knotty lumps and putrety. ‘Now 
in Converfion of this Bloud into Matter, there 1s made a 
Pulfation in the Arteries lodging in the Fleth, the which 
Pulfation-the found man does not perceive, 1t lying there 
without ‘Pain ;- and alfo in:refpect of the great {pace 
which is allowed them for their operation. But where 
there does arife Inflammation, Ecchymofis, Eryltpelas, or 
Abfcefs, with Pain, the Wounds are alfo inflamed, when 
they tend to Suppuration 5 becaufe this putrefying Bloud 
does foon grow hot and fiery, and in this Ebullition’ and 
Fervour of the Bloud Vapours are raifed; the which alfo 
are communicated to the neighbouring Parts, and therein 
do alfo generate an’ Inflammation. And this is done by 
Confent of Parts... The Heart taking its fhare of this.In+ 
flammation does create a Fever, as Hippocrates oftereth, 
cap. 47. libo2.  Whilft Matter is making, it occafioneth 
more Pain, and does more readily fubject the Patient to 
Fevers, more then when it 1s accomplifhed.. The gene- 
ration of this Matter does fetch its origination from f{trange 
Bloud, ‘over-heated, untill putrefying it is turned imto 
another fubfzance. |

diftracted {teered a very diforderly courfe, growing very 
thirfty : and that which heightned and added to the mifz 


_ chief, he could not endure the fight of any liquid things, 


and had rather yield to death then to take any Cordialls 
or Juleps, were they never fo advantageous. Hence did 
arife a foaming at his mouth, his eyes being ftrangely fix- 
ed; and within a few daies after thefé direfull Symptoms 
made him yield to the grave. | | 


Cardanus, 9. Trad. 5. lib, 2. writes of Alexander Braf= another. 
¢éus, Who was bitten by a mad Dog, and having many 


Phyficians in ‘Confultation , they enquiring the caufe 
hereof, found that he had kiffed a mad Dog; and the day 
following, as they prefaged, he died. Hence therefore 
may we fee, that the Spittle of a mad Dog is the worft 
of Poyfons; for being thus inwardly taken by a Kif, 
the Dog did bite him, upon which Bite he died. rs 
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laus writes, that the Son of a Painter in Venice being bit- 
tet by a mad Dog, and cured by his Phyficians, had, not 
the figns of one bitten by a mad Dog untill eight months 
after. And Amatus Lufitanus, Cent. 7. teftifiech, that he 
{awa man of Theffalonica, the third year after his being 
bitten with a.mad Dog, to have run mad himfelf..

der, or any otber venomous Creature. . 


an Hefé may be properly called Stinging Bitess and 


thefé came into the world foon.after Man's Fall, 
and have contiiued'ever fince, for the punifhment of fin- 
fall Man. I fhall-begin this. Difcourfe with the Bite of 
an Adder, which by.fome iscalled Coluber, quia colit um- 
bras, or 2 Lubricis tratibus, as Oribafids obferveth; that 
is, becaufe it haunteth Shadowy and. grovy places, or 
from-her winding Paths. When this Animall does bite a 
man, the Part becomes of a leaden colour, and very 
painfull. If not prefently cured, foetid and black Matter 
does iffue from the Sore. , . | 
As touching the Cure hereof, you-may.ufe thofe which 
are pre(cribed in the foregoing Chapter. Drefs. the 
Wound with Tieacle diffolved in the Oyl of Scorpions, 
inwardly giving your Patient Treacle-water, or Agua 
Scordii compofit. to which may be added a little Vinegar, 
Carduus-water, Rue-water, and the hike. .

bitten with an Adder, upon gathering of wild Hops from 
a hedge. So foon as he was bitten in the Hand, he fuc- 
ked the Wound with his lips, hereby thinking to mitigate 


_ the pain, and extract the poyfon:: but fo foon as his tongue 


had.touched the Wound, it fwelled.fo big, that ic hin- 
dred his fpeech; befides which, his Arm even to his 
Shoulder fo tumefied, and caufed fuch fharp- pains, that 


~he twice fainted away. In this miferable condition being 


undertaken by him, he wafhed.his.Mouth with Treacle 
diffolved in White wine, adding to it Agua vite; the 
Arm was {carified with. many. and deep: Scarifications ; 
and the Bloud, which was both waterifh and full of» Se- 
rum, was permitted to flow plentifully from the incifed 
Parts,. the which were afterwards well wafhed with Mi- 
thridate and Treacle diflolved.in Agua vite. The Pa- 
tient was after this committed to his warm bed, and there 
caufed to {weat, not to {leep, left hereby the Poyfon might 
be drawn to the inward Parts... By this method all the 
malign Symptoms ceafed, and the Wound was kept open 
for a long while, for the difcharge of the peccant Matter, 


- and wafhed with Treacle and Wine: and within a {mall 


while after he recovered. (By the way, fuch people 
who do make it their trade to catch Adders, do) apply 
the Powder of them to the affected Part, if they be bit- 
ten, and do take the fame inwardly.) | 


To thefe I thall adde Toads, for thefe two are the moft Bicings of © 


venomous creatures we have in Exgland. And what.a 
Toad is, is fo well known, that 1t. will be needlefs. to fet 
down its defcription. This onely I fhall affert, it lea- 
peth not as.do Frogs, but creepeth flowly ; partly.by 
reafon of.its fhort legs, and partly in refpect -of its dull 
body. If it be ftirred, it fwells, and looks very ugly 
with its flaming eyes. Ic infecteth. by its. venomous Spit- 
tle or Slaver, and whom it thus infecteth it, does inflia 
in them moit of thefe following Symptoms : it generally

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does change the Colour of the body, the Patient does 
find difficulty of breathing, is perplexed with troublefome 
Syncope's, with blacknefs of Lips and Tongue, Raving, 
cold Sweat, and the like. 

As touching the Cure hereof, Treacle, Mithridate, 
Orviatan, Eleétuar. de Ovo, Agu. Theriacal. Bezoard. mine- 
ral. Harts-horn, Terra Lemnia, and the like, are good 5 
and to the wounded Part ufe {trong Lixivinm’s, fach as I 
have fet down in the Curing of a Gangrene, being made 
of Scordium, Rue, Angelica, Wormwood, Sage, Bays, 
and the like. 

I will conclude this with two remarkable Hiftories. 
The firlt is of Fohannes Boccativs, who while he was | 
{porting with his Beloved in his Garden near a bed of | 
Sage, by rubbing his Teeth and Gums with fome of the _| 
Sage-leaves, he {peedily died. His Wife was called be- 
fore a Judge, who enquiring of her how her Husband be- 
came poyfoned, fhe carried with her fome of the fame 
Sage-leaves to fhew him, and tafting thereof in his pre- 
fence, died alfo, to the great admiration of all the By- 
ftanders. The wife Judge confidering of which, did 
much fufpec& this Sage, and ordered it to be pluckt up 
from the roots, and commanded it to be committed to a 
workman’s.care to clear the ground : upon the doing of 
which, there appeared a great black Toad, which had 
harboured at the bottome of the Sage, the which by its 
poyfonous Vapour and tabifick Wyoies did infe& the - 
whole Plant with its venomous Sava or Slaver ; thefe 
two taking whereof, ‘it did occafion the lo& of both their 
Lives. And hence may be collected, although Toads 
have no Teeth, yet have they heard Gums, and the 
parts to which they adhere they do fo clofely conftringe 
and clofe, that they compell and force their whole Poy- 
fon into the whole part, and thereby do infe@ the whole 
Body by their faftning. | 
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I have alfo read from a very Worthy Friend, of two Another. 


Merchants, who while Dinner was providing, took a 
few turns about the Garden which belonged to the 
Houfe, wherein they delighted themflves with the 
beauty and fhape of the Sage-leaf; of which they pluckt 
fome, and thefe being unwatht they put them into a Gla 
of Wine. They had fearce dined, but by drinking of 
this Wine they were taken with a Vertigo, ‘all things fee- 
ming to their view to turn round : and being thus blinded, 
they both fel! into a’ Spxcopey and were fpeedily after- 
wards overtaken with Convulfion’s their Tongues and 
Lips grew black, with a horrid Afpec, accompanied with 
cold Sweats, and their whole Bodies were raifed into 4 Tu- 
mour by this Venome: Whereupon both very’ fuddenly 
died. « !t being génerally ‘teported that they were both 
poyfoned, the man of the houfé and his fervants were all 
convened before a Judge, for fafpicion of poyfoning thefe 


‘two Gentlemen; who upon their Examination declared 


by a generall confent, ‘that themfélvés putting fome Sage- 
leaves ‘into their Wine were herewith poytoned. The 
Judge hereupon fending for a Phyfician, and en uiring 
of him whether Sage might be infe@ed with Payfin, he 
prefently afferted it might!°\ He futther enquired of the - 
Matter of the Garden, whether any virulent Slaver, Froath, 
or Matter, was upon the Sagé.! "Fé which they'all readily 
anfwered, There-was. And upon making a Cavity at the - 
bottome of the Sage-bed, there was found a great Toad, 
the: which ‘then was conjeG@turéd’to poyfon the Plant at 
the root. by its Shiver and venenate Eiquour. And hence

CHAP. 
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CHAP. XVIL 
Of Wounds made by Poyfoned Weapons. 


WF any Wound be tinged with Poyfon, we are to 
f haften its extirpation by Alexipharmicks : and becaufe — 
this Poyfon does confift of very fubtile parts, whofe en- 
‘vious qualities it chiefly does ftudy to fix and hindge up- 
on the Heart ; and whereas this ill-conditioned Poyfon 
does corrupt the Body, and turneth it into its nature, 
and is not here at quiet, untill it does reach the Fountain 
of life, there creating a change in the principal! Faculty, 
and there getting conqueft does {peedily difpatch and de- 
molifh the whole naturall Faculty ;.let us enquire into 
its nature, and fee what forms and fhapes it does carry. 
Hippoc. 6. Epid. Text. 6. Calls it ygxpyov, or Maleficums 
the Greeks call it eames or Corruptorium. And hence 
Virgil, Fneid. 9. hath this verfe, ,

nerally allowed a compound fubftance, not naturall, the 
Heart’s great-enemy, and that treacherous Invader which 
does corrupt the whole Body, and does overthrow the 
naturall Temper thereof. And as touching this, there are 
various Opinions extant : for fome there are who write, | 
that it may be fo made, that it cannot inflict its cruelty 
in fome in a moneth; in others in the fpace of a year,

~ ferre, that Metals, out! of which thefé Inftruments of mif-

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in fome in a greater time. And that it may be fo made, 
as to. kill fooner or later, is out of doubt. Now that 
which it chiefly aims at is the deftruGion of the native 
Heat and radicall Moifture, endeavouring both to ex- 
tinguifh and corrupt them. It hath various fubjects on 
which it hath its dependance, as a Vapour, Juice, ora 
terreftriall {ubftance : and thefé three do comprehend: 
all. | 

Theophraftus, lib. Plant. 9. cap. 15. writes, that the AZ- 
thiopiazs did anoint their Arrows with a peftiferous Root. 


' Lead alfo is very ready to take the impref& of Poyfon: 


for both Nature and Experience do make good, that as 
Metalls are purged by the Fire, and f forced to leave 
their terrene and fxculent fubftance and impurities 3 fo 
although the Fire does perform this very exactly, yet thefe 
Metalls may imbibe a ftrange fubftance by their nature. 
As for example, take Vinegar, Soot, Salt, and the Juice 


. ef Horfe-Radith-root, and mix them together, and let 


them dry, and you will find them make the fub{tance of 
Iron. And Iron it felf, being ofttimes infufed herein, 


_ will foon harden at that rate, that unlefs you have ex- 


perienced the fame, you can {Carce give credit to it: and 


- onthe contrary, being oft extinguifhed in the Juice of 


Hemlock, Soap, and Marfh-mallows, it will {peedily 


grow foft. Tin and Lead being ofttimes extinguifhed in 


the Juice of Squills, do fo affett thefe, that they do un- 
cloath their eutward coat, whilft the other thereby is 
made black and foft.. The which could not be, if they 
retained not in them fome of its {pirit and virtue: And 
although the Fire doth difmif& and purge thefe, yet they 
may be granted with eafé to imbibe another kind of fub- 
ftance. | Thus how oft have we feen Copper tinged and 
grow yellow by applying to it {pirit of Lapis Calaminaris, 
and Tutty; and again to grow white, by ‘the {pirit of 
Arfenick, Orpiment, and the like >. Whence we may in- 


chief 
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chief are made, as Shot, Bullets, and the like, may re- 
ceive a fpirituous fubftance an{wering their nature, out 
of which, as out of fo many various mercuriall, foetid 
and lethiferous waters, they feem to be framed, by ad- 
hibiting the Juice of Wolfsbane, Squills, Apzume Rifas, 
or Herba Sardonica, and the like, and of venomous Beatts, 
which by reafon of their contrariety of fubftance do. hurt 
and corrupt our fubftance. 

As thus, for example: Apium Rifas does infec by 
Laughing ; of which Apuleius faith, that if one take 
thereof in the morning fafting, it kills him with Laughing. 
Tragws, lib. t. cap. 159+ writes of a Woman gathering an. 
Hemlock-root amongft Parfhips, and boiling them toge- 
ther, and eating thereof, that it made her as it were fo 
intoxicated, that fhe endeavoured to climb up the houfe, 


and did think fhe could fly. But by taking a draught of 


Vinegar fhe was recovered hereof. A man having the 
Juice of Wolfsbane mixed with his Bread died the third 
day, with a great company of formidable Symptoms 
which ‘attended him. . This ts reputed to have in it that 
venome that is fcaree to be overcome by the beft of A- 
lexipharmicks. Nightfhade alfo hath allowed a veneni- 
fick quality, as Tiagws afficmeth, Hiftor. Stirp. lib. 3. cap. 
43. Mercurialis. writes, that the Mandrake-apple, called 


by fome Bela Donna, being eaten by fome Children, al+ — 
lured to feed on it by its fair and beautifull looks, 1t hath - 


fpeedily killed them. Levznius declares, Herb. bib. cap. 12. 
that. having in Summer-time carelefly gathered a Man- 
drake-apple, he did hang this fair and {pecious fruit in 


his Clofet,. where fitting a while he grew fo fleepy, that . 


he could {carce {hake it off, forgetting his Apple-did hang 


over his Head. Waking on a fudden, and confulting . 


with himfelf what was or might be the caufe of this his 


Sleepine(, and cafting his.eyes upwards,. he efpied this _ 


Apple hanging over his Head, and removed it : the which 


- being removed, he began fpeedily to grow frefh and brisk | 


again. 
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again. Poazettws, lib. 6. cap. 32. de Veneno, writes, that 
he faw a man, who had taken a drachm and a half of 
Hellebore, to die prefently. Matthiolws, lib. 4. cap. 141. 
writes, that a prefent Poyfon being made out of the Juice 
of white Hellebore, and Arrows or Shot being herein ma- 
cerated and illinated, they do caufe {fpeedy death to that 
perfon wherein they are lodged, or in thofe Parts through 
which they do pafs. : 

Thus have I fhewn you, that a venenate Mixture be- 
ing made of any of thefe, and Weapons made either of 
Wood or Iren macerated therein, and then {ent into the 
mufculous Parts, they do there fpeedily thew their veno- 
mous qualities; the which if they be not {peedily fetched 
out, they do leave their pernicious marks of Venome, 


_ which does prove a perfect deftroyer of the whole. And 


as daily experience does teach us, many peftiferous and 
venenate Mixtures are and have been of late invented 
and found out. -And if Bullets or the like Inftruments be 
herein dipped, tempered, and tinged, and {hot into any 
Part, occafion a Wound, although it be not adherent, 
yet in its quick paflage this Poyfon hath that fubtile, nim- 
ble and peftiferous quality, that it does {peedily creep from 
the {mall Veflells to the greater, untill it hath got advan- 
tage of the principall Parts; and having once got footing 
therein, it fpeedily does there exercife that furioufneds, 
that it does contrac the Life of man into a {mall compafs 
of warmth and heat. And hence let no man doubt, that 
Wounds thus made by Shot, or any other kinds of In- 


ftruments which have power enough in them to receive 


Poyfon, but that they may be made poyfonous. And by 
how much thefe are made of very fubtile parts, by fo 
much the readier may they penetrate : and their malign 
Vapours being fent through the Veins, Nerves and Arte- 
ries, do at once infect both the naturall, animall, and vi- 


tall Faculties, in which confli& they do fuffocate by their 


contrary preternaturall mixtures. As often therefore as 
| N 2 any 
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any thing of Poyfon is dreaded in a Wound, we are 
chiefly to have a refpec& to its dangerous attempts: and 
becaufe {uch Wounds as are made by poyfoned Weapons. 
are for the moft part mortall, not fo much in refpect 
of the quality of the Wound, as in refpect of the quality 
of the Poyfon; we are therefore firft to lefien its vigour, 
and that becaufe it aims altogether at the Heart, the 
Fountain of Life. 

Cure. In this Cure thefe two Intentions do chiefly offer them- 

Two Inte felves 5 firft, that we ftrengthen the Heart againft its fi 

‘Ue ry, and that we fpeedily draw forth the Venome the fame 
way. and by the fame Orifice it was taken in. And 
though in 6ther Wounds Solution of Continuity: does. 
onely require Union; yet here, having Poyfon adjoy- 
ned, as a grand enemy to our Nature, this is firft to be ex- 
tracted.and difcharged. And this 1s to be done by kee- 
ping the Wound open. In other Wounds indeed it mutt 
be our greateft care, to avert Fluxion and all other Sym- 
ptoms from the affected Parts by Purging and Phlebo- 
tomy : but in poyfoned Wounds, fo long as the Poy- 
fon urgeth, we are here contrarily to endeavour the 
Attraction of this Poyfon to the affected Part, and by 
that to difcharge tt. 

And here, that we may not run our felves upon the 
rocks.of Miftake and Unadvifedne(s, we are firft to confi- 
der in what part this Wound happeneth. For if it hath 
happened in the Nervous parts, itis very dangerous: for 
hereupon by applying. of. {harp and: biting Medicines or 
Cauteries, Convulfion does ofttimes arife. If the Wound 
happeneth in that Part where we may not with fafety 
{carify, nor. apply thefe fharp Medicines, we mufi here 
apply fuch Medicines as may fetch forth this Poyfon by 
their own propriety and. fubftance. Weare with all 
{peed to fetch out the Poyfon, and to leflen its vigour. 
Thus if the Fleth of the Wound be livid, and its colour 
contrary to. that of other Parts,. accompanied with extra- 

ordinary 
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ordinary Pains, Inflammations, and Debilitation of the 
whole Body, or Alienation of the Mind, and thefé hap- 
pen without any manifeft caufe, thefe in every refpe&do 
declare Poyfon to be prefent. 

In thefe cafes the Chirurgeon is to arme himfelf with 
Bole-Armeniack,, Sweragd. Bezoar. Scorzonary roots , 
Scord. Rue, Axgelica, Gentian, Tormentill, Biftort, Balme, , 
Veronica, St. Johns-wort, and the like, being made either 
into Decoctions, Syrupes, or the like. . Among{t Com-. at 
pounds may be reckoned Orviatan, Theriac. Andromach, Wee 
Mithridat. Eleduar. de Ovo, Diatefferon, Confed. de Hya- 4 
cinth. Aqua Theriacal. Scord. compolit. Tindur. Croc. Elixar 
Proprietat. and the like. ‘As to the affected Part, this. 
may be evocated either by Cupping-glaffes with much: 
flame, if to be permitted, or. to feartfy the Part fo as the 
bloud. may come out plentifully... After this itis to be 
wafhed with warm Vinegar, in which Mithridate or Ve- 
nice Treacle hath been diflolved. For this purpofe Chalk. 
alfo mixed with Honey and: Treacle is very good.. Gar- 
lick and Onions beaten with fome Carduws. beneditius is:

And if the Poyfon have onely 
feized fome {mall extreme Part, if there be no good to be’ 
done at the firft, amputate the Member 5 for delays do 
here prove very dangerous: hereby taking care that the 
Venome do not fpread any further, for this remaining ma- 
keth the beft of Medicines of {mall effe&. In other cafes 
digeft, mundify, incarn, and skin, as you doe in other 
Wounds. | 
- Toconclude 5 Ctefias, an old Authour, in Ub. de Rebys 
Perficis, writes of a Woman who through her whole life- 
time dreaded Poyfon, and made it her greateft care to 
efcape it. She invited another. woman to dinner ;. who 
feeing her Knife lie on the Table, the which fhe for many 
years before never parted from her fide but at dinner- 
time, took up this Knife, and poyfoned it at the end. She 
cutting her victualls therewith was foon difpatched of her 
life. The other parts of the meat which were untou- 
ched by the Knife were void of all Poyfon. Hence alfo 
may we learn, that all fuch people as do dread phe |

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muft not let other people be their Carvers. For Mercn- 


| rialis writes, lib. de Venenis, that this Woman under pre- 


tence of kindnefs carved for the other which dreaded the 
Poyfon, who dreamed not of any poyfonous quality to 
be fhrowded by hers which yet proved the lofs of her 
Life.

CHAP: 
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CHAP. XVIIL 
Of Guufbot-Wounds. 


qoUch Matters of Art who have dwelt many years in 

the Wars, and have hazarded their Lives as well as 
their Fortunes with their experience therein, will cur- 
rantly grant, that every young Chirurgeon, who intends 
to doe his King férvice and his Country a kindnefs, his 
Art right, and his Patients pleafure, ought well to un- 
derftand the Therapeutick part of his Art, before he en- 
ters upon the Practick. And when they enter the ftage 
of Gunfhot-Wounds, they ought fo readily to be prepa- 
red with the Knowledge of them, and the Inftruments 
which do occafion them,. that they may make their {pee- 
dy addrefs to their Entrance, Form and Shape, and from 
thence derive their firft Intention. This part of Chirur- 
gery does not {fo particularly belong to the City-Chirur- 
geon or Countrey Practicioner, Domeftick Wars not be- 
ing fo frequent: yet to every one it is very ufefull and 
profitable, as upon Accidents, or Duells, and the like. But 
as to thefe Wounds, as they are artificial, fo fhould they 
meet with a man of Art to undertake them. For hereto 
do belong many weighty Confiderations 5 as the Diffe- 
rence of thefe Weapons, and the Places whereinto they 
penetrate. And out of thefe'two do arife two Intentions, 
(viz ) of Cure, and Extraction. The Weapons Shapes, 
Form, and Make, are alfo to be confidered 3 and their 
fub{tance of which they are made, being either of Wood, 
Iron, Steel, Lead, Brafs, Glafs, or Bone ; with the va- 
riety of their Forms, being either long, triangular, qua- 
drangular, round, obtufe, fharp, and the like; thefe alfo 
being. 


Wounds, let us take a {mall view, and fee what Gun- 
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being either large, or {mall : refpec alfo is to be had to 
their Number, being one, or more. And having of every 
of thefe given you a flight draught, being conducted by 
Hippocrates, the Mafter of the Ceremony, I here do com-

_ Before I enter upon the generall Treatife of Gunthot- 


powder and Shot are made of. And here may we find, 

that a Francifcan Fryer, called Bartholdws, Anno 1380. 

being an Alchymift, was the firft that found out the true 
Compofition of Gunpowder, which isnow in ule. Roger 

Bacon 1284. does make mention of Gunpowder, with {e- 

verall others before him; but it never came at its due 
perfection of Compofition till the time of thé aforefaid 

Fryer. Which Compofition we may find. framed.out of the com- 
thefe Simples, Salt-peter, Sallow or ‘Willow-coal, Sul- pofition He 
phur, and Agua vite. ‘This therefore in its eflence muft Cron’ 
not be allowed venenate, daily experience evincing the mous. 
contrary, by fhewing and declaring the contrary effects. 

Thus Sulphur ( which is the firft) is fo far from Poyfon, 

that it is accounted a moft excellent Medicine for Affects 

of the Lungs, and not for thefe alone, as Galen faith, 

9. Simpl. 36. It is an admirable Medicine againft the Itch, 

and a thing at this day ufed much for the fame. _ Its Spi-, 

iit 1s ofttimes inwardly prefcribed in Juleps for the allay- 

ing of Fevers. And in this place, being of an Oleaginous - 
fubftance, it retaineth the fire longer then the Coal being 

once kindled. Salt-peter is alfo ufed in Burning-fevers, 

cooling and allaying the Patient’s thirft. And as all Salts 

have a.Communion with each other; {0 this, being of 

thin and fubtile parts, is.-very free from any Venome.

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For take-it from its Habitation, where you may fee for 
the moft part how and where it dwelleth, it cannot be

To this knowledge alfo. does conduce 
the right underftanding of their proper differences, being 
either large or fmall, fuperficiall or deep, long or fhort, 
thick or thin, and the like. Some of which are moft 


_ proper for deftruction of the whole Body, others more 


apt for taking off a Part; fome moft fie for paffing 
through the Center, others onely lacerating the Nervous 
and Mufculous parts; fome having in them power to 
break Bones, others warrant onely to lacerate and con- 
tufe the Flefh; fome of thefe made of their own metalls, 
others having added to them f{trange bodies : every of 
which carry with them force enough to caufe Solution of 
Continuity. 

The Signs of thefe Wounds are alfo taken from their Signs of a’ 
Figure, or Colour, for they are generally round, and of i 
a livid Colours from the Senfe being there infli@ed, ma- 
king or caufing‘an obtufe fenfe in the Part, or Contu- 
fion, the Part chiefly fuffering an Ecchymofts by reafon of 
the Bullet.’

wounded, we do judge the Wound to be lethiferous. If 
the Lungs, Diaphragaa, Ventricle, Spleen or Kidneys be 
hurt by fhot, every of thefe afluming the names of prin- 
cipall Parts: from their Office, they are for the moft part 
deadly... Of the fame kind may be reckoned Wounds re- 
ceived in the Inteftines or Bladders thefe being Sperma- 
tick and Membranous parts, denying Agglutination. If 
the Flefhy parts onely be wounded, and the Conftitution 
good, thefe may with eafe be cured. Wounds of this 
kind are harder of cure then others, by reafon of the Con- 
tufion.. Wounds by how much the larger and deeper 
they are made, with dilaceration of the Nerves and Ner- 
vous parts, and fracture of the Bones, are accounted the 
more dangerous. . Wounds alfo in the Joynts have their 


variety of Symptoms, the which they do feteh from their — 


greatnefs.  Thofe Wounds which have Venome compli- 
cated with them are very dangerous. . In the moft. defpe- 
rate cafés we are not peifectly,to defpair, for Nature does 
{ometimes play that happy part. which Art could never ex- 
pect. And hence Corzelivs Celfwvs does advife, to ufe our 


beft skill and: judgment even in the moft defperate cafe, . 


‘rather then to. leave the Patient, void of all help. 
As touching the Cure of thefe Wounds, becaufé.they 


_are-complicated. .with. various Indi{pofitions, . they do re- 
quire.a diverfity:of Intentions. And hence; as a generall » 


Maxime, are we to take our Firft Intention from that 
Symptome, which is: moft direfull and: urgent, not neg- 
lecting.. the, Wound. Hence therefore, af any preterna: 
turall body, as; Bullet, Arrow, Splinter, ‘or the like, -do 
aecompany this Wound, this 1s firft to be extratted,, as 
being its.chief Caufe;,.the which, being removed, the Af- 
fect does. ceafe: and,.without, a. regard..to , which,.the 
Wound1s.not\to be.cured., For this does, bring..Pain and 
Inflammation with it, the which are; firlt.to be corrected 
and abated...

Sometimes Arrows, Splints or Bullets may be left re- 
maining in the Body for fome {eafon, without doing 
much detriment thereto. As Albucafis writes of a Wo- 
man, that having an Arrow {hot near her Belly, and 
lodged in her Body, fhe recovered of her Wound, and 
performed all her fun@ions very readily without any in- 
terruption.

having an Arrow fhot into his Guts, had it drawn forth 
with Excrements, and yet he efcaped.. Pareus writes’of 
a Souldier, who received a Gunfhot-wound in his Belly, 
between his Navell and his Loyns, and the Shot remat- 
ning therein not extracted, ( becaufe, although the grea- 
teft care was ufed, yet the Bullet could not be found out 
hence the Patient began to ‘be affliéted with intolerable 
Pains. At the ninth day. he was diftharged of ‘his Shot

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by Siege, and within three weeks after he became well. 
We ought to: know, as I have already fhewn, that if” 
Extraétion: of Weapons cannot be performed with eafe, 
that we are not to attempt it, if we judge the Patient 
may live without it. And therefore fhould a man have 
very many Shot lodged in his body, you are never to at- 
tempt their Extraction : for how many hundreds are there 
in health at this day which have them remaining in them? 
Falopius, lib. de Vuln. cap. 22. writes, that he extracted 
a Leaden Bullet, which was received in the Groyn, five 
years after its reception, in which time it_ had fallen near 
the Knee, at which place it was drawn forth. Another 
Example he hath of a Noble Gentlewoman, out of whom 
was drawn a piece of Iron, which lodged in the Cavity 
of her Thorax for the {pace of nine months. And to con- 
clude, Camerarinus, cap. 45. writes of a Country-man, whe 
finding a broken piece of a Knife, did thruft it fo forcea- 
bly between the right Clavicle into the Breaft, thatthe 
domeftick Chirurgeons could not draw it forth. Within 
a few daies the man grew well, and the Wound. was.hea- 
led, and he thus lived fome years without Pain; fave 
onely a dry Cough perplexed him, and between times a 
fall Pain about the affected Part. After fourteen. years 
he felt a pricking Pain reaching from the hurt place to 


the Scapula, and this for fome time together did every day 


encreafe, untill a Tumour appeared, which was after- 
wards turned into an Abfcefs, the which being opened, 
this piece of. old [ron was extracted : after which: the 
Wound was confolidated , and the Patient recovered: 5 
and the piece-of Iron Camerarivs writes he hath in his 
Clofet..

This arifeth 
from feverall Procefies of the Dura Mater, like thin Li- 
gaments, the which in procefs of time, by their expan- 
fion, do meet with and unite to one another; and thefe 
are fo firmly tied together that they form this Membrane, 
which is thin, foft, firm, and endued with an excellent 
Senfe allowed it from the Nerves, difperfed: through it 
to the Occiput and Temples. - Lixdazws and fome others 
will have it to arife from the Tendons of the Mufclesiof 


the Front, Temples and Occiput, being varioufly ex- 


panded over the Crazium. To this is generally allowed 
and granted as annexed a Periofteum, being a moft thin 
Membrane, of a quick fenfe, by the benefit of which the 
Head 1s faid to a its roots being herein implanted. 
And this is fo: clofely annexed to the Cranium, ‘and fo ex- 
actly on the other fide joyned to the Pericrane, that it 
appears but asone : which made F'aopiws miftake, when 


‘he thought that onely one Pericrane covered the Crazi- 


um: but upon a curious fearch you will find it double, 
invefting the Head. To thefe Exteriour Membranes the 
bloud is conveyed for their nutrition from the {mall Ra- 
mifications of the outward Jugulars, and the Spirits which 
they receive they have from the externall Branch of the 
Carotidall Arteries. 

Thefe being wounded are thusto.be treated : becaufe 


worthy noe they adhere clofely to the Cranium, being divided or lacera- 


ted, the Skull it felf hereby mutt fuffer detriment in fome 
meafure 5 and in this. cafe the Cranizm is to be deraded. 
| Secondly, 
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Secondly, the Pericrane’being incifed, the Bone is made 
bare, and may fpeedily be altered by the air, and there- 
fore to be fufpeG&ed. Thirdly, if the Bone be not here- 
upon rafed, no good Flefh can be made to generate, or 
adhere, the which upon its derafion does {peedily grow : 
for thus the mouths of the fmall Veflells are opened, and 
the Bloud which iffueth thence is a very proper Inftru- 
ment to {et forward the Cure, by being readily brought 
to Suppuration for the generation of Flefh. 


In Simple Wounds of the Head, we may cure with Ca- cute. 


tagmatick and Cephalick Medicines, being by Hippocrates 
advifed to apply no moift Medicines here; but rather, 
by how much the Skull and its parts are drier then others, 
by fo much are we directed to ufe a more drying method. 
The moft proper Medicines here to be ufed ‘are to: be of 
Deterfive, Digeftive and Drying Qualities. Of this fort 
may be reckoned Myrrh, Aloes, Ireos, Gentian, Frank- 
incenfé, Comfrey, Powder of red Rofes, Maftick, Sar- 
cocoa, Dragons bloud ,. Bolearmeniack, and the like: 


and of thefe, or any of them, may be made Powders 
which are to be fprinkled into Wounds.

CHAP. XXIL 


Of the Cranium and its Bones. 


HE Bones of the Head are of two forts, fome pe- 

3 culiarly proper to the Crazium, others chiefly be- 

six proper. longing tothe upper Jaw. Thofe properly belonging to 

Bons => the Skull are Six. 

Frontall, Of which the firft is called Os Frontis, by fome Os 
Puppis, having allowed it a vaft magnitude, in its upper 
part, being in Children of a foft fub{tance and double. It 
conftituteth the whole Front, and the more elate,part of 
the Eye-lids. Its figure is femicircular.. In Children it 
appears double, but in Aged people this is worn into one: 
and is circumfcribed with a tranfverfe Suture. In this Bone

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is to be obferved a large Cavity, being between either fide 
of the Nofe, from whence are expanded two Cavities 
to the Cavity of the Nofe. 


The Bones of the Szzciput or Vertex are placed in the Two Sinci- 
upper part of the Head, {quare in figure, onely fome- Pit! 


what extended in length, not plain, but concave, fo 
framed by reafon of the f{phzricall figure of the Head 
to which they are accommodated. They are joyned to 
the forward lines of the Frontall bone, Coronall Suture, 
and to the back-part of the Occipitall bone, and Lam- 
bdoidall Suture. Their fubftance being in young people 
hard, but fofter then other Bones and thinner, both for 


the more fpeedy and eafy tranfition of Vapours: and 


hence were they made with many {mall Cavities on the 
infide, with many Infcriptions where the Veflells run: 
and thefe efpecially in young Children, by reafon of 
their great plenty of moifture, are rather foft and mem- 


-branous : and as they creep up to a riper age, thefé alfo 


do exceed both in their drinefs and hardnefs : and, as 
Pliny faith, thefe feldome begin to harden untill Chil- 
dren do begin to fpeak. The outward Superficies is 
thin and flender, inwardly. afperate and rough, through 
whofe paflages fome Ramifications of the Jugular veins 


are inferted. And hence may the young Chirurgeon Note. 
learn, that he do not lacerate the Veins when he uféth 


the Trapan or Trafine. Thefe Bones were framed for 
difcharge’ of vifcous and tough Humours, which are ge- 
nerally redundant in Infants Brains.

of the Head. It 1s connexed to the Bones of the Sixciput 
and Temples, and fometimes to the Sphenordes, Te hath 


two large Procefles at the fide of the Medullary paflage, - 


which do receive the Cerebelum, planted at the Bafes 
thereof, which are articulated to the firft Vertebre of the 
Neck, and do ferve for the motion of the Head, and 
for its flexion and extention. It hath a round Cavity 
placed between thefe. two Protuberancies in its Bafs, 
through which the Medula does defcend from the Head 
to the Back. This is an excellent guard againft all inju- 
ries and aflaults which may be inflicted on the back-part 
of the Head. And it 1s a principall Maxime, in Wounds 
of the Head, to prohibit Inflammation : which is chiefly 


occafioned by the Veflells being lacerated, and the Bloud ~ 


thence iffuing, and there corrupting, by whofe corrup- 
tion the Parts alfo are corrupted; and hence cometh 
Pain, and a fuperfluous Heat, out of which two is fra- 
med Inflammation: and therefore we are to procure a 
{peedy Suppuration. And Wounds happening in thefe 
Parts are of greater danger then thofe happening on the 
Fore-parts, and more ready to putrefy in the Summer 
then in the Winter, the Cold not fo readily being capa- 
ble to caufe Putrefaction. Wherefore the young Chi- 

rurgeon ought to have regard to thefe Obfervations. 
But to the next, which are the Temporall Bones, by 
fome called the Temple Bones, by the Greeks named 7 
xeorapey 6sta, being received on either fide of the Head, 
or pofleffing the laterall Region thereof: thefe are the 
{malleft of all the Bones of the Head. In the upper part 
they are almoft femicircular 5 but in their lower parts, by 
reafon of their inequall Afperities and Extuberancies, 
with their Proceffes fubfiftent with their Cavities, they 
do carry a manifold figure and form. There are two 
SN | Cavities 
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Of Wounds of the Head. 
Cavities worthy our obfervation in this Bone. The 
greater is accompanied with a Cartilage, between the 
Auditory paflage, and the Procefs of the Jugal bone, the 
which does receive the head of the.lower Mandible.

ther two are Sphenoides, and Ethmoides. The former 0s Cunsi.

bone, which it much refembleth. It obtains a various 
figure; and by fome it is called: Os Bafflare. In Infants 
it confifteth of many Bones united together by a Carti- 
lage, and thefe generally are in them allowed to be four. 
The firft thereof does fcarce recede the latitude of a 
finger from the fore-parts of the Occiput. The fecond 
comprehends the Se/a Equina, and the Procefles ap- 
pointed for the Vifive nerves. The third and fourth are 


- plain Procefles. In Children if this Bone be carefully 


examined, you will find it confift of three Bones ; one 
conitituting its Bafs, which does frame the SeZa Equina, 
and does expand 1t {elf forwards towards the fides like 
two Wings; and the other like leffer joyned to thefe: 
all which in procefs do run into one. It is feated in 
the middle of the Head, encompafling and enwrapping 
the proper Bones of the Crazixum, and fometimes the 
Bones of the upper Mandible every way, thereto annex- 
ed by the mendofe Sutures, the which are altogether ob- 
literated by age and growth. It is allowed both out- 
ward and inward Procefles: four outward, two placed

One Part maketh way for Air and Odour, for the re- 
frefhing of the Brain, this being breathed into it for the 
generation of animall Spirits. And hence is it, that 
thofe that be troubled witha Coryza (the which we 
commonly call a Pofe ) cannot fmell,, becaufe thefe Per- 
forations are ftopt up with Rheum. Galex and Lay- 
rentivs do adde this farther Ufe thereof, that by thefe 
Perforations, when need requireth, a plenty of Excre- 
ments may be fpeedily and together difcharged. But 
others on the contrary .do write, that nothing can this 
way be brought to the Brain, becaufé thefé {pongious 
Flefhes are fo placed, that nothing can penetrate through 
them from the Noftrills to thefe little Pipes, much lefs be 
conveyed this way to the Brain it felf.

eafe, and the Prefage thereof, before we undertake the 
Cure : and this more particularly in Wounds of the Head, 
where no evident Signs are made apparent, in the firft 
daies, of danger 3 which whilft they appear under mean 
fhapes to the ignorant Chirurgeon and as Trifles, are 


fpeedily undertaken by hims but within few daies they 


procure fuch a Troup of bad Symptoms, as oft hurry the 
poor Patient and difpatch him into another world. And 
although of the Brain and Heart the Heact is counted the 
moft noble; yet its Thorax being wounded, by which 
it is guarded and defended, even into the Cavity there- 
of, the Heart it felf being kept inviolable, or not tou- 
ched therewith, the Patient thus wounded, if skilfully 
dealth with, is f{carce feen to come under the verge of 
danger : whereas we fee by daily experience, Wounds 
happening in the Head, although the Brain be not tou- 
ched, or its Membranes, do very often occafion Death. 
And hence is it, that he in the beginning of his Book 
De Vulverib. Capit. does advife the Chirurgeon, not to 
contemn or {corn the leaft Wound happening in the 
Head, but advifedly to undertake it with Art; left by 
an inconfiderate drefling, (as too oft happens by the i- 
literate Pradtifer ) for want of well expurging the Mat- 
ter which is inwardly lodged, there follow a fordid Ul- 
cer. And in many cafes the beft of Chirurgeons, with- 
out a due refpe@-and inquiry, may herein fail. And be- 
caufe the differences of Wounds are generally taken from 
their Caufés, being either Pungent, Contufing, Lace- 
rating, or Incifings every of thefe have their proper In- 
{truments to perform or effect their defigns : as Swords 
and Rapiers to prick or {tabs obtufe Inftruments, as a 
Stone, Club, Fall from a high place, and the like, for 
Jacerating ; and for incifing, Knifes, Daggers, Faul- 
chions and the like Inftruments.

prohibiting any :paffion, all whichtoa Judicious man 
appears asidleas:any one thing inthe World, Knowing 
that-thefe will create Choler in the body,and raife feuds 
in the humours, caufing that Intemperiety ‘which in. 
time committing and. communicating it felfto the head; 
hereby inflameth the Animal fpirits.;’ A Fourth may be 
attributed to fuch, who are fo unhappy asat the firft 
view to pronounce {peedy Death, acquainting both 
Patient and Relations that there are no-hopes left either: 
of: Cure or Life, : And: what: power, force; and-vigour 
this may have have imany man, no Judiciaus or Inge: 
nious man is ignorant of; For if by Hippocrateshis Rules 
and Aphorifme we are Ordered to. hope welljand tothink 
the beft,and give comfortable affurances to the wounded: 
Patient, this being as.an Exaét.Rule and Maxime as 
touching Health; fo on the Contrary toicreate Defpair, 
and difcompofethe: Patient withthe unhappy sie: 
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ofa tuddain Surprizal and a fpeedy Changeymuft as:con- 
lequently make dull and flat the mufical ftrings which 
are the vigorous and»nimble Inftruments of Man's Life, 
Senle, and Motion, And to conclude this Dilcourle,how 
oft -have we feen men dye of {mall and flight Wounds in 
their Heads, not by reafon of the Brain being hurt, or 
the Skull fuffering a fracture, or the like, but chiefly by 
hidden caufes happening either by Accident or Nature, 
having their: Bodies overcharged ‘with bad humours, 
macerated by Venery, {welled up by Dropfies, and ac- 
cording to other inward Difpofitions and Tempers: 
Several alfo are the Intentions of divers Authors as tou. 
ching Solution-of Continuity in the Head, but thefedo 
not make much for the relief of the Patient. 

Butto proceed ; Francifcus Arceus advilethus, That 
when a Wound happeneth witha Fraéture in Childrens 
heads, without any bad Symptome attending it, not to 
remove any Bonet the parts of it-cleave'together ; but

In Contufion, thefe two Differences are generally 
obferveable, the Bone being either wholly contufed, 
fo as that the Dura AZater is forced to flee from the 
Cranium .or,not wholly Contufed, but Superficially. 
Thefedo generally happen in Children, whofe Skulls 
arethin, and more properly allowed to be Cartilagi- 
nous than Boney. Suddenly after the blow is given,or 
hurt occafioning this Contufion, it doth not appear ; 
nor yet the hurt which is contracted in the Bone: but 
within a few days after,the colour ofthe Cravium chang- 
eth, and will appear whitifh without rednefs, andif it 
be carious, it will appear livid or blackifh ; and where 


this appears, you are by your Aafpe or Scraping Inftru- 


ment to take away fo muchof the Bone until the black- 
nefs is quite extirpated, and then to heal the Wound 
by Incarnatives. And becaule it oft-times happeneth 
that Children and Infants by reafon of the weaknefs of 
their Heads and Legs are oft fubjeét to fall from high 
places, being left alone, and hereby do receive very 
fad and miferable Contufions in their Heads. And here 
according to Hippocrates's Aphorifm, the Blood being 
preternaturally transfuled into fome Cavity, doth there 
corrupt: That we may prefcribe a right Curative me- 
thod, we aretotake notice, that this putrifying Blood 
be not permitted to defcend to the Dara Mater: And 
therefore fometimes opening the Cuts for the difcharge 
of this matter, the Patient is brought into great danger. 
And that this effeét may more accurately be treated, we 
are to abftain from Se@tion or Incifion ; for by the reafon 
of this copious efflux of Blood, the Spirits become re- 
folved, and Fluxion excited by occafion of this Incifion ; 
and Children hereupon alfo being difturbed and vexed,

wards, Paulus does give us thefe two Species hereof, 
the firft whereof he calls éxxowt, which is by him held 
to be a divifion in the Cravivm with everfion or elation 
of the offended Bone. The other he alfo calls dmoexy- 
mapyiques, as when the fractured Bone of the Skull does 
recede from the other Bone, even as we feea Chip fall 
from the Body of the Tree when it is hewed or chopt 
fromit; and hence called the Ablation of the bone. A 
third Species hereof is named by Hippocrates,and by him 
called dvaxorn,and this is a large & deepCutt penetrating 
the Cranium, as Philotheus explains it, Comment. Apho- 
rifms, 16. Cap. Lib. 6. ALongrly Sia Bdbous Sraipenv, or 
Divifionem Profundam. ‘There are feveral differences 
allowed hereof by Hippocrates. It being fometimes fim- 
ple without Fiflure, Collifion, andEffra@ure. and this 
he hathin his roth Sentence. Sometimes with Fiffure 
and Contufion, andfometimesonely joyned with Con- 
tufion. Sometimes this happensina direé@ line, other- 
whiles in anoblique. - And here alfo Hippocrates advi- 
feth, That that Wound which is obliquely madein the 
Craniunsis \efs terrible,than that which is made diredtly 
for in an oblique Wound the fubject parts are lefs Con- 
cuffed. Out of this fimple Sedes are alfo framed thefe 
Compounds, both in regard of the Weapons which do 
varioufly afflict the Cranium, and alfo inrefpe& of the 
Bones themfelves , fome of which are folid, others 
moreioft. And hence is it if a Weapon having a blunt 
edge 5 feize on a folid part of the Cranium , befides 
this Incifion, it alfo maketh a Fiffure; and where it 
happens in a part of ‘a middle fubftance between both 
hard and foft, this is partly fiffured, partly collifed by 
reafon.of the Sedes. He therefore who will undertake 


the Cure of any of thefe three fore-cited Fractures,ought _ 


well to underftand their feveral and diftin&@ Species, be- 
fore he applyes hishand, and not too rafhly {peed him- 
felf upon thefe dangerous Cures which are of fo great

With- 
out the great care in minding’and obferving of which,or 
temerarioufly neglecting hereof, the Old Proverb may 
in fuch be well verified, Cecws Cecum ducens, &c.

Skull with a fine Rafpe, and then heal it as you do other 
Fractures in Crazio ; but if it pafs through both, you 
muft lay Open the Skull with the 77epan in the depend- 
ing part, forthe more ready difcharge of the Matter 
lodged within, which oft-times is not to be emptied out 
by the wounded part. If by accident any piece of the 
Skull fall off here upon the Dura Mater, you are to 
make fo large a Dilatation as that you may come at this 
{plint toremove it ; and foto Cure this Wound as you. 
are already fhown how to cure the former.. This Species 
_ of aFracture happens fo feldome, that it isnot fo much 
-asmentioned by Hippocrates, I fhall conclude this Chap. 
ter with two Hiftories, 

Valleriola, lib. 5. Obf-9. writes of a Shoe-maker wha 
having received a large Wound in his Head, occafioned 
by a Spear or Lance, with a Fra@ure of his Skull reach- 
ing: the Dura Mater, was feized with Refolution and 
Convulfion after the 7th day, and did continue fpeech- 
lefs allthe feven dayes, yet with great care and pains 
he wasrecovered, — 

The Second is of Hertunianus Comment. ad. Libr. Hipps 
ae vulaerib, cap. who writes.of one.who received nice 

efpe- 
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_ delperate Wounds in his Head ; The firt happening in 


his Front, two tran{verfe fingers above the eye, palling 
thence tothe Zygoma, dividing the Eye in its middle. 
the fecond in the left Bregma, entring even to the Dura 
Adarer, two fingers in lengch, and one finger in breadth, 
The third, the worft of the reft and moft dangerous, hap- 
pening in the Occiput ; this being four fingers long, and 
two fingers wide: hence followed very direful Symp- 
tomes, on the feventh day a Fever feized him, with a 
ftrange numbnefS and ftupidity; his courage failed, with 
lofs ot Memory, an involuntary inteftinal Flux feconded 
thefe, no Matter iffuing from any part of the three 
Wounds, the Dura AJater appeared immoveable and 
black, all which did attend him even tothe 30th day, fo 
as there was little hopes left of any recovery, yet he was 
perfectlyCured. This Hiftory which he fets down,he re- 
ceived from Dr. Pigrews, Chief Chirurgeon to the King, 
who" was a Man of great Worth and Repute; whence 
younger Chirurgeons may learn, That Patients oft-times 
pronounced irrecoverable, beyond hopes or expecta- 
tion, have been feen tobe cured, and to have lived be- 
yond the mortiferous Signs of Hippocrates. Such 

Wounds therefore are not to be neglected or difregard- 

ed, fo long as Life gives any hopesto continue.

| E arrive now at the 8th and laft Species of 4 
| \ Fracture in Crazio, and this by the Greeks is 
called amiynng., Quali ab Eccho Refponfionem , fome call 
it amenus, Quali Refonitus, or as an Eccho an{wering 
any found. Paulus eAiginetta will not grant this to be 
any Speciesof a Frature,Z#.6. anddoth own,that they 
are miftaken who write, That upona Blow being given 
on one fide, a Fraéture fhould appear on the other: And 
do further allude, Thacit isnot in mens Headsas it isin 
Glaffes ; for they being empty are foon broken ; the 
Skull of Man being both folid and full, and therefore not 
fo eafily fractured.  Soranus who doth defend the con- 
trary, taketh up this opinion as his Buckler, That in all 
glaflen Bodies ‘or .Veffels which are hollow » being 
{initten in one part, they generally docrack or break in 
the other ; and this may as well happen in the Head, as 
in any other Part : And the Reafons which he 
brings are thefe, The Air contained in thefe glaffen Bo- 
dies_whichdo receive the Blow, being hereby contufed 
and illifed, doth carry the fame to the Back-part, and 
there force adivifion. And why the Air hath force 
enough allo to dothis, is fufficiently evident, whenas 
we fee it hath vigour and ftrength enough to divide 
Mountains, and feparate Hills ; and hence may it be 
granted much more readily, to have power enough in 
it tobreak a Glafs in the contrary fide , and when this 
Fracture doth happen by reafon of any included Air, 
the Greeks docall this 4pochema.

fhould this Blood flow but from the lacerated and dif. 
rupted Veffels ?. but youread not of many cured, who 
being {mitten on the fore-part of their Heads,have their 
Veffels rent in the back-part thereof, becaufethe Blood 
here hath not any paflage allowed it for its difcharge, 
This Fra@ture is fometimes feen to happen onthe fame. _ 
Bone, and then this falls. out either to be laterally or 
perpendicularly, the firft having init a Wound given:

being thereto allured by perfwafion of Friends, we are 
to ule our greateft endeavour to gain its Knowledge; 
the which once having arrived at, you are, if the fe- 
cond Table be fractured, the firft remaining whole, 
come to the application of your Zrepaz, both forthe dif- 
charge of Splints and Matter. And if upon acting your 
part with Judgement added to your Art, it fo happens

tainly appear,that if any hurt might happen tothe Bone, 
the concrete Blood was forthwithcleanfed and expref- 
fed, and the Wound laid bare by Zheodoricus, an excel- 
lent Chirurgeon, and a Man of a'good repute in his Art, 
who omitted nothing in this cale his Art and Judgement 
could afford. Upon a fair Dilatation being made upon 
the Cranium, the Bone wasfound entire, yet aFracure 
L was 
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was much fufpected by him ; upon the receiving of 
which Blow, the Patient fuddenly fell to the sround, 
and vomited, and hadall the other Symptoms which at- 
tended Fractures in Cranio. Parrey being fent for, ex- 
amining the caute of his Fall, upon a divifionof the Pe- 
récrane on. the contrary fide, and with the capital Saw 
being applied to. the oppofie part of the Wound, there 
was found a great quantity of Matter to iffueforth, fa]- 
ing allo upon the Dura AZater, and making an Abfcels 
in the body of the Brain it felf'; he had'no Suture be: 
fides the two {quammofe Sutures: And hence there- 
fore by Hiéppocrates’s Authority, confirmed both by Rea- 
fon and Experience, one Part may be fiflured) whilit 
the oppofite Part is only wounded. :

being deraded, foas there was neither feen either Cleft 
erContufion. Uponfurther enquiry hereinto, the up- 
per Table being entirely abraded, and coming to the {e- 
cond, there was found a greatand large Fiflure : And 
in all fuch cafes he advifeth , where any fuch large 
Wounds may or {hall offer themfelves, to abrade even 
tothe inward Table.

| HE Cranium being ablated, and its diverfity of 

Fractures difcourfed of, we may find the Brain 
covered with two Membranes, indued with an exquifite 
fenfe: Thefe by the Greeks being called AZeninges; by 
the Arabians AZarres. And as we find the lower Belly 
cloathed with a Peritoneum, and the middle with a 
Pleura, foallo may wefee the Brain. covered with two 
Membranes, ftretched over the Cavitiesof the Cranium, 


Nature having formed thefe for the better confervation 
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of the Brain, they being conftituted of Spermatick 
arts, 7 
. The firft.of thefe immediately planted under the Cras 
nium is the Dura Mater,the which by Aalloppiws,Rauhine, 
and many other accurate Anatomifts, is faid to be fra- 
med of two Membranes ; it receives into it Veins, and 
afew Arteries, thefe being conftituted not only for the 
fafety of the Brain and its Nerves, but alfo for the fup- 
porting of the twoBrains, dividing alfothe medullous 
Matter into aright and a left fide, and into an anteriour 
and pofteriour Brain, the one being properly called Ce- 
rebrum, the other Cerebellum, the two fides thereof be- 
ing divided by.a Fa/x, the which hath allowed it four 
Cavities for.the tranfition of its Veflels. The whole 
Brain is f{upported in that good order by this, and plant- - 
ed with that difference from the Crasium, that it may 
exercife its proper and free motion and where occafion 
ferves, it may. be allowed to yield fo fairly, that upon 
the application of the Zvepaz, it may.with fafety be al: 
lowed and performed by a dexterous hand, being guid. 
ed by a-folid judgement. Inwardly this Coat is light 
and lubricous , perfufed with a waterith Humidity : 
Outwardly it is afperate and hard, enwrapping the Cra- 


niwm and its Cavities, and adhering thereto by many 


{mall Fibres, fent through the ferrated Sutures, out of 
whiclibeing expanded about the Crasium is framed the 
Pericrane. It receives its Arteries from the Carotides, 
and doth fead forth a plenty of Ramifications of Veins, 
which it takes from the inward Jugular Vein ; it’s feen 
doubled: in the Vertical part ofthe Brain, defcending 

inwards.. 3 
This being artificially removed, wenext meet witha 
Pia Mater ; and this isa very thin Membrane, by Galen 
called Acrrn-wany, the which he had from Fippocrates 
inlib. Epilep/.. where he faith, That aerrh payiye doth 
divide the Brain in the middle ; itarifeth from oi firft 
catter- 
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Of Wounds of the Head. 
{catterings of the Sperm, anddoth immediately adhere 
to the Brain, containing the Veins and Arteries of the 
Brain init ; its fubf{tance is thin and foft, framed thin, . 
that it may with eafe infinuate it felf intothe Brain and 
its Cavities, and that it may expand its Veflels through 
its Body ; it is foft and of exquifite fenfe, becaufe it 
communicates a tactive virtue to the Brain and its 
Nerves. Nature placed this, as Galew writes, 8 lib. de 
Ufu part. between the Brain and Dura ALater, left the 
Brain might be offended by fo hard a Neighbours and 
as Plato writes, even as a Medium between Fire and 
Earth; thefe being ofacontrary Quality, the Almighty 
hath interpofed Water and Air. . Even thus the Brain 
and the Crazium being of a different nature; mouldand 
fubftance, Nature hath put-thefe two Membranes be- - 
tween, and that we may admire the fagacious forefight 
of Nature in her operations, wemay fee how admirably 
fhe hath wrapt up the Brain inthis Pia AZater, and how 
fhe hath incompaffed this with a thicker Membrane, 
And having thus given youthe brief Difcourfe of the 
Anatomy of thefetwo parts, we are now to enquire in- 
to what prejudices thefe may be brought, for they may 
fuffer both Pain, Inflammation, A poftemation,Blacknefs, - 
and the like. . , 
Where thereforethe Membranesof the Brainare hurt, - 
there generally attend thereon great Pain, after which 
follows a Vomiting, fometimes Delirium, Convulfion, ° 
Rednefs of the Eyes and Face, andas Galen writes, the 
Stomach doth fhare with the Head:in its griefs, andthe © 
Head with the Stomach, by aconfent of the defcendent 
Nerves being placed at its mouth , and+hence doth fol- 
low alofs of Appetite, and a weaknefs both of the di: 
geftive and expulfive Faculty ,; a rednefs of the Eyes 
muft follow, for their Coats have their Originations 
from the Membranes of the Brain -.a Fever alfo fucceeds; 
by.reafon of the exagitation of the.animal Spirits lodged 


ins: 
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inthe Brain, andthefe accidents are greater or {maller, 
according to the greatnefs or parvity of thehurt.. And 
becaule the PiaAZater is feldom hurt alone,but the Brain 
doth thare arld communicate with it in its harms, ‘hence 


doth oft-times follow an “oplexy, lofs of Voice and 


Reafon ; forthe Pia A/ater being hurt, the Brain it {elf 
doth foon decay, it being chiefly made of Veins and Ar- 
teri¢s, through which are carried the vital Spirits pre- 
pared inthe Rete Adirabile, or according to thofe which 


are nade animal, and thefe do not only cover the Brain, . 


and nourith it, but alfopafs intoits Venters, and by or 
through its Orifices are its vital Spirits condu@ed into

yet becaule thefe Wounds are fometimes cured, you are 
alfo here ordered, if any large Flux follow hereupon, to 
ftop it with theaforefaid Powder,. and then.to dry up 
the Wound by Sarcoticks and Zpolonticks. 
I fhall end thefe two. with fome Hiftorical Obfervati- 
ons. 

The Firft thall be of Matter collected or gathered be- 
tween the Dura and Pia AZater: And this was of one, 
_ who having part of his Craziwmcut, fo as that the Cutis 

and Fleth did clofely adhere to the Bone, his Head being 

fhaved, and convenient Remedies being prefcribed, part 
of the Bone being laid bare, was-fprinkled with Cephalick 
- Powders , the Wound followed with Digeftives. , 
and a convenient Diet ordered. On the third day an 
intolerable Pain feized him, with Vomiting, Cenvulfi- 
on, anda rednefs of his Eyes and Face: Hence was fuf- 
pected Matter ro be contained between the-Cranium and 
_ Dura Mater,or between that and the Pia AZater. Where- 
fore the Cutés and the Pericrane being feparated from the 
Cranium, with the.capital Saw fome part of the Bone 
was taken out, fo much as neceflity required; the Cra- 
nium was ‘dilated (not with the: Zrepaz, becaufe the 
Wound and Fracture happened near the Sutures ) and 
nothing of hopesofany recovery appeared; but-the Da- 
ya Mater {eemed to be elated intoa Tumour, the which 
with a dextrous hand, and a crooked Incifion-Knife, J 
was dilated, not hurting the Pia Mater. Whichdone, | 
much Matter iffued out, which was inwardly collected, 
and to the Part affected was applied: this following Me- 
dicine: Bk Syr.

Dodoneus writes of one,who having received a Wound 
in the upper part of his Head, in the left fide thereof, 
by a retufe Infirument of {mall weight, andno ways 
fulpected to be dangerous, the Cranium being fuppofed 
to be whole, and no ways violated, and fo negligently 
cured; the Diftemper increafing onhim, withina few 
days after wasfeized with a ftupidity,and his Pulfe grew 
very {mall and quick, he not being very capable to give 
a good an{wer toa queftion, and in a {mall while the 
right fide of his Head became refolute, the left receiv- 
ing the Wound. Hence followed a pernicious fopor and 
ftupidity, the Crazivm being fublated, the Dura Mater 
was found livid inthe left fide, and the Brain in that Part 
{phacelated, the right fide of the Brain being {carce hurt 
orinjured, the whole Head having in 1t neither Fiffure 
nor Cleft. 


Amatus Lufitanus Cent.2. Cur. 83. hath a remarkable 2 Hitory. 


Hiftory; which is of two young ftout Men,who fighting 
a Duel out of the City of Rome, the one ftabbed the 
other through his Forehead, of which Wound he fell 
down tothe ground, andthere was left as a dead Man; 


being found thus by Spectators, that he might elcape it 


poffible with thefe Wounds, from the jaws of death, al- 
though {mall hopes were given hereof by the confent of 
Chirurgeons , who were engaged upon confultation 
about him,prefaging that there were but a few hours be- 
tween him and the Grave, the Wound being botha hor- 
rible and penetrating Wound, and generally believed 
that it liad penetrated the fubftance of the Brain. But 
contrary to their verdict and prefage, without any ill 
Symptom happening, within yo days the Patient was

whiclris beftowed on the fubjacent parts. It is fitua- 
ted inthe Head asin its Cafile, and inthe Upper part as 
being the PalaceoftheSoul. Astoits Magnitude and 
Connexion, it is generally found inMan of a great quan- 
tity, becaufe it being the Inftrument of his Reafon, it is 
néceflary it fhould require and. contain in it a plenty of 
fpirits: It'sknitto the Crazivm by Veins, Arteries and 
Nerves, with the reftof itsparts: A's'to its Subftance, it 
ismadeof Spermeand'the maternal Blood, and out’of 
thefetwois generated thisglandulousmatter. It is ge- 
nerally white from its {permatick matter furnifhed with 
many fpirits: It is foft, being the Original of the foft 
Nerves. in its Cerebellum it's not fo foft, this being the 
Origiaationof Nerves which are more hard ; It is of a 
cold and moift temper ; and Hippocrates in his Book ‘de 
Carnibus, calleth it patporoaw re Lusepe not Ts KoMad'éos, 
or the chief Seat of cold and glutinous moyfture,framed 
thus to hold and contain the fubtile animal fpirits ; and 
cold, for tempering their heat. I hall pretermit the 
divifions of the Brain, and its Coats, and come to its in- 
ward parts, where we may meet with it furnithed with 
a callous body, two ftriated bodies:, a 7 balanous Opticus 
Nervorum;, Natiform Prominencies, Medullary Pro- 
ceffes, Glandula Pinealis, Orbtcular Protuberances, called 
Nates,and Zeftes, an cnt and a Cerebellum with 
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its {ubftance and fubftracted Cavities, All which may 
be feen at large in Dr. 7bo. Willis, in his Book De Anima 
Bruorum: To which L recommend you. | 

We come now to thofe hurts which the Brain may 
receive: And they may be faid to come under thefe 
heads , as Wounds, Apoftemations, Putrifadtion, Sy- 


deration or Sphacelation,Concuffion,and Tumour ; and 


of each of thefe in their Order ;, premifing firft the true 
Signs and Symptomes.which may dire& us to the Diag- 
nofis-and Prognofis of the Brains being thus difaffeéted - 
And being guided herein by Aippocrates’s Rule,my beft 
and thy fafeft authority, as he hath it in 4phor. 50, 4.6. 
if any. have their Brains wounded, they mutt have here- 
‘with accompanied both Fever, and Vomiting of Choler; 
And in Z76.8.Cap. 4. with thele a lofs of Speech: And 
fuch as have fuffered Concuffion, became Dumb, ashe 
writes, Sect.7. Aphor.58. Thenalfo are they generally 
fenfelefs, and deliriated, and have a lofs of their Sis ht, 
ashe hath it, Zid, de Vuln, capit, thus exprefling it,lf the 
Brain be wounded, the reafon growes weak, and other 
ill fymptomes encreafe ; and fometimes part of the 
Brain comes forth with danger of lofsof life: And be: 
fides thefe, if the Brain be wounded, the Matter which 
cometh forth will be thick, round, and of amarrowy 
fubftance. And as Hippocrates hath it, Aphor. 18, lib.6 
Wounds of the Brain if they havenot reached the Ven- 
tricles, they are curable, although the fubftance of the 
brain it felf be wounded , but thefe being wounded, the 
cafe will be dangerous. Befides. thefe,upon the brain be: 


ing wounded, you will find your Patient havea foam-. 


ing at his mouth, a cloudinefs overcafting his fight, a 
Deliviwm accompanying thefe,with'a Convulfion sFever, 
Vomiting of Choler, lofs of Reafon, DumbneG, a Palfies 
and laftly fee him correpted with an Apoplexic.. 

As to the Prefages of Wounds of the Brain, the leaft is 
not feen to want danger, confidering either the noble.

Niolus. Ser.7.Lratt. 4. Sum,.2. Cap. 91. writes of a 
Man wounded in his Head witha Sword, which Wound ~ 
pafled even into the fubftance of the Braiz, upon the 
Hertex, in the fore part of the Front, even to the mid- 
dle of the Head. The day following he fell into a Pal- 
fey, and {ent forth the fuperfluity of the firft and fecond 
Digettion infenfibly, and eat nothing for.6 days, and 
drank only cold Water with Syrup of Rofes; and after 
the 6thday he defired Victuals, and did eat, and by a re- 
gular order and method he recovered. 

And Carpus writes in Zraét. aureo, that he was an 
Eye-witnels of fix Men, from whom a great quantity 
of the Braiz came forth,and that were cured ; of which, 
two were much taken witha Palfeyon one fide, yet 
lived two years,and the other he both faw.and cured. 

Brafavolus, Conn ad Aph.18. Lib.6. Hipp. writes,that 
he hath feen moft ftrange Wounds of the Brain cured: 
In one efpecially he faw taken out as much of the Braiz, 
as would filla Pullets Egg, and yet the Patient recover- 
ed, but could fcarce {peak well, and grew afterwards 


ftupid. ©. 


Another he writes of, who had almoft halfofhis Head ~ 
ablated, with’a part of the Braiz, and yet recovered ; 


but at length grew fo ftupid, that he could not fpeak, 
nor underftand. 


And toconclude this: Hforat. Augenius Lib.9,Epift.2. 
writes, that he faw the whole fubftance of the Braiz 
| -wound- 
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wounded, and its Ventricles diffeéted, and fome part 
of the Braiz came forth out-of the Wound, and yet the 
Patient recovered. And thefe may be fufficient Autho- 
Fities to confirm, that large Wounds of the Braiz have 
been cured,being undertaken by a judicious hand. 


CHAP. XXXVI 
Of an. Abfcefs of the Brain. 


@ Hisis the Second Mifchief which may happen to 
the Brain, yet many there are who deny any Ab- 
fceilescan or may be made in the body of the Brain’, and 
thus endeavouring to prop up their Opinions, do ftrive 
to bring many others into their Opinionand Errour. 
But thefe both Authority and Experience do ‘eafily 


. confute and contradict : For here firft Hippocrates writes, 


Ifeither Matter, Water or Blood, do flow through the 
Noftrils, Mouth or Ears, of any which is troubled with 
Pain in his Head, thefe will foon difchargeit. And Ga- 
len, Avicen, and Rhafis.do affirm, That Nature hath 
found out thele as its moft properChannels, to empty 
and difcharge its Excrements, and hereby to exonerate 
the Matter which is bred in the Brain. 


- And although this Event is by many Authors propo- Hiftay. 
fed defperate, yet Francifius Arceus Lib. 1, Cap.6. doth 


relate fome Stories , wherein he hath cured fome 
People hereof, and doth bring in an Example of one 
who received ahurt at the City of Halwerda, ten miles 
from the Town.of Z/erena ; (fuch a Hiftory he writes jis 
not extant) who by the Divine Affiftance, who. gives 
the chief blefling to the means, was perfe@ly recover- 
ed: And thus itwas; While fome Workmen wereat 

| their 
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their Labours, about building a Tower in that City, @ 
Stone falling from the reft,which was a Cubit inlength 
and breadth, and 12 inches in thicknels, and in weight 
24. pounds: .This, Stone falling from the others, as it 
was hoifting up, fell down, and bruifed, depreffed, 
and {hivered his Skull. Hereupon the Patient fell tothe 
ground, and there lay near halfan hour, and was given 
over for a dead man,being fenflefs, and was thence car- 
ried to his Houle; and’ hencerfollowed commotion of 
his Brain, and-for thrée whole days he not only loft his. 
Speech, but Motion too; a great part of his bones of his. 
Head were depreffed.and laid upon the Braza, ‘and blood 
fiew both out of his Eyes and Ears; his Head and Neck 
was tumified, and looked ofa blackcolour. After the 
Sthday, the Head opened {pontaneoufly,both from the 
Sinciput and Occiput, and alfo in either fide ; and then . 
three Apoftemes brake forth, the Bones being reftored : 
tothe proper places. . ‘The 3d day following his Speech . 
came.tohim, although imperfeétly, and his Eyes open- 
ed ; and the 20th day following he beganto fee, and re- . 
cover his fenfes, and within the fpace of four months-he . 
was perfectly cured, and being a young man was after- 
wards married. : | :

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CHAP. XXXVIL

\ TExt followesa Concuffion or Commotion of the 
Brain, occafioned by fome outward ‘violent caufe - 
invading the Brazz, happening ‘either by’a Fall froma 
high place upon a hard part, being either ftoney ‘or 
rockey, or may be occafioned by a Shot, Lance, Bullet, 
Key, or the like: Hence alfo by this violent blow, or 
other the like Accident, the Veins and Arteries by this 
Concuffion may be lacerated,and not onely thofe which 
do‘pafs the Sutures, buralfo thofe which are {prinkled 
between the two Tablesto the Dép/ois ; hence alfo the 
efflux of blood running between the Cranium and the 
Membranes, or between’the Membranes and the Brain, 
being there concreted , ‘do occafion many dreadful 
Pains; and caufe a blindnefs and a cloudinefs over. the 
fight, and Vomiting, occafioned by the upper Orifice of 


the Ventricle, being hereby affected by the Nerves of 


the 6ch Conjugation, the which do pafs from the Braiz 
into it, and thence effufed into the whole Capacity of 
the Stomach , and hence ‘alfo are the other parts drawn

And as A’ippocrates 
writes, Zib.7. 7p6.78. They who have endured a Jong 
Concuffion of the Brain, muft of neceffiry become 
dumb. And ifto thefe Evils.a Se4ace/ws and corruption 
fhould fucceed, with a difficulty of breathing occafioned 
by an Impediment of the Animal Faculty, Death doth 
fuddainly follow. 

Having given you the chief Signs and Notations of a 
Concuffion,, as touching its Cure, we are ordered (be- 
caufe ina Concuffion of the Bratz the Veffels are feento 
be Lacerated under the Crazium ) to, breathe the 
Cephalick Vein; and to take away a plentiful quantity of 
blood,and to ordera good and thin Dyet, and as touch 
ing the affected part, the Head being fhaved, there may 
be applyed according to mbrofe Parrey's. direction, a 
Cataplafme made of Bean-Meal and Barley-Meal,. with 
Oyl of Rofes and Oxymel. Not to apply any. cooling _ 
reftringent Medicines here, thefe hindring the breath- 
ing forth of the fuliginous vapours by the Sutures; the 
body is to be kept open by fharp Clyfters to prevent the - 
afcent of fumes and vapours up.the Braéz. © And if the . 
Patient be of a Plethorick Conftitution, to repeat Phle= 
botomy, by breathing either the frontal vein, or that 
underthe Tongue.

- Thefe alfoare ~ 
reported to be.of.a very fpeedy growth, much like -

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thefe cafes weare advifed, if it growes above the Cra- 
vine, tokeepit down by a ftrong Ligature , and 
to.confume the remaining part, taking care that we 
in-thefe cafes do not ufe too ftrong Cathartick Me- 
dicaments. 

And becaule Gulielwus Fabritin:;aman-of excellency 
inhis Art, and a Mafter to be followed, hath givena 
lively Example of the curing of thefle Aungofities, I thall 
commend you to his Méthod,& for fatisfaction fhali pre- 
fent the whole Hiftory,as he hath it in Obferv.15.Cent.1, 
of one of 14 years of age, who received a Wound in 
his Right Bregma, with a large Fracture of his Cranium 
by the Fall of a Stone from a high place,which weighed 

“Twelve poundsten ounces; he being thitherto called, 
‘he finds the Boy fpeechlefs, blind and deaf, with a 
vehement.Vomiting, and a continual throwing forth 
of blood both by his Mouth, Ears and Noftrils, his 
‘head being fhaved, and the Wound dilated, the Cra- 
pitt was {een to penetrate deeply into the fubftance 
of the Braiz, and the Dura Aéater much rent: The 
Splints that Night being taken out, the Cure was trea- 
ted with art; and although the Symptomes were fo 
direful, that there was but {mall hopes of hisrecovery, 
yet within 20 dayes thefe vanifhed, and the part of the 
Dura Mater rent by the depreffed Skull did fall out by 
‘Nature and the benefit of Medicines, which gave en- 
couragement of danger being paft. But the 21th 
day a new Evil attended him , which was a large 
Fungus arifing fromthe Wound ; the which fo encrea- 
fed in Twenty four hours, that it exceeded the big- 
refs of a Hens egg; the which was cured by thele 
following Medicines : Ordering him this Clyfter in 
the beginning every day, afterwards every fecond or 
third day ; Ik.

An 
a ignorant Quack being {ent for, not examining the hun 
it of his head thoroughly, haftened the Wound to agglu- 
tination, whence happened, that between times for 
. fome years afterwards the Boy felt a pain in his head, as

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if he had been fmitten witha Key, and withm fome 
_ time.afterwards out of the fameipare did grow a. Fwxgus 
equalling. the bignefs of a Chefnut ; hence followed'a 
violent Fever, and an intolerable pain of his head-;’ the 
skin of the head of itsown accord being dilrupred, the 
whole Tumour without any difficulty, andas it were 
cut off with a Knife, opened, appearing as it were of a 
horney fubftance, coagmentated m feveral coats, and 
incrufted much like the {tone inthe Bladder, generally. 
believed to:be occafioned by the Fall upon the head,and 
of the hurt of its fubftraéted Membranes. 

Thus have lL ended the whole Difcourfe of the Head, 
with its Membranes, and thofe diverfities of evil Symp- 
tomes which do attend the Braz. And -although 
Wounds°of the verves might by fome look better in 
other places, and more aptly be placed according to the 
places where they are moft generally injured ; yet be- 
caule they have their Origination from hence as their 
Fountain, Ifhall difcourfe of them here,-and alfo thew 
you how Nerves punctured, contuled or meiled, are to 
be Cured, intending to joyn Wounds of the Arteries 
with thofe of the Heart; and Wounds of the Veins with 
thofe of the Liver. Thefe being as their chief Oceans 
from whence they fetch both their Vital and Natural 
Blood and Spirits. 


CHAP. XXXIX. 


Of Wounds of tbe Nerves, made 
by Puntiure. 


Nd becaule thefe Nervous Bodies are Parts of great  @ 
worth and ufe inus, whofe hurts and mifchiefs, a 
without a true method ordered and prefcribed,do yield 
moft horrid Symptoms,how well ought the Chirurgeon 
to exathine and know their Nature, femper and Fabrick, 
that hath to deal with them, being either punctured, in- 
cifed,or contufed ? ote 
And that I may bring in this Difcourfe with the beft 
advantage to the young Chirurgeon, I thall firft thew by 
the Glals of Anatomy what a Nerve is; how it differeth 
froma Tendon and a Ligament; for what ule it was 
framed, and'to what end it was conftituted ; how it ts 
planted intothe Mu(cle,and there doth exercile its mov- 
ing Faculty: And then having given you its view, you 
may confequently judge how careful and active you 
ought tobe, inthe treating its harms and hurts. 
But to thew what a Nerve ts. hi : | 
A Nervein general is called Neo dm re vedew, fle- What a Nerve 
ere, by forme called réves am re reive, tendere, being ™ 
planted at'the end of the Mufcle, both for its extention 
and contraction, | | ‘avai 
Of thefe Nervous Bodies are reckoned by Galez three 
kinds (viz.) Nerves, Tendons, andLigaments, Ofeach 
of thefe in their order. 
It’s called an Organick Part, being an Organ convey an. organick 
ing animal Spirits , ‘it's made ofa white Subftance; fpun’ Parc. 
and wrought out of many {mall fpermatick Fibres, con- 


fituted with-moft: fubtil Pores, for tranfition of the 
| Cciz animal 
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animal Spirits ; it is made of a threefold Subftance . the 
firft being medullary and white, arifing from the mar- 
row of theBrain ; the fecondand third gives it its dou- 
ble Membrane, invefting this Subftance: And confider- 
ing all Nerves do take their Originations of and fromthe 


Brain, and as Pécolhominus, Baubine, and other expert 


Anatomifts do write that from the medullary Part here- 
of, doth pafs hence through the Cavities of the Cranium 
and Vertebres, and fodefcending forwards. Andasal- 
fo fome of thefe Nerves are foft and others hard,as I have 
already fhown, fome being moft neceffary for conveying 
of the animal Spirits, fo by their ordinary Influx a Nu- 
trition doth follow, and by this Influx the Parts ordain- 
ed-for fenfe and motion may the better be moved, and 
more exquifitely be allowed to receivetheirfenfe, And 
becaufe they are the proper Trunks and Channels, by 
which the animal Spirits are carried and conduded to 
the inftruments of voluntary fenfe and motion, their 
Membranes being the inftruments of thefe fenfes, the 
which by how much they receive a greater quantity of 
Nerves, and fo confequently animal Spirits, they moft 
exactly and exquifitely receive and obtain a more libe- 
ral plenty and treedom of motion and fenfe. 

Cafpar Baxhinus will have a Tendon to be a fimilar. 
Part, contyaued from the beginning to the ending of a 
Mutcle, being of the famekind and nature with that of 
the Nerves, and bred out of feed, asare the other fper- 
matick Parts, which opinion is continued by. many at. 
this day. 

Andreas Laurentius, with Galen, and others, are of a 
contrary opinion, allowing this.to be a-diffimilar Part, 
framed and intertexed out of-the concourfe of moft thin 
Fsbres, Ligaments and.Nerves interwoven together : it 
affuming its greateft:bulk from.Ligaments;. and a lefler 
from the Nerves and their Fibres. And.becaufe provi- 


dent Nature being careful to leave no empty {pace 
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between thefe Fibres, fhe hath planted a flefhy Subftance 
between their Series,where we may meet with its empty 
{paces filled and ftuffed up therewath.. 

Toconclude this, A Tendonis nothing elfe than the 
fibrillous Subftances of Nerves expanded and exploded, 
made and framed much in form of your /#dian Him- 
mocks, which are interwoven of fine Thread or Silk, 
whofe middle Part although expanded and filled up by 
the intertexture of their woollen Parts, yet are contract: 
ed in either end,and brought intoa{maller and flenderer 
Subftance, by the advantage of fo many fine Chords in- 
terwoven and-brought to one point. 

A Ligament is the 3d ; and. this by the Greeks ts cal- 
led ovvdeougs, or Vinculum, both by Hippocrates and Ariz 
ftotle; fromits figure and colour itis called Verve, it 
being acold, dry, firm, and fimilar Part, yet loole. aad 
flexible,. collected.out.of many Parts; it gains tts Sub: 
{tance from thefeed,.as do, the two former, bred:bes 
tween a Membraneand a Cartilagesharder than a Mem- 
brane, that ic may not eafily break,.and fotter than a 
Cartilage, fora more prompt motion of the Muscles 
it isnot nourifaed by Marrow,..as Columbus conjectured, 
but with blood-paffang through the.capillary Arteries, 
this being either large, narrow, plain, long, orfhort, in 
figure according to the variety of the Parts, itarifech

We begin firft with a Pun@ure of the Nerve: And 
here may we fee thefe little Bodies, being endued with 
an exquilite fenfe, they being burt, muft neceffarily 
threaten danger’, for flight and flender Hurts here do 
produce Spafmes ; and thefe happen by Pain,the which 
doth lead the whole Body into intemperiety and paffion. 
Fiflures of the Nerves are hard to cure, by reafon of their 
cold nature, being in fubftance bothcold and exfanguial, 
their Humiditics admitting nodigeftion. © Such asare 
tran{verfly wounded, are more dangerous than thofe 
which are hurt in adire& line; for hereby both Senfe 
and Motion are deftroyed at once, and therefore areto 
be fufpected.. Contufion happening here doth produce 
its effects alfo, by reafon ‘of its thick and’ vifcous hu- 
mour, which doth replenifh them, and makes them fit 
for putrifaGion, they being denied their native heat , 
and hence follows Inflammation and Putrifagion at the 
beginning. 

As.tothe Cure of Nerves in genéral,here is chiefly to 
be ftudied the’ removal of Pain’-and Inflammation °:

Nerve may wellappears ifthe Wound be large enough, 
we are here to view the Symptoms which attend and 
offend ; and here if Pain offers,: this is to be abated : 
And for this purpofe Gz/ex propofeth Oyl warmed, and 
with this to foment the Part ; and hence is it alfo that 
wwe always ufe hot Oyls in Punctures of the Nerves, for 
this doth {peedily make Pain ceafe and vanith. But fome 
may feem here to quarrel with Hippocrates, who writes, 
That Oy] ishumecting and mollifying, and foan enemy 
confequently to the Nerves, which do require drying 
Medicines,and therefore how to be approved of in thefe 
cafes? It's true it is foftning and humedive; yet we 
find that a punctured Nerve being kept for 2 or 3 days 
in Oyl, hath not receiyedany injury thereby, but hath 
hereby rather gained a large mitigation of Pain, and 
therefore in refpect of the Symptoms is advantagioufly 


hereto be ufed, the Pain being abated. Next indeedin ~ 


refpect of the nervous Subftance being cold and dry,we 
are authorized to ufe hot and dry Medicines , dry, that 
they may keep upand maintain the proper temper of the 
Nerves; and hot, that they may take off all cold from 
them ; the true temper of thefe Medicines are to be very 
drying,and moderately hot. Inapunétured Nerve we 
may alfo note, That the Nerve which is thus pun@ured, 
can endure the moft hot Oyl, which the Finger cannot. 
Whence Icollect, . That a Nerve hath not init a mofi ex- 
quifite fenfe, but only an exquifite fenfe ; and therefore 
all {uch Medicines which are here to be applied, ris 
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be freed of all afperity and tharpnefs ; and the fubftance 
of the Nerve being hard, the temper of the Medicine 
fhould be thin and penetrating: 

Another thing herein worthy note, which I muft not 


pretermit, is, That if any Matterremain at the bottom 


of the wounded Nerve, itis as bad as poyfon, executing 
there its traiterous venomous qualities, procuring for 
its companion, Pain. 

Wherefore we are further to note, That: the proper 
Medicines which are here to be ufed and applied, ought 
not only tobe hot and drying, but to have in them an 
educeing and extracting quality. And thefe Medicines 
are either fimple or compound ; amongft the Simples 
may bereckoned Rofine of the Fir-Tree, Turpentine, 
Gum Elemni, Oylof Turpentine, and Oyl of Fir + thefe 
being both thin bodied,and having in them an educeing 
and extracting quality, to fetch every ichorous Matter 
from the. bottom of the Wound. Stronger than thefe 
may: .be.reckoned Liquid Pitch, Ol... Petrol. Sagapen. 
Opoponax,Sulphar vivum, Euphorbium-and the like. 

Another thing remarkable inthefe: Wounds, is, That 
no Lint is here to be applied, for this doth choak upthe 
Matter,’ and hinder its exition; and Jzence_ follows into- 
lerable painisies : | | 

Falloppivs dothomuch commend Axphorbium, as the 
beft and chiefeft of Medicines for thefe kind of Wounds, 
and calls’ it his Sacra: 4uchora, it never deceiving him 
that ufeth it, but doth further anfwer expectation ; yer 
he makes a.valt difference between Luphorbiam, the bet 
being newelt; ‘and appearing like black Refinat its:ends;

T His by the “rabians is called Gauziratus, and here 
we may behold it either wholly cut,or.cut in part ;

onely, but if it be but cut in part or half way, it de- 
c'ares the fame by a great Fever, and fear of Convul- 
fion, and hence ought we to breathe a vein, and to 
ftrengthen the affected parts, by removing its ill tem- 
per if any have appeared. In this cafe where the nerve 
is thus.cut, the Wound muft neceflarily be large ; and 
in this Wound this.method is to be.fol!owed, if pain be 
prefent, foment the affected part with hot.Oyl,;. but 
neither Spafme nor pain appear, there needs no ule 
thereof.

@ Aving run through all the Wounds of the 
| Head, We next come to thofe which may 
happen tothe Front or Zorehead, called Frous 
a ferendo,becaule it.carries in it the lively re- 
femblance of Heayinels, Cheerfulne(s,Sadnefs or Morole- 
ne(s: And that which makes it fo moveable, is the two 
Mufcles of which it is compofed; the which Réiolanus 
doth call the Membranous flethy Mutele, it begins from 
the Eye-lids, and ends where the hair begins ; ; it con- 


_ fifteth of a Cutseula, Cute; alittle fat, and a Membrana 


Carnofa; it hath two fortsof Fibres allowed it, for help- 
ing forwards the clevation of the Eye-lids. Ifa Wound 
happenshere, and that with hurt of the frontal Bone, 
here are we to ftudy fecurity of the parts , more 
than their beauty, becaufe thefe Woundsare dangerous 
for here the. Woundisto bedilated, andthe Bone'to be 
denaded,..and the fame method’ to be ufedas I have al- 
ready fhewan you in Wounds of the Skull: But where 
Bere Wounds 


Of Wounds in Particular. 


Wounds happen here without any hurt to the Bone, 
here are we to ftudy their Cure to be performed’ with 
the leaft of Scarr or Deformity: Andas a Wound may 
happen here, without lofs of fubftance, here are we to 
Cure as we do other Wounds ; yet with this re{peé to 
regard the habit of the Body. Hence alfo ifa Flux of 
Blood be prefent which may hinder union, this is firft to 
be minded, then are we to proceed tothe uniting of the 
parts. And becaule Sutures here do leave their marks, 
we are to abftain from thefe, andto apply fuch Medi- 
Cines as may unite the Lips ofthe Wound; the which 
being conjoyned are foto be kept: and for this ufe a 
{mall and narrow Ligature is very proper, applying 
fome agglutinative Medicineto the Wound before you 
ufe the Ligature : As hereto adding the white of an 
Ege well beaten,to which may be added Dragons blood,, 
Maftich, Frankincenfe, Sarcoeolla, andthe like, to be 
made into the Confiftence of Honey , this way may you 
prevent anill Cicatrice. Ina tranfverfe Wound of the 
Forehead, no Ligature is proper ; but here we are advi- 
fed to come to the ftitch, and the fecond dreffing to cur 
off the ftitches, and to apply fome ageglutinative Medi- 
cine ; thefe only tobe ufed allo where the lips of the 
Wound are at much variance, the which are by Suture 
to be brought toa mutual Contacture: For agglutina- 
tion, Empl.

Tumour being enlarged, and the matter ripe, let a right 
Incifion be made (which in thefe cafes. are generally 
thus to be made, it being conftituted of right Fibres) in 
the lower part upwards both for the better abfterging 
and expurging ofthe Matter, a Ligature being applyed 
on the lower part for prevention of its defcent, being 
dipt in Wine and preft out, the Matter was at length 
wholly difcharged, and by prefcribing a good Dyet,and 
procuring Incarnation, the Wound was Cicatrized and 
Cured.

& aie Lye-lids being appointed by Nature as the draw- 
f bridges to litt the Eye upand down, are fometimes 
wounded :. Thefeare framed for keepingiout: dire:dnd 
ill vapours from the Eye, and keep back allinjuries from 
affaulting or coming near the Eye’; they contift ofa thin 
Cute, having no fat allowed them ; inwardly wrapt up 
with a thinjand light Pevitrane, for the more eafie mo- 
tion : cach Eye hath two,jone whereof we call the lower, 
inmannotof much ule, the otherthe upper, being of 
great {ervice to Mankind, éndued with two Mutcles, the 
fir{t being right, feated in the upper region of the Orbit; 
within the /halamus of the Eye: the° other {aid to be 
Orbiculars but this by Riolaziiand Spigelivs is taken for - 
two: Fults Cafferiisy Sects i0s de Orig. Vif, Cap. 18. 
writes, That hence may ‘be taken rhele Indications, fuch 
as have an-elated- upper Eye-lid, are proud and fierce ; 
and {uch as havethemdepreffed, are humble and mild. 
But to.come to chert Wounds: If the Ligaments ‘of the- 
Mutcles be not difleéted, ufe no Suture ;’ for this doth 
bring intolerable pain and ab{cefs: but if thefe be in- 
cifed, ftitch them up with a deep and firm ftitch. Now 
a Wound of the Eye-lid may happen either by a fimple 
Incifion, or with Incifion with lofs of fome of the fub- 
ftarice. “In cafe ofa Wound caufed by a fimple Incifion. 
lengthwayes made,according to the Series of the Fibres, 
here are we to ule Cephalick and Agglutinative Pow- 
ders, {uch as have no fharp quality in them. If the In- 
cifion be tran{verfe without lofs of fubftance, here pro- 
cure an eXact agelutination, fo asthe lips of the Wound 
may fairly andevenly anfwer each other’; The Sutures

faft hold. If a Wound happens here with lofs. of Sub- 
ftance, ftudy the difcharge of Matter,and procurea good 
Confolidation, and for this Ufe Sarcoticks are the beft 
Medietnes;~as-Balfans, Lucatel: Lintment. Aircet, and the 
like. As for Sarcotical and Agglutinative Medicines 
here to be uled,, this Powdex of Galew iswery excellent ; 
Re Bol. armon, Terr, figillat. Sang. Drac, Sarcocoll, an. 3]. 
mifce ; orif you plealé, to.3 diams,of thetfirit two you 
may add a dramiofthe fait two; above the-Powders be- 
ing very finely beaten, isto be applied a piece of fine and 
loft linnen Cloth, dipt in the white of an Ege and Rofe- 
water beaten up together; for this doth hinder Inflam- 
mationjand over thefe apply convenient Boltters. 

To conclude this'Chapter} I fhallend with this obfer- 
vable Hiftory, the firft whereof fhall be of a young 
Man, who'looking upwards,had a {mall Stone fell down 
upon the upper Hye-lid, the which did both hurt it and 
its.

Shall continue my Difcourfes with a brief Anatomy 7 
of the Parts, asI treat of them, being very advan- i 
tagious to the young Chirurgeon, to direct him in his _ 
handling of them, if wounded. And in this place of t | 
worth we muft make a ftop, to admire the wonderful q 
Fabrick of the Eye, of what Parts it confifts, and how a 
varioufly thefe may be hurt and wounded. I 
But to begin withthe Ancients : See how Laurentius | 
and Spégelivs, and Bauhine {peak of it. That» whereas 
the Soul of Man, although it be fimple, aSdvams ¥ 
evarrciwns, yet it cannot make its entrance into the 4r- 
gaftulum of the Body, or arrive at underftanding, rea. 
foning, and {peculation into Fancies, without the help 
of Senfes. As therefore the Head is the Seat of Senfes, 
and Houle of Reafon, foalfo are thefe Senfes as Guards- | 
men to the Soul, and are planted as /wternuntij in its < | 
Region. And although there are allowed 5 Senies, yet qj 
the chiefeft and principal of the reft is Seeing, andthat 4 
inthefe three refpects ; for this declares and fhews tous a 
the variety of Objects,and their differences. 2dly,Their 
ways and methods of operation are moft noble, and do 
exceed the reft, for vifion is made in an inftant. It's 
thefe that give us our fight andlight alfo, the which the 
Oe ancient Stoicks called the Divine Vifion ; Hefichias calls 
i 4 them fais maas, Solis Portas; the Latines call them 
ae Oculi, 
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Of Wounds in Particular. 
Oruli, ab oculendo: They are lodged under the Eye-lids 
asunder a Veil; they are the two Lights of our Micro- 
cofm, appearing as our bright Stars, being as the In- 
dexes of the Mind, and moft inducing to {weetnefs and 
comfort of Life: to pafs their admirable figure, fite, 
connexion and temper, wecome to its rare compofiti- 
on. -And thus may we fee it framed of fix Mutcles, 
thus called, Swperbus, Humilis, Bibatorius, Lydignatorius, 
Amatorij, or twocircular Mufcles ; having thefe com- 
mon Membranes allowed it,the which I hall only name, 
Adnata, Innonsinata, Cornea, Sclirotis, Uvea, Choroides, 
Arena, Retiformis. Xt hath alfo thefe 3 Humours, as a 
Waterith, Vitreous, and Cryftalline Humour granted it, 
with an Optick Nerve, Veins, Arteries, Fat, and Glan- 
dules : Of each of thefe you may read more at large in 
Laurentius Spegeliusand Demer broke. 

Having thus fhewn how the Eyes are the Organs of 
Sight, we may alfo fee how they may be affected, wound- 
ed, punctured ; and thefe Parts having their Nerves and 
Membranes immediately arifing from the Brain, this 
declares them to be of an exquifite fenfe, whofe Coats 
are very thin., and perpetually in motion; hence are 
hereby Fluxions eafily received into them ; and thele do 
require both an artificial and careful ‘method to be ufed. 
In thefe Parts we are alfo advifed by Gale, That weab- 
ftain from all oleaginous things, thefe here both infla- 
ming and caufing Pain: 2ly, To keep the Eye from the 
light,for this weakens it. And tocureafimple Wound 
happening here, thefe three Intentions are required , 
To prevent Inflammation, and ftop all flux of Humours, 
to mitigate Pain, andtounite the feparated Parts. Of 
each of thefe in their order. | 

And firft of preventing Inflammation : And for per- 
forming this, Breathing ofa Vein, ordering a thin Diet, 
applying repelling Medicinesto the Front, are good and

The third Intention, which is the uniting of the fepa- 
rated Parts, will be made evident in the enfuing Dif- 
courfe. If therefore the Wound be a fimple Wound, 
only penetrating and incifing the Cornea or Conjunitjuxfa, 
and this happens, without any eXition of its interiour 
Body or Humour, this is tobe united. And forthe 
performance hereof, we muft be very careful and have 
regard to the Eye, for it's irritated by every {mall thing , 
hence therefore if Pain afflits it, rethove it by Revulfi- 
on; if the Wound be deep, the weapon which occafi- 
oned it, muft pafs through the broad and long chink 
aboutthe Orbits: If the Wound pafsinto the Brain, it 
is mortal ; if it reacheth not fo far, but only doth enter 
the ‘aqueous Humour, and makes that fly out, or the 
vitreous or Cryftalline Humours. in thefe cafes Sarco- 
ticks are moft proper, and thefe are tobe ufed in very 
fine Powders, of which I have been very plentiful,they 
being made of Zerra figillata, Bol. armen. Sang. Dracon. 
Sarcocoll, Lap. Calamimar. and the like. And becaule 
it fometimes falleth out, that part of the wounding In- 
ftrument doth ftick in the Eye, if it fticketh fo faft, 
as that it may not eafily be removed, without efufion 
of fome of the Humours, and that it doth not prick the 
Fye-lids, this is beft to be kept in, and to drefs the 
Wound with anodine Medicines until the 7th day, as 
fallopius advileth,and then to ufe Agglutinatives.

CHAP, XLVL 
Of Wounds of the ‘Temples. 


& HE Temporal Mulcles being very ftrong, are by 
the Greeks called Crotaphites,. whofe Fibres, by 
how much they do recede from their middle, they are 
fo much the more obliquely carried with a Tendon. —

E are come now to {peak of our good or bad 

Friend, called by the Greeks yawtle, being 

-¥ tyed within the pale of the Teeth, or impri- 
foned between the two barrs of the Teeth and the Lips. 
It’s the notable Inftrument:both of Tafte and Voyce ; 
its Bafisdoth reft upon the Bone A’yois, in Man it is 
fomewhat long, and fometimes feen to be longer in 
fome Menthanin others. It is foft, broad, and loofe, 
that it may be conveyed, dilated and varioufly difpoled 
it is tyed to the Zarywx, and to the Os Hycidis, upon 
which its Roots do reft. It’s made of proper fleth, a coat, 
Nerves, Veins, Arteries, Mufcles, and a Ligament > and 
this is very ftrong, membranous and broad : and fo had 
it need, for the keeping up of the Tongue fometimes, 
and isas the bridle of the Tongue fometimes to curb its 
unrulinefs. It receiveth its Coat from that which doth 
alfo inveft the Mouth, Palate, 42 /ophagos and Larynse, 
It’s fpunand made of fine and thin Fibres, for the better 
reception of favours. Its {ubftance is foft and rare, 
much like a fponge, for the more fpeedy moyftning 
with the humour which doth carry this fapor in it; 
its fibres are expanded through the length of its mufcles: 
Which is not fo. inthe Tongue it felf, It receiveth two 
Nerves from the third and fourth Conjugations ; Ithath 
two Veins called-Ramizes, iluing out of the inward 
branch of the external Jugular Veins. It doth receive 
its Arteries from the fleepy Arteries ; it's framed:of 
many, Mufcles, and.hath many. Muicles allow'd it at its 
thick end, and thefe do, help forward. its| functions of 
Hh 4 fpeaking,

{fpeaking, and rowling of the Meat, and itstafting, Its 
mutcles are in number five pair, thus called, Styloglo fii,

The Tongue being 
th.s guarded with a Sett of Teeth, and lodged within 
the Mouth, might feem tobe defended againit all out- 
ward Injuries, yet this is fomerimes feen wounded « for 
when the Cheeks and the Jawes are wounded, the 
Tongue alfo may take fhare of the Wounds. And it may 
be o wcunded, that even a part of it may be cut-off, 
and here the lots is irreparable: If a part hereof doth 
adhere to the found part, here it isnot to be cut away, 
but rather to be ftirched ups Wounds happening here 


are dangerous for thefetwocales, becaufe here we can. 


neither ufe dry ftitch nor Ligature; and then becaufe

every Wound of the Tongue, in which the found part 
is cut or divided, the Lips areto be adjoyned , andthis 
is to be performed by Suture, as /quapendens teacheth it:

Ie thall therefore be Our prefent Task to Treat of 
thele intheir Order. Andas from the Heart the ereat 
Artery, and from the Liver:doth arife the great Vein, fo 
from the Brain jis produced a great Trunk’ extended 
through the whole Spine, which may either be called 
Spinal, Dorfal, Cervical or Lumbary Marrow. And 
hence the Neck, being as the'Vicar of the Brain, or the 
Medulla, which is kept in the Spine, if this be cut or 
wounded in the middle, the Nerves are foon refolved 
and diftended, the fenfes flagg, and the Senfifying Quz- 
lity doth perifli: and hence we do fee the Patient to 
avoid both Urine, Seed, and Excrement voluntarily.

ZF a Wound doth happen in thefe Parts, as in the 
B Throat or Larynx, thele are theSigns; the upper 
part of the Neck, lofs of Voice and Air happens: But 
when it reacheth the Wind-pipe, it is more dangerous, 
both in refpect of the exquilite fenfe wherewith thefe 
Parts are indued, the e/ophagus hereupon tumifying, 
and {o hindring Deglutition: Hence follows a decay of 
Nutriment, and danger of Suffocation; and alfo in re- 
{pect of the Veins and Arteries herein lodged and infert- 
ed, and their perpetual motions ; for it’s hereby that 
the Air is conducted into the Ventricle, the which being 
hindred initsinfpiration, doth foon occafion ah ex(pira- 
tion. Hence therefore may we-account thefe Wounds 


dangerous, and yet not to be left unattempted without - 


help, the Wind-pipe being the proper Inftrument for 
Voice, outwardly being Cartilaginous, and inwardly 
Membranous and flefhy. When thisis wounded, itis 
generally known by theSenfes, oft-times the Wound is 
occult, and the rather becaufe here is no large Flux of 
blood follows thefe Wounds, but fometimes Pain,fome- 
times there is perceived a ftinking Breath, hoarfenefs of 
Voice, a drynefs of the Azwces, andin procels of time 
the Patient doth become Empyemated.

Wounds happening here are very perillous, becaufe 
both Meat and Drink do pafs through it, which do hin- 
der Agglutination. . 
Wounds here happening may be known by their 
Site, fometimes by the Senfe of Feeling,, for this is car- 
ried ina direct and ftrait Line all.along, under or beneath 
the Wind-pipe, and when this is wounded, either Blood

NE arrive we to Wounds of the Spine,or the Back- 
| bone feated in the back-part of the Neck, if the 
Wound do not pafs the Spine , it then doth divide 
the Mutcles,and in this-cale are you to-drefs this Wound 
as you do thofe of the flefhy parts,as “quapendens orders, 
fol. 913. De Hula. If the Bone be injured by the Wound, 
drels this as you do.a Fra@ture in Cranio. If the Spinalis 
Medulla be wounded, itis either wholly or in ‘part di- 
vided. Ifit be wholly divided, it occafions a perfect re- 
folution of the Body, caufing here a deprivation both of 
Senfe and Motion: If it be but cut or divided in part, 
hence followesConvulfion, and oft-times death. In thefe 
cales therefore are to be applyed fuch Medicines as may 
eafe Pain, {top or prevent Convulfion, and-cure the Pa- 
tient. Woundshere happening, are of no lefs danger 
than thofe of the Brain; for the Spinal Marrow hathits 
Origination from thence, and has its Coats covered with 
the {ame Membranes as do cover the body: of the’ Brain. 
Ithath Nerves allowed it for yielding it much Sente; 
and its Motion and Senfe it hath from the fame Princi- 
pals: And fince Topicks can fcarce reach it,and the dire- 
ful Symptomes which attend thefe Wounds, as Palley, 
Convulfion, Deprivation of Senfe-and Motion,. and the 
like, thefe Wounds may be well reckoned dangerous.

230.. writes of one being, 
wounded under the Scapu/a in the Back, the Wound p.- 
netrating the Z4orax and Spine, at the which time a 
Wound happened inthe flexure of the Cubit of his Arm;

Wound had penetrated the Zhorax in its back-part, and 
he threw forth concrete blood downwards. He being

} ving already finifhed the firft Part of my Dif. 
A. courfe, which treats of the Upper Parts, let me 
inthis bring inan Anatomical Difcourfe of this middle 
Region of Life, and that with a more chearful fpirit, by 
how much it is more noble and excellent than the 
former. For.asCofmographers doina {mall Map com- 
prehend the Circuits, Regions, Ilands, Promontories, 
Fields and Valleys of the World, fomay we in this our 
fecond Dilcourle, comprehend the GreatnefS, Struture, 
Site, Figure, and all exteriour and interiour Parts, con- 
tained and containing inthis Region, the which Region 
doth come under the Name of Zhorax ; fo called either 
am 8 Sopeiy, which is Sa/o, the Heart herein being ak 
waysina leaping motion, or as the Stoicks affirm ‘it, 
mpl 1 Selov wpelv, Quod mentem Divinams animi partem 
denotat. ‘This defcribeth the whole Trunk of the Body, 
and whatfoever is extended from the Jugulars to the Xy- 
phoidal Cartilage and Diaphragma, comes under the 
Name of the Zhorax, It is circum{cribed in its upper 
parts with Clavicles, in its lower part with a Déaphrag- 
wma, in its fore-part with a Sterzon, in its back-part with 
the Vertebres of the Back, inits right and left fide with 
12 Ribs. Its Figure is beautiful and capacious, partly 
boney, partly flefhy ; boney, for the ftrengthening of 
its moft noble veflel the Heart ; flefhy, for the more eafie 
motion of its Diaffole and Syftole. It obtains a Cavity 
between the upper and lower middle Region, for the 
more equal diffufion of its native heat into all the fimple 
parts. It’s framed of parts containing and contained ; 
| Kk 2 the 
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the containing parts are fome of them Proper, others: 
Common: The Commonares, Cuticula,Cutis, Membra- 
na Carnofa, Aacps, and Nervofus Pannitulus. The Pro- 
per are brought under thefe 3 heads or diftin@ions, as. 
iome being foft and flefhy, others boney and Cartilagi- 
nous, and the third Membranous. In thisare locked 
up the vital Inftruments and Wheels of Life, the rare 
Organs of Mufick, whereby the Voice is fo diverfified, 
called by Hippocrates o¢us, a Cittern, making here its 
Mufick. Here may we fee the Heart difplay and com- 
municate its-vital {pirits ; how thefe do quicken and 
{trengthen the natural heat of the whole Body ; how 
the Lungsas freth Fans do cool its heat, and by their mo- 
tions as Bellows blow it up again , if occafion re- 
quires. | 
But to fall upon its harms ; before we enter upon the 
Difcourle whereof, be pleafed to confider what noble 
Parts it containeth in it, and enwraps. It's outwardly 
guarded with Intercoftal Mutcles, interwoven between 
the Ribs, and filling up the Diftances between them ; 
and thefe by fome are reckoned to be in all a4, thefe. 
alfo.being of greatufe, being formed obliquely ; for we. 


generally fee that they help Dilatation ; for every thing - 


retcheth which is obliquely made or obliquely drawn - 


thefe Mufcles, by the general opinion and confent of all } 
Anatomifts, do ferve for Conftri@ion and Dilatation of - 


the Zhorax. Next may we meet herewith a Diaphrag- 


ma, which fignifies to diftinguith, this diftinguifhing - 
the Inftrumentsof Nourifhment, fromthofe of Life and- 


Refpiration.,, or is as an overthwart partition.

Thisholds upthe Heart, 
and ferves as a fecurity for. the paflage of the Veffels. 
After thismay we fee the Pericardium, by the Latines 
called Cap/ula Cordis, enwrapping the Heart, and carry- 
ing in it its Pyramidal Figure,, arifing from its Bafis,pro- 
duced from the Coats which the P/ewra doth:afford the 
four Veflels, which do iffue out of theHeart. Its con- 
tained Parts are double, as Veflels and Bowels : The 
Bowels aretwo, theHeart and the Lungs: The Veffels

doth fhut hisMouth and keep in his Breath, the Wind - 
will break through. the Wound with a noife, fo as.a .

Wound happens near the Mouth of the Breft, Air may

tythereof. Ifthe Heartbe wounded, the caleis defpe- 
rate; or if the Disphragma in its nervole Part, or if the 
Lungs be largely wounded, or the Pericardinm. But 
more of thefe.in their proper places. : 
ircaus cap.1. de Curand, Vuln. fol.71. writes, That he 
hath {een many pretend the curing penetrating Wounds 
of the Zhorax, the which they either {carce obtained, or 
elle {peedily after procured the death of ‘their Patients, 
although thefe Wounds were not of their own nature 
lethal, And whereas it is the general opinion of all 
Authors, Wounds deeply penetrating the Breft, are for 
the moft part incurable, and that fuch who have gain- 
ed ground of thefe Wounds, dogenerally labour under 
a Phthyfis, ora perpetual Fiftula ; yet fome have been 
cured hereof without either of thefe. . And for curing 
thefe Wounds, let this be your Method « In not pene- 
trating Wounds, the fame Cure is to be ufed here 4 you 
are directed in a fimple Wound. Ina penetrating Wound 
the ordering of the whole Body is to be regarded, both 
for the evacuating and difcharging of Blood, Humours, 
Matter,or Excrements, which may fall from the wound. 
ed Part into the Cavity of the Zhorax, left being there- 
in left, they corrupt and putrifie, and {o bring death in 
theend: And thefe may-be 3 ways difcharged’; as either 
. by 


_ degenerate into Fiftula’s and Empyema’s, exciting there 
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by the Orifice of the Wound, by the Mouth and Cough- 
ing, or by Urine. _Now whenBlood or. Matter is coa- 
cervated in the Cavity of the Zorax, itis attended with 
pains of the Sides, anda heavinefs about the falfe Ribs, 
accompanied with purulent Spattles, a fetid Breath, 
and a troublefom Cough, and a Fever molefting the Pa- 
tient... And hence becaule the outward Air being alto- 
getherunprepared, doth ruth and pafs hither, it doth 
much offend the inward, Parts, and the inward Air paf- ; 
fing out hereby, doth both weaken, ‘hurt.and diffolye 
the jirength and-vigour of the Parts.» And another ill 
Symptom which attends thefe Wounds,is, they cannot: 
outwardly or conveniently be deterged,and hence they 
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their. purulent Colle@ions ,,and hence death follows. 
And. fuch who upon receiving a Wound here, have 
annexed therewith a Vomiting and Syncope, or Loof- 
nels,death is fure- to catch hold of thefe. 

Butto return to the 3 former propofed Intentions,be- 
ginning fir(t, withthe difcharge by Urine. And inthefé The Firft: 
cafes the Medicines hereto be ufed arecalled Diwreticks : 
And Gal. lb:.5. de Loc. affed. writes and affirms, That 
thole things;which are lodged in the Zhorax, are to be 
carried off and expurged by Urine. And hence he fup- 
pofech that the Matter is firft carried into the Branches 
of the ena Azygos, henceinto the WexaCavay to the 
right Ventricle of the Heart,: and pafling thence down- 
wards from the defcending Trunk of the Cava to the Li- 
ver, to.come to the:Emulgents.:: Butthis is a great way 
about. . But/Vicol. Novotomenfis.an: excellent Phy fitian 
faith, That it paffeth fromthe /eva fine Pari near the

Of a Friend of his;which received acWound in his Hiftory, 
fhorax: The Wound was not by the Phyfitians found © 
pene- 
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penetrating, becaufein refpect of the narrownefs of the 
Orifice, no great part of the Probe did enter into the 
Wound ; the flefh alfo ftopt the Cavity thereof, fo as 
neither {pirit or breathing might pafs through it, yet 
out of the iupervening accidents the Wound wasicon- 
-jeétured to be penetrant ; for above the Diaphragma was 
felt a heavinels, he fpit blood, with Coughing, accom- 
panied with Fever, Watchings, and fometimes the Part 
appeared blewifh about the Ribs, wherein was contain- 
ed Matter.. And for this difcharge, they confulted to 
open the 7/orax between the 6th and 7thRib, the day 
before which this fhould’ have beendone, it happened, 
that the Patient let forth about an ounce anda half of 
bloody Matter, by which he was freed from all his pain, 
Fever, andotherSymptoms ; in which cafes were ufed 
thele Divreticks. Thefe being prefent, was prefcribed 
him a Decoétion made of Maiden-hair, Parfly-roots and 
Betony ; andif no Fever wasprefent, tothe former was 
added Smallageand Fennel. In his Diet is to be obferv- 
ed, That in thefe Wounds allinflammation be abated, 
and for this was given him Pry/az,with cold Seeds. 
rhe ad Way. The 2d way is the difcharge of this Matter by the 
| Mouth . and for this Ufe Pof/ca being taken lukewarm, 
isgood, Vinegar doth wonderfully difcufs and diflolve 
the concrete Blood’, and Ga/ez ordereth to obtund its 
Acrimony, by adding much Water to it ; in this cafe 
cooling Syrups do well, and do. work by Urine. Here 
 alfo are we advifed to obferve, Thatif the Patient do 
cough much, to make it more eafie to him, we may or- 
der him Syrup of Lyquirice;: Oxymel, or Syrup of Vi-

or Pipes. 

But to come clofe to the genuine Intentions herein re- 
quired and afterwards fhew you how this is to be treat- 
ca- 

And herein are 6 Intentions which offer themfelves : 
As firft, To {top the Flux of Blood. 2dly, To prevent 
allFluxion. 3dly, Todifcharge the contained Matter. 
athly, Todeterge anddry upthe Wound. 5thly, To 
order the inward Parts aright. And then laftly, To 
prevent all other Accidents. 

As for the firft, I have fufficiently already enlarged. 
But becaufe here fome of the concrete Blood-may be 
lodged in the Cavity of the Zhorax, this is both necefla- 
rily and fpeedily to be fuppurated. And hence there- 
fore Wounds of the Z/orax are prefently to be aggluti- 
nated, or kept open , being confentaneous in a Cut 
where the great Veins and Arteries are untoucht, and 
when no Flux of Blood doth appear here to fpeed.Ag- 
glutination, either by Suture or Ligature, orany other 
ingenious method ; for thus the Parts may be united; 
and the innate Heat preferved, andthe Matter difchar: 
ged bythe Mouth. Butif there be any fufpition of co- 


agulated or concreted Blood; the Wound is to be kept 


open, for thedifcharge of all Matter and Excrements: 
And for this Ufefome do make ule of leaden Pipes, which 
they have made for the fame purpofe, to convey and 
draw forth this Matter, called by the Greeks Pinleus, or 
Lauctorium » the Matter being difcharged, the Partsare 
to be united and dried up. } . | | 

Buta little further, as touching the coagulated Blood, 
it being a matter of great concern inthis place: Here are

vehement Coughing, witha fharp pain inthe wounded 
Side. Ibeing called, 1 ordered the Patient tolye with 
his Head downwards, and tofhut both his Mouth, Eyes 
and Ears, hereby forcing the Lungs to fend forth the 
contained blood by the Wounds. After this I put. my 
finger into the Wound for the better educing of. this

3 i We by Plato iscalled Aragpay ye, of a word which 


doth fignifie to diftinguith by fome Sepram tranf- 
ete. It is a Mulcle ferving for Refpiration,and 
doth differ from all the Mufcles of the Body in its excel- 
lency, fite, figure, andadtion. It is feated inthe Cavity 
of the Body,being o rethwart and oblique - it’s Nervous 


in the midit, and that partly for the more fecurity that 


it may perform its various motions without hurt; and 
partly that the e#a Cava, and Ocfophagus which do 
pafs through it might not be ftreightned, and fo the 
courfe of meat and blocd hindred. It is united to two 
of the mufcles of the bdomen, the Oblique Afcendent, 
and Tran{verfe ; Its figure is almoft Circular. It hath 
Veins, Nerves and Arteries allowedit. It is of much ufe;

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for it ventilates the Hypochondria, helps forwards Expul- 
fion, and doth diftinguith the noble from the ignoble 
parts; and that which is obferved by fome, in fingle 
Combats of Gladiators, fome have been feen to dye 
laughing, being wounded in this part, and f{eeing we 
have already fhewn you how it is. a round and capacious 
Mutcle,fubtended to the inward fide of the Ribs,tyed to 
them, being in the upper part flefhy,and in the lower part 
membranous and {permatique,receiving a Wound here- 
upon being the Inftrument of breathing, it fends forth 


froathy blood, a thin fpirit, the Spine mourns hereat,and 


the principal bowels are drawn upwards ; ifthe Wound 
be large, running the part into Inflammation, the brea- 
thing is very dull, accompanied with pain through 
all the parts of the Shoulder, a great Cough fucceeds 
with noife and seo the fpattle looks livid, a vomiting 
and {pitting of froathy blood follows : And they which 


are thus troubled do eat with great difficulty: The 


neighbouring parts fharing of thefe evil excrementi- 
tious juicesand humidities are attracted hereby, hence 
difturbing the whole frame of the Mind, hence follows 
Delirium; and for this very reafon the Ancients called 
this part Phrenes: hereupon happening a violent Fever 
arifing by the great confent of the Heart, Wounds here 
happening, if they penetrate not too far, are with ereat 
Care and Difficulty to be Cured, not hindring its mo- 
tion. If it happen inthe Nervous parts that a Wound! 
falls hereon, here may you declare the Cure either hope- 
lefs or helplefS ; thefe arethe general Signs. and Prefages: 
which do attend thefe Wounds. If the fleshy part of the 
Diaphragma,as we have already offered, be wounded, it 
may be-cured with care; and here are we firft to ftop 
the Flux of blood, and to prevent Inflammation by well 
Tegulating the whole Body, and to agglutinate the 


Wound with all convenient fpeed, yet not untill all 


Blood and Matter be difcharged, hence breathing of a 
Vein:

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Vein for Revulfion is proper. As touching Topicks, we 
may here ufe the fame Medicines as are direéted in 
Wounds of the 7 horax,fuch as may {top a Fiux of blood, 
prevent Inflammation, and agglutinate., the Orifice to 
be kept open bya Tent ora Silver Pipe, asis already di- 
rected ; andthe fame Intentions and Medicines which 
are already prefcribed. 

And for further fatisfaction, I will here prefent you 
with the Method how to Gure thefe, being directed by 
Glandorp, who is the Author of this following Hiftory. 

A Saylor receiving a Wound in the flethy part of 

his Diaphragma, inthe left part thereof, about the end of 
the 11th Rib of the Zhorax , within few dayes he 
was perplexed with great pains of his head, and of the 
wounded fide, neither could he breathe freely ; its 
depth was fearch’d by the Probe, and it was conje@ured 
that the Wound did penetrate. A Vein in the fame Side 
vras Breathed, and a convenient Dyet prefcribed, and 
this following Unguent was prefcribed for his Side;

Cogquantur in aqua Hordei 
q.f. Ot which he took 3 ounces with 2 {cruples of Pow- 
der of Crabs eyes, the Body being bound,fometimes the 
Patient received a Suppofitory, fometimes he took a 
Lenient by his mouth. Matter being generated hereby, 
and the Wound being mundified, the Tents were fhort- 
ned and armed withan Incarnative, and ina {hort time 
afterwards it was perfeétly skinned up.

Hefe being the Inftruments both of Voice and 
Breathing, are by the Greeks called Pxeumones, 

upon reception of the Air, which they call Pueuma, 
And although thefe in moft Creatures do hang loofe,that 


they may move more freely, yet by the mediation of — 


the Veffels of the Weazon, they are hung to the Neck, 
and tyed forwards to the Breft-Bone, and backwards to 
the Spine. And Nature taking care to maintain. this 
Motion, fhe hath united them tothe P/evra, that fo by 
this connexion they might follow the Dilatation of the 
Cheft, though it were perforated. They adhereto the 
Heart by the Pulmoniack Vein, or Arteria Venofa, and 
the ena Arteriofa. Their Figure they gain according 
to the proportion of the Parts of the Cheit; being both 
gibbous and fwelling. They are divided by a AZedéajti- 
yun into aright and left, that one Part being hurt, the 
other might work for both. Their Subftance is loofe, 
‘{pongey and rare,made as it were of frothy Blood. They 
have allowed them a Membrane bred out of the Pleura, 
They have 3 Veflels defeminated through them ; it 


receives 2 from the Heart, and thefe according to the. 


opinion offome, aretobe movedaccording tothe moti- 
on of the Lungs, others according to the Heart. Their 
ufe is to.aire the Heart imits dilatation, moderately cool- 


ing and tempering the heat of the Heart, for want of 


which the natural heat growes weak. Thefe being fra- 
med for fanning the Heart, upom being wounded they 
occafion a difficulty of Breathing ; the Blood which here 
comes forth isfpumous or frothy.

And where the Veffels are wounded which are lodged 
herein, or the Subftance of the Lungs wounded, thefe 
are generally accounted lethal for feveral Reafons, they 
being in continual motion, moztt, and. fubject to Inflam- 
mation, no Medicines eafily reaching them, alarge Flux 
of Blood attending thefe Wounds, and a great part of 
this Blood muft neceffarily fall into the 7horax,the which 
by its weight falling upon the Dzaphragma, doth caufe 
fhortne(s of Breath ; andafter all, the Heart muft confe- 
quently fhare with them in their mifchiefs, the Lungs 
having their Veffels from thence,yet dangerous Wounds 
here, have been cured ; as we fhall afterward thew by ex- 
ample.

Shall ‘here alfo continue my former Cuftome, ia 
giving you a (hort Survey of this Membrane, and its 
Ufes, and then fall to its Wounds and Curative Me- 
thod. It isa Membrane enwrapping the Heart’ {wim- 
ming in it, and defending it from Injuries, fo far diftant 
from it as its pulfifying actions do require: It arifeth at 


the bafis of the Heart, from the common difruptions of 


the Pleura,outwardly covering the Veflels of the Heart. 
Riolanus will have ita double Membrane ; it outwardly 
adheres to the AZediaftinum, in the lower part to the 
Center of the Diaphragma ; it hath {mall Arteries given 
it for its nutrition, {mall branches of Nerves it fends 
forth tothe Axillaries, and doth receive {mall Nerves 
from the left recurrent, and the 6th pair paffing to- 
wardsthe Heart. It containsin ita liquor, the which 
doth keep the Heart moift, making its motion more fa- 
cile, and prohibiting itsdrynefs. Ithath been obferved 
by Pra¢titioners, That this part being wounded, the li- 
quor hath paffed out; but the Wound being Cicatrized, 
the Patients have been recovered, and this hath renew- 
ed its growth again. This Pannicle thus covering the 
Heart, by fome being called Cap/la Cordis, being alone 
hurt is not very-dangerous, being by Ga/ex reckoned as 
an ignoble part; and hence he produceth a Story of 
Marulus the Son of Mimographus, who although his 
Heart did lye bare and uncovered, and the Pericardium 
corrupted, yet he recovered. This Membrane is fo 
much fofter than a Bone, asit is fofter than the Lungs, 
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Of Wounds in Particular. 


it lofeth its ftore of Serum, whereby the Heart is kept 


moyft; hence followes fometimes Syacope, Fever, and 


Cardtalgia, or Palpitation of the Heart. Wounds hap- 


pening here are to be dreft as you'do thofe of the Dia- 
phragma and other parts of the Thorax ; and therefore 
I fhall not infift hereon, but give further fatisfa@ion as 
touching fome Hiftorical Ob{ervations hereof. 

And the firft is of Benivenius, Cap. 42. de Abditis,who 
writes in cutting off an Abfcefs which grew upon the 
7th Vertebre, the which had eroded the inward Mem- 
brane by its Matter, a little part of the Heart lay bare 
to fight, yet this Man by great Care and Diligence being 
ufed, was Cured hereof and recovered. 

And Cardanus, Comment, ad Aphor. 18. lib. 6. Apho- 
rifms. Flipp. writes; That in-4ntonius Algiate he {aw part 
of the Pericardium ablated, and the Man cured, but 
fomewhat of fufpition remained, for he lived not many 
years: And-hence indeed Petrus Salius deCurat. Mor- 
borum pag. 256. cap.7. writes, That thefe Affects of the 
Pericardium do generally bring a.Confumption in the 
end, and hereupon happening a Heétick Fever, to 
Micra oft-times a Syacope is connexed, the Patients die 
hereof. :

E arrive now. at the Prince of the middle Re- 

gion, the great Mafter of life, and the Foun- 
tain of, Arterial blood. And as the Soul of man is 
by it felf individual and fimple, the which Hip. calls 
piers dgaris watura inalpedabilis, although it be indivi- 
dual in the whole, yet it is faid to be manifold in refpect 
of its variety of faculties, and diffimilar ftru@ture of 
Organs. Of the upper we have already difcourfed,we come 
now to the fecond and middle, where we may fee the 
Heart as Plato calls it the feat s% Supsxt, becaule dySelay 
uxt, by Phyficians it is faid to be the houfe of the vital 
faculty, or dex 7% Seu wal 7% Cay the principle of life, and 
firft author of pulfation, which flourifhing all parts do. 
exhilarate, this languifhing they pine away, and this pe- 


_ rifhing they decay. The Philofopher writes that this 


contains in it the artificial fire of Zezo, herein being 


contained the divine and celeftial heat,- the which former. - 


times feigned, fetcht its heat from Heaven, hereby giving 
life to man. _ It’s a Bowel carries in it much dignity, 
for it is not tobe long corrupted with injuries,neither does

ginning of life, and elaboratory of the vital Spirit, be- 
ing in continual motion, full of blood, and this oft- 
times emptying it felf into the cavity of the Thorax,there 
threatning {uffocation, as I have already faid. If it hap- 
pens in any of the Ventricles, this wound muift necef- 
farily be lethal, by reafon of the great expence of blood 
which is made and loft. Another ill affect here may be the 
Air, the which paffing into the wound does  ofttimes 
occafion death. If the wound do happen in the fub- 
{tance of the heart,and do not reach any of its Ventricles, 
the Patient may live for two or three days but not much 
longer. ‘The prince of life being corrupted, doth foon 
diftribute and fhare of itshurts to all its f{ubje& parts, 
and thefe of neceflity muft contract by their Rivulets 
from the Fountain of its hurts and mifchiefS, it being 
as the Radix or Ocean both of Veins and Arteries, it be- 
ing as Ariffotle writes the beft of all bowels, diftribu- 
ting to, and not receiving from any part, giving life 


and motion unto others, and diffufing its proper virtues 


as it pleafeth it felf, and expofing its griefs and for- 


_ tows to other partsaccording as. it thinks fit. Hip. Aphor. 
6. affirms that wounds of the heart are lethal, efpecially 
if they be large, and penetrate its ventricles. Superficial 


woundshere happening may be cured. But thefe wounds 
whatfoever are fo rarely cured,that you fhall{carce read 
of any one man here being wounded to have recovered, 


but in the fpace of two or three hours to have yield-

‘dants hereupon. The cure of an Artery cut is much 
more difficult than that-ofa Vein, becaufe the-Arterial 


kf Blood. is more fluxile, and its body more hard'and always. 


in motion. An Artery cut overthwart, is fooner -heak 
ed than that which is incifed longwife. 
As'to the Cure, we are advifed by Galen to caufe a 
» fpeedy ftop to this flux, and-then to cure the wound, 
And this is to be done either by averfion or derivation, 
or making the matter more firm that it make no fur- 
ther addrefs, by obftrudting the mouths of the Vefiels, ei- 
ther by joining the lips ef the wound together, or by 
obturation of the Veffels by comprefiing them together 
with the fingers, and keeping them fo comprefied until 
the blood do become grumous.I have already in the begin- 
ning of my difcourfe thown eight feveral ways of {tanch- 
ing of blood, and this may be done either by a certain 
regulation of the whole body, or well ordering of the 
aifeCted part.

As for fuch wounds as do not penetrate they are 
void of danger -unlefs they be very large; and that is 
worfe which is made.in the middle part than-in the fides, 
for the middle part is more nervous, and mote-difficult 


to ftitch ups befides the guts do more eafily pafs outhere — 


than at.the fides and fo do hinder agglutination. And as 
Celfus faith, all. penetrating wounds are accounted dan- 
gerous, becaufe they are moft commonly. large and al- 
ways deep, becaufe the air which pafieth into the wound 
does hurt the guts, and likewife alfo becaufe the mat- 
ter .ofttimes.does fall into the Capacity thereof. And 
he furthernoteth, that as he cannot efcape whois wound- 
ed in the body-of the Brain, Stomach, in the Gate Vein 


of the Liver, or whofe fpinal marrow 1s {mittens foalfo 


may he not be faid to be cured, to whom the middle 
of the Lungs, Jejune, fmall Guts, Kidneysor Bladder are 
wounded. In-thefe wounds thefe Intentions are required, 
If any part comes out,to repofe this,then to ftitch up-the 


wound, to apply agglutinative Medicines, and to remove . 


all evil Symptoms. We {hall treat of the parts by them- 
felves. And here. by way of Caution as touching our 
future herein required , we are to. confider how much 
of the part weare to take up to ftitch with the Needle, 
for if here we take up but a {mall part, the thread will 
cut it through, if too great a part, we :fhall occafi- 
on pain. Secondly, that we make convenient {paces

 F the cafe be, that the Inteftines or Omentum do. 
| come out of the wound, thefe with all {peed are to be 
reftored. But if they have,been out long, and the ori- 
fice of the wound: be fmall, and by reafon.of the cold 
air thefe parts are filled with flatuofity, fo,as that they 
cannot be reduced, you are in this cafe according to Cel- 
fus’s advice firft to make an inearnative fomentation to. 
difperfe this wind, and then.to try the repofition of the 
parts. The fomentation may be made of Camomile,Spick- 
nard, Squinanth, Melilot, Dill, Pennyroyal, Worm- 


wood, Mints, Balm, Lavender, .and all.the carminative + | 


feeds and berries boyled.in Wine, ,in which. 1s tobe dipt 
a {punge, and fo to.apply it warm,to the,affected part. 
Rhafis for this purpofe doth apply the Lungs of Animals 
hot hereto. The flations being thus diflipated,. the Inte-. 
{tines are to be reduced with your fingers. If the Omen- 
tum do come forth at the wound, and by reafon of 
eold it hath got aftrange colour, and purchafed an un- 
natural hardnefs in it, fo. far asthe part is corrupt, this 


‘tsto-be cut away: but if it carries its native colour, and | 


no. change do appear in it, this are we to.repofe into its 
proper place; and if the wound be fo. {mall as we cannot 
get it in with our fingers, we are advifed by a fearching.

tick decoction. Some there are who for this ufe do ufe: 
a Golden wire, and hereby do cut away all the putre-. 
fied part. ‘The next intention after this is to ftitch the:

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wound up by Gaftroraphiz. By Aquapendens there are 
fet down 3 forts of thefe ftitches: the firft performed by 
thrufting the needle through the skin and the Mufcles, 
even to the Peritonexm not touching it; then from with-

‘Thefe being done, 
the next Intention is to apply agglutinative emplafters 
or powders, of which I have already directed fufficiently 5 
over which may be applied Ewpl. Diapalma, de Beto- 
mica, Barbarune Stipticum, or the like. Galen propo- 
feth the fourth {cope is to prevent the hurting of any no- 
ble‘parts; and thismay be occafioned either by pain, or 
a collection of matter or blood in the cavity of the .4b- 
omen, Gal. for the firlt, 6. azeth. cap. 4. advifeth to 
embrocate all the parts from the Arm-pits to the Inguens 
with Olive-oyl warmed ; or oyl of Camomile, ‘Dialthza 
or Rofes for this wfe is better. And asto the fecond acci- 


dent, matter and blood may well fall ftom the lips ofthe - 


wound into the Abdomen, and may not only offend the 
Guts but alfo all the other contained parts, for hereby 
fometimes a Tumour is caufed, fometimes a Dropfie gene- 
rated.- And thefe figns do certifie their being imward- 
ly contained 5 as firft, the weight fhews the fame with

Med. writes 
ofa wound happening in the belly which. was made by 
afmall Knife, it was the breadth of a hand lacerated, and 
the Inteftines came out the breadth. of two hands, the In- 
teftines were reftored, and the wound in 24. hours confo- 
lidated, and. the wound in the fpace of 15. days, was re- 
covered, upon which wound was put.old wooll,. wath- 
ing it twice a day with Aqua. Ade/lis until it washealed. 

Another fhall be of the Omentum,the which falling out 
of a wound, the Abdomen being cut and wounded, the 
Patient recovered, and this is of Galen de ufu part. 
lib. 4. cap. 9. That the Omentum was framed tor warmths 
fake is fufficiently evident, although in. thofe who 
have been wounded in their Abdomen,in which wounds 
this hath fallen out,. being hereby made livid,, this com- 
pells the Chirurgeon to cut off the. hurt part. All fuch 
therefore do find their ftomachs cold, and do-not well 
digeft their victuals, and. do. furnifh themfelves with 
many. outward coverings, efpecially when.a great part 
of this is taken away, as it happened. once to. a Fencer 
where we were forced to cut it almoft all.quite off, yet this 
man recovered,, yet he the remainder of his life was ever 
hurt by any outward cold, and was not able to endure 
anaked:belly, but ever did wear a quilt well thickned:

7T HE. Kellby the Greeks is called iatwacey of garaata 
a to. f{wim,in Latine Owentuw, this {wimming upon.

fweeping up its fuperfluities.. Itis.a large membrane, {ci= 

tuated upon the bottom of the Stomach, and downward} 
over the Guts unto the Navel: It’s fattned’to the Stos 
mach, Spleen, and Colon. Its form islike-a purfe-net or 
Faulkners-bag, confifting: ofa double membrane knit to: 
gether at the bottom. Its membranes are two lying one 
upon the top of another, It hath many Veins-arifing 
from the Port-vein. It hath its. Arteries from the Celia. 
cal. and Mefenterical branches. The fat is very plentiful: 
about thefe Veflels. Its ufes are to keep the guts moift; 
and it warms.and comforts the Stomach, and in time of 
Famine it fuppliesa kind of fubfidiary nourifhment to: 
the natural heat. Having given you the abftra® of the 
Anatemy of the Kell, whereas I have already fhown’ 
in fome meafure how it isto be dealt with if it comes: 
out the abdomen being wounded ;, here thall we brief. 
ly thew how to cure any part thereof which is either- 
cut, or hanging along while out of the wound, eafily” 
caufing it to putrify and gangrenate. Ifany part theré= 


fore of the Omentum comes out, and by reafon‘of cold?

Of a wound of the Omentum not being well 
handled whence did arife a gangrene, Glandorp hath it 
in O6f. 29. lib. fpec. Chirurg. the which I thall fet down 
here for thy better management if occafion doth or may 
require. ‘The Hiftoryis ofa Nobleman who challeng-

met, the Scholar wounded the Nobleman a little under 
the Navel the length of 6 fingers, out of which came 
forth part of the Omentum, with fome of the Guts, yet 
unhurt. The Chirurgeon which was imployed negleés 
this wound of the Omwetum, and doth repofe the cold 
parts, and ftitcheth up the wound, whence in thefeventh 
day when the putrified matter could not obtain an eva- 
cuation, a Fever did hereupon arife, with frequent pér- 
turbations of the mind.

Some for this ufe do much commend the Juice of Pilo- 
Sella, Pentaphyl. and Tormentil. others do ufe the Juice 
of Elme, and do account this as an excellent Medicine. 
They do take the bladders out of the Tree which grow 
in the month of Atay, and out of thofe they take a li- 
quour contained in them, and this they ufe as a moft ad- 
mirable Remedy. FaWopius writes that he faw an Em- 
pirick who fold this Oy! for agglutinations of wounds, 
and this being applied'to the deepeft ftabs, within the 
{pace of twenty four hours it cures infallibly. 

Thus have we fhown the firft two Intentions, the 3 Intention. 
third is to reduce the Gut into its proper place, and 
a future to be made in the Abdomen, it being firft 
Fomented with fome warm reftringent Wine, over 
which alfo may be applied of the former reftringent 
powder.

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CHAP. LXV. 
Of Wounds of the Liver. 


{A 7 E come next to difcourle of the Liver, being in 
VW Latine called Feexur, quaft Fuxta Cor, being a 
large bowel feated in the right Hypochondry under the 
Diaphragua,round and {mooth in its convex part,and in 
its lower part concave. Its fubftance is foft and red, much 
refembling concrete blood. Adalpighius who by Micro- 
{copes hath moft accurately viewed its fab{tance and in- 
wards parts; hath herein obferved many things unknown 
to former ages. As firft, the fubftance hereof in Man is 
contexed of Lobes,and thefé framed out of the Glandules, 
the which affording a heap of fmall Ramifications, are 
invelted with a proper circumfcribing membrane. And 


that the whole maf of the Liver doth confitt of rough. 


Glandules, and diverfe Ramifications of Vefilels,. and 
hence is it, that they fhould work together, Nature hath 
neceflarily interceded a commerce between thefe Vet 
felsand thofe Glandules. Thirdly that the Veffels of 
the Port, hollow, and biliary dudéus,do run through all 
the branches into thefe little Lobes in an equal number, 
and that the branches of the Gate Vein do carry the 
power of the Arteries, and that there is fuch a commerce 
and fociety between the Gate-vein and biliary dudus,that 
both their ramifications are {trongly knitby one and the 
fame knot. The ramifications of thefe Veftels are not 
joined together by Anaftomofis, but thefe rough Glan- 
dules conftitute the chief part of the Liver, and fo 
they order fome of thefe for conveying others for re- 
ceiving into thefame. Hence may be conjeCtured that 
the Liver is a conglomerated glandule, {training the Bi- 


lis. 
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H's, And hence may we well contradict the opinion of 
the Antients, who did afcribe to the Liver the principal 
faculty of fanguifications for we evidently fee that it is 
but asa‘colaturefor the Bilis. It’s covered with a fall 


membrane adhering to its Parenchywa, and from this. 


do-many {mall watery bladders arife, from. whence com- 
eth the Dropfie hereof, as Platerus obferveth. It’s tied 
by three ligaments, tothe Abdowen by the umbilical 
Vein; fecondly to the: Diaphragma upwards from the 
right part,. by a large thin membranous ligament taken 
from the Peritoneun called Sufpenforium 5 the third 
upwards-alfo-to the Diaphragwa. It’smade of a Paren- 
chymatous fubftance, much refembling the fubftance of 


a Bullocks Liver 5 the wifes of which Parenchymaare ve-- 


ry. confiderable, fhowing it felf to be the principal part 


of the Liver, the other parts being but as fubfervients: 
to it, for the ligaments do ftrengthen its: fite,a coat. 
eOvers it, the Gate-vein’ brings it blood, the common: 
Capfola. adminiftreth to it, the Artery and: Hepatick. 
Nerve do pay their fervice partly to the Port-vein,. 
partly to:the common Capfula and biliary pore, the.{mall 
branches of the Meza Cava and Hepatick Dudus do

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Celfus lib. 5. cap. 26. gives us thefe as Signs of a 


‘wounded Liver,viz. a great flux of blood in the right fide, 


the fides all .drawn up towards the fpine, the Patient 
doth delight to lie upon his Belly; fometimes vomiting 
of Choler doth happen, the blood which iffueth out 
is thick,the Pulfe is hereby deprefled, the Patient looketh 
of a white and afhey colour, accompanied with Cough 
and ‘Fever, ‘their water is bloody, and by their fiege 
they.are feen to difcharge both bloody and purulent 
matter... The wound happens in the right fide, and un- 
der the {purious ribs in that fide, at the hurt hereof the 
Heart is much concerned. 


Superficial wounds here: happening may admit cure, 


but largeand deep wounds (Hzpp. Aph. 18. lzb. 6.) ad- 
mit no cure. Ifcold f{weats attend the Patient, and he 
is very fubject to faint, if the extreme parts grow chilly, 
thefe declare death near. If inflammation feconds the 
wound, hence certainly follows Fever and Symcope, a 


troubled urine,,and corrupt excrements, all which are 


Harbingers of death. 


If the wound be deep and large, penetrating the fub- - 


ftance of the Liver and dividing fome of its great bran- 
ches, this cure is rather to. be committed to the Minifter 
than tothe Chirurgeon: but where any hopes may offer 
of cure, where no great flux of blood doth follow the 


wound, nor any Ichor floweth hence, when the Liver 


is lightly wounded, here may we attempt its cure, by 
prefcribing a cooling diet, and fuch as 1s of:an aggluti- 


"Native quality; and for this purpofe, Rice and Barley- 


water-are good, adding hereto Borage-leaves, Plantain, 
or Panadoés, or Milk, all thefe to be ufed until all dan- 
ger of inflammation be over. For this ufe alfo Phlebo- 


tomy is very proper, or he may drink Wine mixt and

¥ nts enka all the other parts out by Anatomy;, 
- we come next tothe Ventricle which is accoun- 
ted Natures Workhoufe, the Kitchin of the body, where- 
in:are fhown the Organs and Inftruments that both. 
maintain the family of the body, and ‘its {pirits. And 
feeing the life-tide of every creature is inconftant, and 
doth quickly pofte away, Nature doth endeavour by rea- 
fon of: the continual expenfé of* his threefold fubftance ~ 
whereof he confifteth, to conclude the breachby refpira-- 
tion and nutriment: This Ventricle is an Organick part 
placed in the lower Venter, and isthe Inftrument of 
chylfication. It lies under the Diaphragwee as: it were 
hanging in the middle of the body ‘its left part is largeft 
and more round towards- the bottom}. and is placed in — | 
the left Hypochondry, giving: way tothe Liverin-its 
right. It hath two Orifices, and’both in its upper part; 
the left of which is generally called the upper mouth of 
the Stomach. It hath allowed it circular Fibres that it 
may {hut its Orifice. It’s by this Orifice that we let down 
our meat anddrink,. it’s placed in the Epigafttical Regi- » 
on. Its right Orifice commonly calléd its: lower part,

When the Ventricle is wounded, we are to enquire 
into thefe its proper figns, and if poffibly, to gain the 
true place of the wound ; the which having once pur- 
chafed, we are to fee how far it penetrates. In thefe 
wounds all fatty and oleaginous meats are to be fhunned, 
and fuch as are Euchymick and eafie of digeftion are to 
be here elected. Let the Patient eat and drink very fpa- 
ringly. Outwardly may be applieda Decoétion made 
of chalybeated water wherein have been boiled Comfre 
foots, Sumach, Myrtills, Cicers » and Pimpinel. The 
common and general Intention of the inward parts is, 
that all fuch things are here to be prefcribed which are 
moft familiar to the nature and conftitution of the Pa- 
tient, and fuch as may moft properly be allowed for his 
nourifhment, fuch as are Partridge, Pheafant, Rabets, 
Blackbirds, Plover and the like. If the body be pletho- 
rique breath a Vein. If cacochymick. difcharge the pec- 
cant humour with fome convenient Cathartick. Thefe ra- 
ther to be given Clyfterwife than by the mouth, This 
he may take every morning by his mouth, as Syrup of 
Myrtills, of dried Rofes mixt with the decoction of Cen- 
taury, Comfrey and Betony, to which may be addeda 
little powder of the Trach. de Carabe or Spod. Dj. in 
thefe cafes allo Saccharum Rofatum is good And becaufe 
agglutinationis the greateft intention in thefe wounds, 
you may order your Patient to take every morning of 
Eleduar.

denburgh. Thus the Knife which was for feven weeks 
and two days lodged in the upper part of the Ventricle, 


and had contratted a ftrange colour, was taken out by 


him,the wound being made by incifion,proper medicines 
being applied the Patient recovered, and by his Wifdom, 
Induftry and Art he was perfeétly cured. 


Fallopius de vuln. cap. c. 12. writes that he. cured 


both a Woman.and a Man from whom both chyle and 
meat did pats. 


He cured a Woman, who being fhotby a 
leaden bullet from the fore & back part, or quite through, 
perfeGtly recovered. But if a great wound do hap- 
pen in the mouth of the Stomach, it brings {peedy 
death with it becaufé of the excellency of this part, and 
its confent it hath with the Heart.

Spigelixs doth obferve that thofe that have large Veins 
have: alfo a large Spleen. Its figure is long; its colour 1s 
fublivid or of a leady colour. It’s covered with a ‘double 
membrane, the..outward arifing from the Peritonenm, 
the otheris its proper coat,. between ‘either’ of which is 
inferted a plenty of Lymphedu@s endowed with many 
valves, It hath innumerable thin and {trong Fibres fra- 
med out of Filaments intertexed with admirable art. Be- 
fides thefe Lymphatick veflels, it receiveth other veftels 
as Veins, Nerves, Arteries; Its Arteries arifing from the 
left branch of the Celiaca, it {ends forth the {plenetick 
branch out of its blunt part. Its Nerves it doth receive 
from the fixth pair. Its office isto makea fubacid matter 
out of the artcrious blood. We come now to its being 
wounded, where we may by thefe figns colle& its hurt. 
Fhis part being well replenifhed with Arteries, being of 
afpungy and loofe fubftance, framed and nourithed asit 
were by athick,black and melancholick blood,when this 
part is wounded there follows inflammation; yet whenit 
is lightly wounded,thefe wounds are of nogreat moment, 
for inward medicines may with eafe reach this part.

It hath one cavity perviated with three 
Foramens, two at itsneck, and one at theend of the U- 
reter entring it. It receiveth its Arteries from the Hypo- 
galtrical Arteries pafling into the fides of its neck, carry- 
ing blood to it for itsnutriment.

\ X 7 E come laft of all to the parts appointed for pro- 

creation, being the Genital parts, where we are 
to {tay a while and view thefe parts by Anatomy.. And 
firft to begin with the Teftes or Tefticles being proper 
parts hanging out beyond the Abdomen and planted in 
the.Scrotum, they are called Teftes becaufe they tefti- 
fy amans virility. They are in number two, partly that 
the feed may proceed more happily; partly that one of 
thefe being taken away, it might be neceflary for the 
other to perform the office of both. They are placed 
at the root of the Pewés and hid up in a Scrotam. They 
much refemble a Pidgeons Egg. They have a peculiar fub- 
{tance the like of which is not to be feen in the whole 


body, white and {oft, being made of innumerable minute - 


funicles of feminiferous veflels. They are in a great 
errour who do account thefe glandules, for they neither 
have in them thetemper, fubftance or ufe of glandules. 
They receivefmall Arteries fromthe Spermzaticks, and do: 
fend forth {mall Veins to. the Cava and left Ewulgent. 
Its Nerves it receives from the fixth pair. The fanguiferous 
Vefiels do enter the fubftance of the Tefficles, and whe- 
ther they do end in the albugineous coat, is a doubt not 
yet refolved. They are wrapt about with an albugi- 
neous and vaginal coat. They have two Mufclesallowed 
them, called Cremafteres or Sufpenforii. Outwardly 
they are covered with a Scrotumas with a Purle or Bag. 
To thefe alfo do belong, Vafa deferertia, Veficule femi- 
naridé, Proftate,and the like,all which being-at large dif- 
courfed of by Anatomifts I fhall {peak no further hereof. 
Now come we tothe Peis, where alfo are we : fee 
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Of Wounds in Particular. 
how this wérile member is framed and conftituted- 
‘Fhe Seed being made ready in the former Veflels,does re- 
quire a peculiar Inftrument for its mjection, for the per- 
formance of which Nature hath ordained that part 
which we call Pew#s. This being an Organick part ap- 
pointed for injection of the Sperm in Uterum, and alfo 
for excretion of the Urin. It’s placed at the root of 
the Os Pzbis, it hath along and almoft round figure, 
not being alike in all people. It confilts of a Caticula, 
Cutis, Membrana Carnofa, and a proper fubftance, 
wanting fat. The Urethra or Urinary paflage is placed 
in its lower part, which inwardly is invefted with a 


thin and fenfible, outwardly with a fibrous and caver- 
nous membrane, continued all along its neck. It hatha 


good large paflage, fave only in its fore-part where the 


Glans is joyned to the nervous bodies. Its ufe is to con- 
vey and conduct the feed through it, and alfo to let the 
Urin pafs throughit, and hence Nature hath appointed 
two {mall Cavities into it for the letting the feed into 
it. In the upper part of ‘the Urethra he two ner- 


vous bodies, conftituting the greateft part of the Yard. 


At the end of the Pewis is planted a g/azs, or by fome 
called Caput Penis, in the which the two nervous 
bodies do end with the Urethra: it hatha Turbinat 
Figure; its colour is fomewhat fublivid, but tumefying 
itisred. It obtains a proper fubftance, being flefhy, 
foft, fpungious and ofa quick fenfe invefted witha thin 
Membrane. Outwardly it is covered with a Preputium 
which is framed of a Cuticula and C#tzs, in its lower 
part itis tied to the Glaws by a Frenum or bridle. It 
takes its Arteries from the Aypogaffricis {prinkled 
through its nervous bodies running through its length, 
it fends forth Veins inwardly to the Hypogaftricis, out- 
wardly to the Pudendis. It's moved by four Mutcles. 
Thus have I given you an Anatomical defcription of 
thefe parts, we now proceed to them being wounded. 
“bt 2 ‘Where 
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Where firft we are to inquire into the figns. And be- 


caufe thefe parts are endowed with an exquifite fenfe, 
great care isto be had as tonching their Cure that they 
may not be vexed with pain or Inflammation, thefe parts — 
being very plentifully ftored with Veins and Arteries. 
For as Paracelfus writes, wounds happening in thefe 
parts are accompanied with great pain, and very fubje& 
are they to inflammation. The whole body therefore 
being well ordered, and a good diet prefcribed, and 
Phlebotomy directed, we are next to come to the 
wounded parts, where we are both to provide againft 
pain and inflammation, for which ufes thefe are very pro- — 
per Medicines. Againft pain may be ordered fuch things 
as may mitigate it, and for this, 2. Atalv. Violar. Solan. 
au. MU. j. Furfur. pag. ij. coquantur in Sapa, and apply 
itto the part. Qyl of Rofes, Chamomile or Dill will do 
the fame, anointing the circumjacent parts therewith. And 
“for. Inflammation by Romdeletins we are advifed to

and Vineger boiled together to be applied warm. and 
renewed until the pain remit. If it ceafe not by thefe, 
you may add powder of Camomel flowers, Azelilot 
flowers, Red Rofes, and Elder flowers, and make it in- 
to a Catapl. tothe wounded part.

This inflammation with inflation of his Pewis, 
and tumour of his Scrotum and Tefticles ftill encrea- 
fing, he required the help of another and better Chirur- 
geon, who by applying very hot medicines hereto with- 
in three days had made an Effhiowmenus. The Chirur- 
geon having all his Inftruments ready for taking off his 
yard, with medicines before the operation, the Patients 
friendscalled Foreffzs into confultation,and feeing that the 
Efihiomenus had not only poffeffed the whole Pewis but 
had alfo reached the Tefticles, he conjectured that if the 
whole members fhould be taken off the Patient would 
die under the Chirurgeons hands in the operation; and 
becaufe in one part hereof the Peis did appear black 
and corrupted, and as if it were mortified and f{titking, 
it was by general confent agreed to have all this remo- 
ved becaufe they were not to be brought to their former 
natural form. And this to be done with ahot Knife. 
Within a while the whole member grew corrupted, whofe 
corruption reached the Tefticles, this Chirurgeon would 
alfo have this amputated, but this was not agreed upon.

q. f-ad emul{unr, The remainer of the Efthiomenus was 
horrible in afpeé, fo as the ‘whole member feemed ta be 
correpted with a black ulcer, pafling into a gangrene, 
putritying the parts, and with that ill fmell thas noman 
could come near him.and this on a fudden. While there- 
fore the Chirurgeon was cutting away thefe putrified 
parts,- the {mell fo encreafed that one could fcarce re- 
main in the room. Hence the Fever encreafed, and out 
of this ill {mell did arife inflammation of his Throat, for 


which was ordered this Gargarifm. kk Deco. Hord. 


uundat. & Liguirit. tbj. Syr. violar. Ro fe fice. ams ¥j, 
mifcepro Gargarifmate. And for his drought was pre- 
feribed him this following. R Syr. violar. SIS. Syn. granas 
for. z}. and this he took frequently.. After this the F ever 
began fomewhat to abate » and the corrupt parts 
to be taken off by degrees. The aboveliid Cataplafin 
was applied to the parts again. The putrifaction. was 
of that largenef$ that it proceeded even to the Te- 
fticles, Over the Cataplafm was applied a double linnen 
cloath dipt in Renifh-wine. But at la{t the Patient died, 
The Chirurgeon which only remained with Forefius ap-. 
plied only this Digeftive to the putrified cut parts. R. Te: 
reb. feled. tb}. vitel. Ovor.n.6. Atel Rofar. colat. ij. 
OL Rof. 2ij. Farin. Hord. Ellij. flat Degeftivum. After. 
wards he ufed this incarnative powder with ‘the Dige- 
ltive.R. Sang. Drac. 3Uj. Maftich. Thurs Myrrh ar. 53}. 
Gum. Elem. Bol. Armen. Alumin. aft. an. Bij.mifce, frat 
Pulvis fubt. 

Another Hiftory we meet in Glandorp Obf. 37. fol. 
179.who relates of a youngman who being about to take 


out 
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Out his right Tefticle, in his work he made the Tefticle: 
to {well and encreafe into a great maf$, hence fucceeded 
a great delirating pain. The inward Vein of the Ta/us 
being opened, and a Clyfter adminiftred, the whole 
Scrotum with the Tefticle and all its cirenmiacent parts: 
were anointed with oyl of Roles, and above thefée was 
applied a digeftive and corroborating Cataplafm, the 
Tent being armed with mel Rofarum, over which was 
applied E mpl. Diapal.by which he was happily cured. We 
had two in this our City of Norwich which endeavour-— 
ed to caftrate themfelves upon the very thoughts of not 
marrying, miftrufting thatif ever they fhould have any 
children, they could not maintain them: The firft of 
which had taken out and cut of both his Tefticles, but 
hereby occafioning fuch a flux of blood as was paft his 
skill to ftop, he fendeth for a Chirurgeon ofour Town 
who {peedily {tops this and heals up the wound, and 
cures the Patient. The fecond not being {0 couragious, 
but entering upon his intended operation, could not with 
fuch dexterity act his part; but upon undertaking to 
take the firft out, he occafions fuch a flux of blood as he 
thought would {peedily have rewarded his bold attempt 
with death. Hence was forced to fend for a Chirurgeon, 
who after having ftopt the flux did agglutinate the 
wound, and the Patient remains in very good health. 
Beniveninus cap. 68. de Abditis, writes of aMonk Another: 
being cured, who. by reafon of his zeal of chaftity but 
yet indifcreet and lefs rational obfequioufnefs did cut off 
his Pezis 5 from which iflued a great flux of blood, 
which required a great ‘care and induftry to ftop; For 
here it behoves every of the Veins to.be taken up and 
to be bound up, that their mouths might be ftopt, the 
which being done, the remainder of the cure was not 
very difficult until the wound was almo{t quite cured, 
and he healed. 
Ehave alfo read of a Baker who. fufpecting his Mee Be ace 
or 
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for Adultery, to be avenged of her, doth amputate ‘his 
Tefticles, who fhould fhe conceive, he was refolved -not 
to own it, making himfelf deftitute for any fuch opera- 
tion, by his amputation, whence he fhould certainly 
know as he conjectured by this mad trick (than which 
furely could never be a greater) whether his Wife was 
honeft or not. This {tory Acakza reports, Com. ad Art. 
parv. Galen. ‘Thus have I run through all the parts of 
the three Venters 5 if any more {tudious, and a greater 
lover of Truth and Learning and Pradtice hath had great- 
er experience than what herein is offered, I defire that 
he would pleafe to lend fome of his light. ButI pro- 
ceed now tothe extream parts, where I fhall briefly dif- 
courfe of them, and fo conclude this my whole Treatifé 
of Wounds both in General and Particular.

: A Mongft the Joints may. be reckoned the Shoulders, 


Arms, Cubit, Wrift, Fingers,’ Thigh, Leg, and 
Foot. | We begin firft with the Scapula’s,where we may 
fee the scapula moved by four Mulclés, Serratus mixor 
fubftrated to the Pectoral Mufcle from the four upper 
ribs; Trapezius or CxcnH aris, the which does carry the 
refemblance of a Monks-hood; Rhomboides,being alarge, 


broad, and fquaremufcle, and Levator Patientie. Ha- 


ving given you the brief Anatomy of this part, as-to the 
cure of thefe being wounded, by reafon of the» many 
Tendons implanted, here muft neceflarily be ufed care 
and induftry, for thefe parts. are cold, and hence cold be- 
ing their greateft enemy you are to defend them fromit. 
As to the Mufcles being wounded, ‘you are firft to pro- 
vide againft all ill fymptomes by breathing of'a Vein and 


a good order of diet, and by Catharticks. Andas touch 


ing the wounded part, here are we firft to {top the flux, 
then to bring the wound to a fair digeftion by Turpen- 


tine, Bafilicon, the Yolks of Egos, Saffron, and the like, 


then mundefie with honey of Rofes, Juice of Smallage,&c. 
Fill up with incarnatives, as Aureum, Fufcum, Balfam. 
Lucatell, Arce.and skin either with Diapalma, or Defic- 
cativum Rubrum. It {titching be here required, youare 
here to take deep ftitches, and fow faft, left through 
the weight of the arm the wound may fly open again, 
hereby {tudying the keeping ofevery Nerve or Tendon 
untouched 5 over this {titched part may you apply fome 
of the former agglutinative powders. And if you think 
at neceflary, put ina Tent at the bottomof the jouer

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for the difcharge of the matter ; ever obferving to give e- 
very part its due motion, andytherefore to place it in its

Foreflus Obf. 24. fol. 109. lib. 6. writes of one being: 
wounded fromthe “upper part of the‘back in the Mul- 
cles of the’ Scapula with a deep and occult wound,. not 
penetrating the inward parts, but lying hid under the 
Mauicles; whence a cavity was'made inats bottoti towards 
the:lower! pait;and-matter was colleéted, and brought 
thence upwards: .

a HE Arm hath allowed it eight Mutcles, as Deltois 
Juprafpizatus lifting it up, Latiffimus or Ani 
Sealptor, Rotundus major, thefe bringing itdown; Pe- 
Goralis, thisbringing it forward, thence called the Box- 
ing Mufcle; Infra Spinatus, Subfcapularis, and Ro- 
tundus, thefe drawing it backwards. Wounds happen- 
ing inthe bough of the Cubit are dangerous becaufe 
of the great Veins. Wounds of the Cubit are fufpicious 
alfo in refpe& of Convulfion and Inflammations, “Thé 
German Chirurgeons are very fcrupulous in medling 
with wounds of the Biceps, forthat it hath but a {lender 
beginning and ending,but a thick flefhy belly: but of this 
more in wounds of the Elbow. As tothe Cure here, if 
either the Veins, Nerves or Arteries be wounded, you 
haveialready methods fhown how to cure thefe. If any 
of the Mufcles be wounded, to prevent pain and inflam- 
mation, and {top the flux of blood, keep the body 


foluble and other parts in good temper. If the wound 


happens according tothe Fibres of the Mutcles, a good 
ligature goesa great way in the cure. If the woundbe 
tran{verfe, you are to ftitch this up, leaving a cavity in 
the bottom of the wound, into: which you areto put a 
Tent armed with a digeftive to cleanfe it inwardly. 
Outwardly may you apply fome reftringent powder and 
fuch as may agglutinate, then perform the reft of the in- 
tentions as I have already fhown you.

Of Wounds of the Hand and Fingers. 


€@ Onfidering the admirable frame and ftructure of the 
had 


hand ‘being as the Inftrument . of Inftruments, and 


its proper action 1sapprehenfion, and this made accord- 
ing to our will by its mufcles, we here ought to enquire 
into its Mufcles which are of two forts, fome guiding the 
motion of the whole hand, others only moving the fin- 
gers. Im the whole, the Mufcles which are allowed to 


betong to the whole hand.are accounted forty in num- 


ber, four of the Wrift, four ofthe Radius, three of the 


Palm of the hand, and twenty nine of the fingers, Of 
thefe there are nine inflecters, two bending, the fore-fin- 
gers and feven the thumb ; the extenders being twenty, 
{ixteen extending the four fingers, in which number are 
included Lumbricales, and Intereff2z, the other four 


do extend the thumb. Having given thus a brief dif- 


courfe of the Mufcles of the hand and its fingers, here 
weare to note, that ifany of its Tendonsor Ligaments 
be wounded, that you drefs thefe in the fame manner asI 
have already fhown you to cure wounds of the Nerves 
and Tendons. If any of its Veins be cut ftop the flux 
and cure it as you do wounds of the Veins and Arteries; 
and if only fome of its Mufcles be wounded cure 
thefe wounds as I have directed you in wounds happen- 
ing in the flefhy parts. 

I fhall conclude this with fome remarkable Hiftories. 
The Firft isof Foref?. fol. 176. cap. 37. where he writes 
of a young man who received a wound in the left hand 
tran{verfly made by a fword by his Brother, which 
wound paft through the hollow of his hand even to

his little finger. Infomuch:as that all the Nerves about that 
part and Tendonswere tranfverfly incifed. The wound 
was{ftitcht up in three places, putting tentsbetween eve- 
ry future dipt in the white of an Egg and Bol. Armeny 
for the {topping the flux of blood. But this would not 
{top it, wherefore by the command of Foreftus, who 
afterwards was called into confultation, was Tinder or 
burnt rags mixt with the bole and the white ofan Ege. 


after which the part being rowled up the flux was {top- 
ped. Thefe Topicks were left on for near three days. 


, The third day the reftriGive was removed, then was ap- 


plied a digeftive made of Turpentine,the yolk of an Ego 
and a little Saffron, with which the Tents and Dofills 
were armed, they firft being dipt in Ol. Hyperic. Atagi- 
Jtral. Thefe being thus dreft the wounds were bound up, 
and all the circumjacent parts were anointed with oyl 
of Rofes for abating of painand inflammation, and find- 
ing the fourth day a heat about his hand, inftead of this 
digeftive the wholehand was anointed with Unguent. 
Populeon. The fourth day he was purged with Atanna or 
Caffia, the fixth day he took a decoétion of Senna and 
Rhubarb. The feventh day being paft,when all fymptoms 
as Fever, Convulfion, inHammation and the like were 
no-further dreaded, he was not ordered fuch a thin diet, 
The eleventh day becaufe the wound did appear very 
fordid, and was not well purged, it was inwardly wafht 
with a decoction made of Rofemary flowers and Rofes 
boiled in Rhenifh-wine, the which being done the a- 
bovefaid medicines were applied. The thirteenth day was 
applied to the wound Unguent. Bafilicon for filling it 
up with flefh, ordering the Patient to keepa piece of 
wood in his hands; but becaufe proud fleth did arife a- 
bout his little finger, this was taken down by the pow- 
der of burnt Allome. The wound being filled with flefh 
it was skinned with Evepl. Grifeum and Deficcativum.

I will conclude this with that remarkable ftory of the 
worthy Adrianus Spigelins, who bya piece of glals 
wounded the fingers of his left hand, hence followed in: 
flammation, the-which not only pofiefied his whole arm, 
but did alfo occafion’a large tumour under his arm-pit,the 
Which was fcarcé fuppurated, but there few out bloody 
and fetid matter; hereupon he fomewhat amended: this 
ceafing a Diarrhoea fupervening, every thing turns to: 
the worft, and at length hedies Empyemated. 
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CHAP. LXXVI. 
Of Wounds of the Thighes. 


T HE Thigh is moved by fourteen Mutcles: P/oas, 
Iliacus, thefe do bend it; Gluteus major, Gla- 
teus wninvor,Glutaews minimus,thele {aid to extend itsT+i- 
ceps taken for three, this doth adduce its Quadrigemini 
taken for four ; Obturatores thefe for two, abducing it. If 
the Articulation of the Hip be wounded, the Thigh bone 
muft be kept in itsCavity, which may be done by laying 
the Patient on his back, and applying fit bolfters and 
rowlers, If the wound be large and made dire@ly, here 
are you to {top the flux, and then digeft your wound 
with Turpentine or the oy! of Eggs with a little Saffron. 
Mundifie tt with Unguertum ex Apioor Mel. Rofarum, 
fill up with Aurenm or Bafilicon, and skin with Dia- 
palma or Deficcativum Rubram. If the wound bemade 
tranfverfely and large, here are you to ftitch up the 
‘wound, leaving an Orificeat the bottom for the difcharge 
of the matters then apply agelutinative Medicines, and 
proceed in this cure as I have already directed you in 
Wounds made in the fleth. Ifa wound happens here with 
a fracture, I fhall here produce you an example of the 
like collected from Ambrofe Parey, how you ate here to 
deal, and another from Glandorpe in his Spec. Chirurg. 
Obf. 49. 

The firft of Parey is of a Noble man /#b: 10. cap. 
12. de valz. Sclop.. who kept his bed for feven Months 
by reafon of a wouttd which he received three fingers 


above the Knee. With which he had thefé fymptoms at- 


tending it. As Intolerable pains, continual Fever, cold 
Sweats, Watchings, Excortations of his Coccyx, occa- 
Mex '2 fioned

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fioned by his fo Jong lying in his bed. He oft times fell 
down like an Epileptick man with vomiting and a 
continual Trembling, fo as that he could not bring his 
hand to his mouth withouthelp. His thigh was fractur- 
ed both lengthways and tranfverfely with many fimall 
pieces of bones,of-which fome came forth,and others kept 
within, adhering to the Mufcles of the thigh and of the 
lege, which caufed.a very large cold pituitous and flatu- 
lent humour about the parts, that they feemed as it 
were extinguifhed and robbed of their native heat. All 
which being confidered there was but little hopes left 
of any cure. Yet confiding fomewhat in the Patients 
age and {trength, he firft made two incifions to difcharge 
the matters, which did irrigate into the {ubftance of the 
Mutcles circumpofed to the bone. Which thing fuc- 
ceeded happily, for hereby a great quantity of matter 
was difcharged. Here was injeCted into thefe incifions 
by aSyringe a good part of Zgyptiacum mixt with Wine 
and a little Agua vite, whereby the matter was com- 
preffed and amended, and the foft, loofe and {pongey 
fleth corrected, the Oedematous Fumour he refolved, 
the pain abated, and the native heat which was oppref- 
fed by the weight of the excrementitious humours was 
corroborated. He. fomented: the affected parts with 
this following Decoétion made of sage, Rofemary , 
Lyme, Lavender, Chamomile flowers, Melilot flowers, 
red Rofe leaves, boiled in Wine and in a lye made of 
Oaken Athes,to. which was added alittle Salt and Vinegar. 
This fomentation having in it an attenuating and ex- 
haurient quality, it was ufed for along while. After this 
was made frictions with warm. cloathes {uch as might 
cover the part in every place. For a thort fri@ion doth 
draw more of humour into.the part, than it doth re- 
folve. Thefe being to. be applied: about the thigh, leg, 
and foot, hot as they are taken from. the fire and then 
dipt in Vinegar with alittle of Aqua vite, by which

the humours were ftirred up, and many waterith humi- 
dities were feen to run into {weats. The-Tumour aba- 
ted, the native heat feemed fomewhat hereby to be re- 
ftored. After which were applied Stuphes dipt in the 
aforefaid lye, in the which was boiled. sage, Ro femary, 
Lavender, Salt, Aqua vite Cloves, and the like. Then 
were the parts {0 artificially rowled up, that they did 
occafion no pain, and that with good fuccefs. That if 
one day were herein neglected, the Tumour did arife 
into a great. Bulk. Thick doubled Linnen bowlfters 
were applied to the finuous Ulcers by which the matter 
which was inwardly lodged was exprefled. For the re- 
folution. of the Tumour was applied this Cataplafme. 
hk Far. Hord, Fab. Orob. az. %vj. Atel. commun. Tere- 
bint, Venet. an. Rij. fl. Cham. melilot. Rofar. rub, 
an. %8. Pulv. rad. frid. fl. Cyper. Maftich. am. Slij. 
Oxymel. fimpl. g. fc fiat Catapl. Vigo's Empl. fine ¥. 
was alfo applyed, by which the pain was wonderfully 
abated, and the Tumour yielded hereto. Yet thefe 
were not applied untill the parts were made warm both 
by the bath and frictions; neither were Catagmatick 
powders omitted. For fifteen days he took of a vulnerary 
potion, and befides thefé particular frictions, the whole 
body was prefcribed to be bathed, by which the blood 
was drawn with its {pirit to the parts. At length the 
Fever being abated, and the pains leffened, he taking 
meat of good Juice for reftoring of his loft {pirits, ina 
{hort time he was made better, and by Gods goodnef 
was re{tored to-his former health, fave only that he did 
hot recover the perfect liberty of bending his Knee.

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of one being wounded. with a. bullet,whereby was made. 


a penetrating wound with fracture of the thigh bone:

Crureus, thele 
appointed for its extenfion. 9. Longus futorius, 10. Pop- 
liteus, thefe adducing it, andthe laft atembranofws ab- 
ducing it.. The Mutcles of the Foot are 6. Tibiens An- 
ticus, Peronaus thefe bending it, Gewell. or Gaftroche- 
mii externi and Interni, Solens, and Plantaris. The 
Toes have allowed them 14. Mufcles. As thus, 1. A¢zguus 
or Profandus, 2. Sublimis, thele bending them, the 3. 
and 4. extending them, the 5, 6, 7, 8. called Lumbri- 
cales adducing them, 9, 10, 11,12, 13, 14. Interoffei 
thefe abducing them. _The great Toe hath four allowed 
it. Having given you this brief furvey ofthe parts of the 
Leg, Foot and Toes by Anatomy, we proceed now to 
its wounds, where we-may by advice learn, that if the 
Knee be wounded, it muft be kept extended, for other- 
wife before the Patient be cured of his hurt, he may 
chance to meet with a.contraction. When the joints of 
the Toes are wounded they are to be kept in their na- 
tural pofture. Wounds happening upon the Knee or Leg 
are very perillous, thefe parts being accompanied with 
many Nerves, Tendons and Ligaments, and being plan- 
ted by nature as the depending parts, they are the more 
fubje& for reception of defluxions of humours, Prevent 
in

in thefe cafes the impendent..fymptomes by revulfives, 
bloodletting, cupping , ligatures, and frictions, order- 
ing your Patient a thin dict, keeping-his body foluble 
and the like. Here are you, as touching the affected part, 
to take the fame directions as.are prefcribed in wounds 
of the arm, making arepelling ligature to prevent any — 
fluxion of humours. If any Nerve be here wounded 
thefe you may know by the pain and inflammation, orif 
any Tendon or Ligament be hurt, addrefs your felf to 
my difcourfe of wounds happening in the Nerves, where 
you will meet with fufficient directions and medicines, 
as may an{wer your expectation here. If a large flux of 
blood fucceeds upon the wound, {top it.alfo, as you are 
directed in wounds of the Veins. Keep.your Patient in 
a good temper, and obferve to follow the former dire- 
tions propofed, and with Gods blefling queftion not 
your way: of proceeding. - But to conclude thefe parts, 
take thefe following hiftorical obfervations, the which 
may add to:thy skill if the like accidents might happen 
to thee im thy practice. | 

The firftis of Gulielw. Placentin. Prac. cap. 5. who. Hiftry. 
writes that hefaw one who was wounded in the Leg up- 
onthe minor foffile, by an Arrow, .which Arrow reach- 
ed to the fuperficies of the bone,and did not hurt it. The 
Chirurgeon could not defend the place with all his in- 
ftruments, but a {tiffnefs feized the part, and.aFever fol~ 
lowed, and within lefsthana month the Patient died 
hereof. | | 

Another of the like examples Forefivs brings in Od/f. anothers. 
49. lib. 6. fol: 255. of one Fohz Roaz of Delph who. 
had hurt his Leg again{t fome hard matter, the which. 
did contufe it and tranfverfely wounded it; this not be-. 
ing much. regarded, he applies a Womans advice for 
eight days. But whenhis Foot was affected with cold,. 
the Leg began to grow ftupid, and. hence followed a: 
great painand Spafm, the whichaccidents could no. Liga 
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be removed; hence followed a Fever, no medicines ta- 
king place, although fix Chirurgeons were in confulta- 
tion concerned herein witha Phyfician. By this pain he 
became reftlefs, the Fever encreafing upon him. In his 
Foot and whole Leg did a gangrene arife, the which not 
being to be cured, and he being fo weak that amputatt- 
on could not fafely be made, died of this {mall wound. 
He hath another alfo of one who was wounded in his 
right’ Foot, {g as the whole Foot was cut off about the 
Maleolus. To the cure of which Carpys being deputed, 
the blood he fupprefled with the white of an Egganda 
reftrictive powder. And as for aflwaging the pain, which 
was vehement, and for the prohibiting: the Spafm, he a- 
nointed the whole Leg with hot oylof Rofes, and the 
Inguens with the fame. Upon his thigh was applied a 
a defenfative. In the fecond and third vifits he applied 
two pledgets dipt in Salzva, and {prinkled with -his re- 
ftrigtive powder, which were applied to the cut Veins 
and Arteries.. And above thefe two other bowlfters 
dipt in the oylof Hyperic. cum gum. then he rowled up 
the part with convenient ligature, ordering the Patient 
a thin diet. And for his Fever was preferibed this. Ik Sy- 
rup. End. %j. Mel. Rofar. 58. Agu. Endiv. Betonic. Ci- 
chor. an.2j. mifce. The next drefling being the fifth day 
the pledgets were armed with Unguent. ex Cera, Tere- 
binth. ol. Rofar. Maftich. &» Pulv. Lumbric. lot. in vi- 
no @» preparat. then was adminiftred a Clyfter. Then 
was the wound dreffed with this Digeftive. h Tere- 
binth. tb8. Mel. Rofar.2ij. Fariz. Hord. &ij. Myrrh.Sar- 
cocoll. an. &8. cum vitello ovi fiat unguent. Afterwards 
he received a more thick diet. Then was the wound 
wafht with Malvatick wine,and after its thus being wafh- 
ed was it thus dreffed with the pledgets armed with this 
following.

Dodoneus cap. 71. Abdit. writes of a Citizen of Another of 


Florence, and many others who having received any 
hurts here, within few days to have died: For upon 
here receiving a wound: or ulcer efpecially in old peo- 
ple, he found them to encreafé and {pread and stow ofa 
livid colour, and the Cxtis of the part to be filled with 
black Paffules, and then lofing its fenfe to grow livid 
and black, neither doth it leave. its {preading quality 
until it hath reached the bones themfélves and infe@ed 
them. And ifany thing feem tharp, and you cut to pre- 
vent its {preading,it {till creeps further, thefe parts being 
far from the Fountain of heat, and the heat which 
is m them being weak, and the parts very well re- 
plenifhed with Nerves, the which being herewith. infe- 


— Ged do eafily and fpeedily communicate of their hurts 


to other parts, whence it happens that thefe being touch- 
ed they do fend forth the fame fo as until the whole 
member be hereby miferably infected. The fame acci- 
dent happened to a Patient of mine here in Norwich, 
an old Gentleman, of above feventy years of age,

dwelling in suffolk, who, having a Corn cut in his Toe, 

and neglecting it did not {eek for help very fpeedily, pains 

and inflammations. {eizing his Toe, did alfo bring the.

mation in that. Coming to Norwich committing himfelf 
to my honoured Unele. Cropps,. and my cure, although. 
the beft of remedies were prefcribed, yet this.turned into. 
a gangrene; weufing the beft of medicines to. feparate. 
this, yet all availed nothing, for within eighteen or twen-- 
ty days he had his Foot and Leg fo far {pread therewith, 
that it got upwards with that {peed that it did ina very. - 
fhort time occafion his death,

CHAP. LXXVII. 
Of Wounds of the. Foints. 


E are nowarrived at the laft part of ourdifcourfe,. 
W which doth treat of Wounds of the Joints, that 
part being fo. moft properly called which is framed for the 
letting together, of the bones for the performing of free 
motion: Now wounds made here, are made either. 
by pundure or incifion, and thefe doxeach either the 
upper parts, or elfe do penetrate into the cavity thereof. 
All wounds here happening are dangerous, according 
to.Galens faying, they being endowed with an exquifite 
fenfe by reafon of the Nerves, Tendons, and: Ligaments. 
Wherewith they are covered, lined,and enwrapped. Hence: 
therefore upon wounds here received do generally arife- 
an ‘aflux of humours, occafioned here by pain... After: 
wards imflammations, watchings, thirft, convulfions.., 
weaknefs, and fometimes death. Such wounds as do: 

is penetrate,

penetrate the Joint, by Cel/us opinion mutt of necefii- 
ty be allowed dangerous, for hereby the moifture which 
kept between the joints is let out, the which being dif 
patched, an excrementitious humour doth fall thereinto, 
being a thin ichorous fubftance much refembling that of 
Meliceris according to his opinion. 


As touching its cure, if it be punctured, drefS this cure. 


wound as I have already fhown in puncture of the 
Nerves. Keep the parts from cold and defend them 
from pain, for cold hardneth the skin, hindereth fup- 
puration, and doth extinguifh the native heat as Hipp. 
writes. If the wound be made by incifion, and this be 
large, {titch it up, hereby not touching any of the mem- 
branous or tendinous parts 3 leaving a {mall orifice in 
the depending part thereof, for the better difcharge 
of the matter. If the wound penetrates not the cavity of 
the juncture, drefs this with Linimentum Arcai, ad- 
ding hereto a little fine powder of Frankincenfe, Dra- 
gons-blood, Myrrh and Aloes; and to an ounce of the 
former Liniment add a dram of the faid powders; above 
which may be applied an anodyne Empl. or Cataplafm 
made of ff. Chan. Melilot. Rofar. rubr. Sambuci, farin. 
Fabar. Hord. and the like; to which may be added 
fome milk with a little O/. Atyrtin. Ro far. Ge parum Cro- 
¢z, applying, thefe, and all your other medicines which 
are to be: ufed, actually hot. If the wound doth pene- 


trate the Joint, you are by Aguapendens’s advice to ap-

was fpeedily reprefied by my  reftrictive powders, after 
which the wound was digefted with this following Uz- 
guent. R.Terebinth. Venet. lot. in aqu. Plantag. 24). Of. 
Hyperic. magiftral. &}. vitel. Ovor. a. js Croc. D&. over 
which was applied a Fepelling Cataplafm made. of Bol. 
Armen. Sangn. Dracon. Myrrh. Maftich: Ol. Adyrtin. Ro- 
far. with a little: Acetum and “Aqua Rofarunm fimul 
mixt. At the fecond drefling for €afe of pain, and-allay- 
ing of inflammation, the circumjacent parts were .em- 
brocated with 01. Rofarum c& Ol. Chamemel. ftill con- 
tinuing the former digeftive until the part afforded a 
laudable matter 5, then was it deterged with this follow- 
ing ‘injection which was injectedinto the: wound by a 
Syringe,made of Sanicul.

Arcei. mixed all together, and by order- 
ing the Patienta thin diet, keeping his body foluble, 
and a good temper in his parts, and by the benefit of 
deficcativum Rubrum his wound was cicatrized and the 
Patient perfectly recovered. . 

Thus have I failed through the bloody Ocean of 
Wounds, wherein I have like a faithful Pilot fhown how 
the young Chirurgeon may fteer his cotirfe im the wound- 
ed Main,and how he may keep both himfelfand the veflel 
of his Art fromthe Rocks and’ Shelves of ignominy and 
flander. To which alfo have I added the variety of figures 
which fhow both his ufeful inftruments and poftures, ac- 
companying the difcourfes with the authority of hiftori- 
cal obfervations. And if any more ftudious, and a greater 


lover of Art, and mafter ofLearning fhall be pleafed ta. 


fend forth a better light, I will foon call:in mine inthe 
interim accept with kindnefs that which is here afforded, 
and be not diffatisfied withmy method whichis good,and, 
capable enough of teaching every young Artift, how to 
procure health to the wounded Patient,and to unit¢ the
